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P R E F A CE. 


TE firſt Eſſay on the Number Seven 

was publiſhed to ſhew the Ground of 

expecting ſome great ſpiritual Revolution on 
a ſeventh Period of Time, 

The ſecond of the Calculations on the Pro- 
phecies of Daniel and John were wrote, as I 
am fully perſuaded, by a ſupernatural Light, 
altogether new and extraordinary to me; in 
which I was led to account for the ſhorten- 
ing of one Period, which was unknown to 
me before. The Obſcurity, with which the 
Impartial Review for the laſt Month juſtly 
charges it, is, perhaps, owing to the Nature 
af the Subject; nor was it deſigned for a cur- 
ſory Reading, but for the mature Conſidera- 
tion of the Watchmen of Iſrael. 

The ſpiritual Explanation of the Sabbatical 
Year is offered to the Chriſtian Church, with 
a View of ſupporting the Expectation of the 
Millennium near at Hand; and of unfolding 
ſomewhat more fully the Nature of Regene- 
ration, or the ſpiritual Kingdom of God with- 
in his People in this Life. 

What I have ſaid about the ſeveral Periods 
or Ages of future Puniſhments, and the End 
and Deſign of them, the final Reſtitution of 
the miſerable Sufferer to the Fayour of his Cre-

ator, is ſo built upon the Law and the Goſpel, 
that it will not be eaſily ſhaken without weak- 
ening the Evidence of Revelation itſelf, This 
Idea of the divine Government is yet more 
perfect and ſcriptural, than that of the inge- 
nious and liberal Enquirer Mr. Bourn of Nor- 
wich, in his late excellent Letter to Dr. Chand- 
ler on this Subject. 

The Expoſition of the ſacred Writings in 
the Manner before us, it may be hoped, will 
not be ranked with the French Prophets, or with 
the Dreams of a melancholy or an enthuſi- 
aſtic Imagination; ſince St. John tells us, that 
the Teſtimony of Jeſus Chriſt is the Spirit of 
Propheſy, which has ſeveral Branches accord- 
ing to St. Paul in 1 Cor. through the 12th 
Chapter, overlooked by our great Bacon, and 
the excellent Biſhop Taylor on the Subject of 
Propheſy ing. | 

Whether the Spirit of Truth or of Eds, 
has conducted me in theſe Inquiries and Sub- 
jects, muſt be ſubmitted to Time, and the 
Judgment of ſpiritual Minds. I am neither 
aſhamed nor afraid to ſupport what I have 
written, if any worſe Treatment than Cen-

1. The peculiar Circumſtances and Privileges 
of this Year conſiſted in prohibiting to ſow the 
Ground, whence it was termed the Sabbath of the 
Land, Lev. xxv. 6. 

2. Creditors were bound to releaſe their Debts : 
from which Obligation it obtained the Name of 
the Lord's Releaſe, Deut. xv. 2. 
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3. By this Inſtitution every Seventh Year became 
San#ified, that is, Set apart from the other, in which 
no Man could claim any private Right, or excluſive 
Propriety in the Bleſſings of it, Lev. xxv. 6. 

4. The Increafe of this Year was open and com- 
mon to the Beaſts and Cattle, which were in the 
Land, Lev. xxv.-7. 

5. The Sabbath extended the Prohibition even 
to the pruning the Vineyard or Oliveyard, Lev. 
xxv. 4. Exod. XXill. 10. | | 

6. None, but 1faelites, or Proſelytes of Righte- 
ouſueſs, were intitled to the Releaſe from Debts : 
Strangers and Proſelytes of the Gate, who, worſhip- 
ped in the outer Court of the Gentiles, vere ſtil} 
under Obligation, Deut. xv. 3. 

7. At the End of this Year, on the Feaft of 
Tabernacles, the Law of Moſes was to be read be- 
fore the Commonwealth of Iſrael, Deut. xxxi. 10, 
11, 12, 13. 

8. Upon every ſeventh Year, all Hebrew Ser- 
vants were to be diſcharged from their Bondage, 
Exod. xxi. 2. Deut. xv. 12. 


Theſe are the principal Circumſtances, which 
diſtinguiſhed this Year under the Law : The ſpi- 
ritual Signification of every Part muſt be fearched 
out, and explained by the Goſpel. 


1. Now as the Law was a public Record and Me- 
morial ſet up in one Nation choſen among other 
Purpoles by divine Wiſdom, to preſerve the Evi-

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Hence the ſeveral Branches of the legal E cono- 
my appear deſigned to prefigure the moſt impor- 
rant Truths, which are to be brought to Light by 
the promiſed Seed, in their proper Times, 1 Tim. ii. 6, 
Tit. i. 3. 

2. Our bleſſed Lord aſſures his Church, that * 
not one Jota, or Titile of the Law ſhall fail, till all 
be fulfilled : By which Expreſſions we may under- 
ſtand an unchangeable Promiſe of a noble and 
glorious Completion to every diſtinct Part of that 
complex Diſpenſation, which contains ſo many Myſte- 
ries, that is, ſecret Councils of God hid in a man- 
ner in Types and Figures; and which, when the 
Seals thereof are opened one after another, un- 
fold the Riches of Chriſt and the Love of God paſſing 
Knowledge. 

3. No abſolute Neceſſity appears, that the Me, 
ſiab with his Family of the twelve Apoſtles, the Pro- 
phets of his Kingdom, ſhould explain every Part 

of the Moſaic Syſtem , but as the Key of this Inter- 
pretation was given by the Builder of the new 
Temple, and by Paul, Peter, and Jobn, his chief 
Servants, who ſpeak in no other Terms ſcarcely, 
than in the Phraſes and Idioms of the Lato and the 
daily, the continual Service of the Temple, 1t was the 
Duty of all Teachers under the Goſpel, to covet 
ſpiritual Gifts of + Prophefying, that is, as the 
Apoſtle: means, to open the Shadows of Moſes, 
and explain the od and nezww Covenant from each other. 
Upon theſe Principles I ſhall endeavour ſo far as 
the Gift of my Light leads me, to point out the 
twofold Defign, which divine Wiſdom ſeems to have 
had in view by appointing the Sabbarical Year, a 
ſubordinate one in the temporary Covenant to the

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Seed of Ara bam according to the Fleſp ; the other 
for his uni ver ſal Seed of the Spirit, as he is the Fa- 

tber in Type of many Nations, who were to be the 
Children of a like Faith and Obedience; and to 
receive the Bleſſing in that one Seed, even Chriſt, * 
of whom Iſaac was a Figure, and in whom all the 
Nations and Families of the Earth were to be 
bleſſed. Gen. xxii. 18. and xxviii. 14. 

1. Let us conſider the firſt Circumſtance, that 
is, the Prohibition of Sowing the Field, by which 
this Year afforded a Reſt to the Land. Lev. xxv. 6. 
J ſhall paſs by the Queſtion, at what time the Jews 
began the gert Sabbatical Year, whether it happened 
after ſeven Years taken up in the Reduction, and 
ſix or ſeyen Years more in the Diſtribution of the 
Land of Canaan. This Queſtion + will come more 
properly under view, when the Year of Jubilee 
ſhall be diſcuſſed. 

Divine Wiſdom then inſtituted a Sabbath at the 
End of fix Days, and a Sabbath at the End of /ix 
Years : they both pointed out the bleſſed State of 
the whole Creation on the firſt Sabbath of God re- 
corded in Gen. 1. 31. and looked forward to the 
Reſtoration of it, as part of that glorious Work, 
which the promiſed Seed, the one only begotten and 
beloved Son of mp Þ of Abraham with Sarah ſhut up 
in his Name by inſerting the Letter, N He, was to 
effect: for he is to deſtroy ail the Works of the 
Devil, all the great Evils, moral and natural; all 
the Sin and Miſery, which by his Seduction of 
Adam in his Eve, had been introduced into the 
whole Creation. 

Both Sabbaths carried cn ſubordinate Ends dur- 
ing the Period of the typical QÆconom y, which 
pro-

and they bear a Figure, an Earneſt and Pledge of 

more univerſal and durable Bleſſings for the great 

Family of the other Nations, which ſpring from ane 

Tree, one Seed of Sin, and death in Adam, and ſhall 

be reſtored in the fulneſt of times, in one Tree, one 

glorious Seed of Righteouſneſs and Life, Feſus Chriſt, 

who is the true [aac of Aleim, that ſhall make 

a all to rejoice in his Birth out of the Godbead, and 

in his Birth into the Fleſb of this World, the outer 

Court, even cur Fleſh of Death, which muſt again 

be eſpouſed and married unto the ſpiritual Worlds, 

from which tww,a holy Sanctuaries it is now divided 

and divorced. For the Powers of that ſuperior 

Creation called by the Jews Aziluth, or Emana- 

tion, are come down in the Head of it, who is the 

one Heir of the everlaſting Abraham : he has taken 

hold of this lower Creation, this Afia, the World 

of Klippoth, the hard Bark, into which Matter is 

ſunk by Separation from the Fire, Light, and Spirit, 

three in Union, the Heavens. All theſe he will car- 

ry back as the Spoil and Triumph of his Love, in- 

to the Glory of his own Nature, and into the King- 

dom of the Father, which St. John deſcribes in its 

' higheſt Purification, * as the Sea of Cbryſtal mingled 
with Fire. 

The 70 Nations, for whom + Chriſt taſted Death, 
are typified by the 70 Souls from the Loins of 
Facob. Exod 1. 5. by the 70 Elders called up to the 
Mount. Exod 24. 1. to whom the Spirit was given, 
Numb. 11. 24, 25, and by the 70 Bullocks in the 
Feaſt of Tabernacles. Numb. 29. 13. 

The Reaſons, which Maimonides aſſigns for the 

S's Year 


Rev. xv. 2. + Heb, ii. 9. 
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Year of Reſt, are cited by Meyer in Ch. 17. de ra- 
tione Schemittæ ſeu Anno Sabbatico. Theſe Pre- 


cepts, ſays this Jewiſh Author, were given partly 


from Compaſſion towards Men in general, and 
their Relief, as appears from Exod. 23. 11. and 
Lev. 25. 6, 7. partly, for the good 1n particular of 
Servants and of the Poor, and partly for the can- 
tinual Preſervation of Suſtenance and Food for 
Men. 

Abarbenel in his Comment on Lev. 25. rejects 
the Reaſon, that the Earth might be more fruitful 
by reſting, and indeed how did it reſt, when God 
gave the Bleſſing of three Years on the ſixth Year, 
which (if Philoſophy was concerned in it) muſt ex- 
hauſt it more? and indeed we have good Reaſon 
to believe, that the ſpontaneous Productions were 
very abundant on the ſeventh Year. Could this 
great Rabbi, as the Jews proudly ſtile their wiſe 
and excellent Men, ſee nothing further on this 
Subject ? Could this Moſes, who to a Proverb is 
reckoned ſecond to Moſes their Lawgiver, imagine 
the gracious Deſigns of God to be of fo con- 
tracted and tranſitory a Nature ? 

The Sabbatical Year is thought by Abarbenel to 
have been appointed, that the Memory of the firſt 
Sabbath of God, and of the Creation of the World 
might be preſerved in oppoſition to the Eternity 
of it, which ſome Philoſophers maintained, A like 
Reaſon is given by R. Levis in Lamy Lib. 7. de 
Templo Hyeros, p. 1282. This however is mere 
Conjecture, for the Sabbath of Days was deſigned 
for this End, as it is expreſly mentioned in Exod. 
20. 11. Almighty God aſſigns no particular Rea- 
ſon for the ſeventh Year, as he does in the fourth 
Commandment for the ſeventh Day. From this 
Silence the Jewiſn Writers are driven to different 

and 
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and contrary Opinions, as no Men fight more on 
oppoſite Sides, than the Rabbies. 

As the Law is figurative in all its Parts, it muſt 
be impoſſible for the Remnant of 7/ael, who have 
rejected the Goſpel, to explain their qgwn Types 
and Figures, which could not have their final Com- 
pletion under Moſes, unleſs the Meſſiah was only 
to be equal to Moſes, who was a Son of Adam un- 
der the Death of his own Law, as much as an 
Egyptian, a Moabite or an Edomite; and unleſs the 
Bleſſings of that holy One, who was the Defire of 
all Nations, were only to be of that Nature, which 
were injoyed by that ſmall Nation, who died from 
their Houſes and the Land of Corn, Wine and 
Oil, juſt like their Ox or Aſs, and in almoſt as 
ſhort a time of inheriting the good Things thereof. 
We muſt therefore look out for Benefits very ex- 
alted and glorious indeed, which are to fulfill the 
Antitype of the ſabbatical Year, under the beloved 
Son of God, who is as the royal Prophet ſpeaks, 
Aleim of Aleim, Pſalm xlv. 6, 7. and whoſe Seed 
(his real Children born from him) and whoſe Throne 
(his Kingdom for his heavenly Race and proper 
Offspring) is to endure for ever and ever. Pſalm 
Ixxxix. 29. 36. 

In the ſeventh Year the Reſt for the Earth, Vine- 
yard, and Ohlveyard, kept in view a ſhadowy Re- 
ſemblance of the firſt Heavens, and Earth, in their 
primeval Generation, Gen. 1. 1. and 2. 4. before 
the great Sin of Adam. This typical Sabbath 
plainly ſhewed, that the Lord or Head of that 
ſtate of Nature called Eden and of the Garden 
Eaſtward, (a Throne of phyſical Powers ſuperior to 
Eden) was not placed there to dreſs and keep the 
Trees and Flowers in order, as a kind of innocent 
Recreation fit to preſerve his Body in Health and

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| Strength. This is clear enough, ſince in thoſe Parts 
of the Law, which preferved the Promiſe of a Reſto- 
ration, and kept the Records of the ſeveral Bleſſings 


loſt, we find this imaginary Employment of Adam 
baniſhed from the Figures of the Reſtitution of all 


Things. As contraries beſt illuſtrate each other, 


God was pleaſed to forbid every kind of Labour 


about the Field, and Trees yielding Seed : In which 
Command the ſame Truth is caſt before our Eyes, 
that Adam in that Sabbath * created in the Image 


and Likeneſs of the Aleim, both in his Spirit of Lives, 


and in his Spiritual Body, Tent or Houſe of Aleim, 
had no more to do with manual Labour, than the 
Light and Wind have, in their going forth, and 
working in their united Power, Strength, and dif- 
fuſive Energies. His Dominion reſembled the 


Power of the Aleim over the limited Extent of his 


Garden, or Nature in Glory: he was the full 
Image of the Deity in the inner and outer Spirit; 
cloathed with the Urim and Thummim, the Glories 
of the double Cherubim, heavenly Male and Female 
in One; ruling and moving in the power and ma- 
jeſty of Fire, Light, Spirit and Water, which the 
Prophets as well as Moſes are always ſetting before 
our View. The Light and Wind of this outer 
Court are the beſt Images left us, to give us any 
Idea of Adam's Dominion, as the Son of God, and 
in the Kingdom of his Father, however Men, whoſe 
Eyes are dim by the fall of their Forefather, re- 
preſent his Power in a ſuperior Wiſdom to tame 
the Beaſts, and to make them his Servants in 
loughing the Earth, in drawing and carrying 
is Burdens, This Picture of Adam's primitive 
State, even ſo great a Writer as Epiſcopius gives in 
his 


Gen. 1, 26,

his Chapter on the Image of God in Man, what 
then muſt be expected from the Schools of Calvi- 
niſtical Interpretation, which by adhering fo cloſe 
to the Letter, kill the Spirit of the Law and the 
Goſpel ? 

We are ſo ſunk and fallen into Fleſb, that we 
can form no true Conception of the glorious Na- 
ture Adam was inveſted with, when he was the 
Lord of the Cberubim in immediate Union with 
God: when he was the Ruler of the Cloud of Glory 
ſpread out in the power of Light, Spirit, and 
Water over che Garden, giving his ſuperior Im- 
preſſion to the Light and Wind, the Waters and 
Earth of the animal Creation, the principles and 
powers of whoſe Nature he ruled over by the 
ſame phyſical Superiority and Dominion, as the 
Light and Wind which are the Heavens of this 
World,” rule over, penetrate, and move in every 
Creature, that flies, walks, or creeps upon the 
Earth. The Jewiſh Cabbaliſts retain ſome Traces 
of Adam's Glory, in which he walked in Paradiſe 
on the ſame Feer, as the glonous Light and Wind 
walk up and down, feeding and nouriſhing the 
Life and Motion of all Creatures below. They 
ſpeak much of the Garments of Light, Adam's Co- 
vering, which is the radical Idea for Atonement, and 
this is the Glory we all are come ſhort of through 
Adam's Sin, as St. Paul tells us, Rom. iu. 23; 
and this 1s that Glory, or Schechinah, as the Jews 
ſpeak, which our bleſſed Lord the ſecond Adam in 
Spirit ſays in John xvii. 22. he had given to his 
Diſciples, by which they were One with him, 
touching and touched, as he was One with his Fa- 
ther, united without any mediating Powers be- 
tween them. It is not a Proper place to enlarge 
on the Cherubim, which I ſhall prove in treating on 


the 


101 
the Garments of the High Prieſt and his Brethren, 
to be the ſame as the Schechinah, or Cloud of Glory 


in the Prophets; and which are the“ Clouds of 


Heaven, in which Jeſus Chriſt comes into his own 
People, and covers them with an inward inviſible 


Glory; the Loſs of which was Adam's Nakegneſs 


and Shame, and ours in him: The return, the 
new Birth, and Reſurrefion of theſe dead Powers 
quickened by the Lord Feſus, is the Kingdom of 
God in us, and + the Powers of the World to 
come. 

What a wonderful Perſon (parzuph as the Jews 
ſpeak) Adam was in the Image and Likeneſs of the 
Aleim, in the double Glory of the Holy, and Holy 
of Holes in his firſt undivided Nature, when he was 
Bride and Bridegroom, Son and Daughter: of God, 
Father and Mother of an Angelic Race: This 
will be then only known, when the only begotten 
Son Iſaac ſhall bring us out of this Tent of Fleſh 
and Blood, into the Tent of his Mother Sarah, the 
Siſter, the Spouſe of Abram. Gen. xxiv. 67. Cantic. 
iv. 10. 12. and v. 1, 2. 

This Digreſſion may very well be excuſed, as it 
will help us to form a better Conception of the 


Law and the Goſpel, and alſo of the Sabbatical 


Year or Millennium approaching; and it may 
check the Boldneſs of Infidels, who talk as if they 
knew the Conſtitution of the Univerſe. To return 
to our Subject. The Prohibition of every kind of 
Labour for the Earth and Trees (whichwere the chief 
Riches (as Cunæus obſerves de Repub. Heb. Lib. 1. 
c. 4.) of the Iſraelites) ſupports as a Figure the me- 
mortal of the firſt Sabbath, before Toil and Labour 
took place by the Body of Fleſb, which Sin brought. 

| And 
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And was not this part of the Picture preſeryed, to 
make us expect the correſpondent Bleſſing? 
Hence the Sabbath for the Land of Canaan, which 
is a Type of the new Heavens, and new Earth 


promiſed under the Meſſiah, muſt ſignify equally 


a Reſt for Man, whoſe Sweat of the Brow was to 
draw out of the Earth curſed for his ſake after Sin, 
the Productions to nouriſh. his Body of Fleſh, and 
of his * Humiliation : for Man at firſt was not made 
for the Earth, but the Earth for Man. As then 
ſuch a State muſt return to the Seed of the Cove- 
nant made with Abraham, who in this Name 1s 
the + Father of the Gentiles, of many Nations, and 
who muſt bleſs them by the Þ one Seed Jſaac (for 
Iſhmael muſt inherit the Bleſſing, though aac has 
the Glory of earning it by his Obedience unto the 
Death, even the Death of the Croſs, and will beſtow 
it freely on his rejected Brother) ſo the temporal 
Covenant peculiar to the Jews as deſcended from 
his private Name of Abram, is ſet up as a Figure 
and an Earneſt too, of the greater and more blefled 
Covenant, which comprehends Adam in all the 
the Branches of the 70 Nations, who are fallen un- 
der Death, the ſtrange Work, and the firſt Babel, 
which his Sin brought into the World, for all his 
Poſterity of every Language, and Complexion. 
Upon this Ground we may perceive how the 
typical Land given to Abraham and his Seed, ſhall 
extend the Force of that Promiſe to the Poſſeſſion 
of a Land made as Eden. This State of outward 
Nature according to the Unity of Deſign running 
through the Sabbaths of Years, will firſt open in 


the thouſand Years of St. John, when the ſpiritual 


Hrael,

f Ifai. li. 3. Ezek. xxxvi, 35. 
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Mal, that is, all who are the Lot of the Lord, the 
Election of Grace which is the Tribe of Levi under 
the Goſpel, ſhall form the general Aſſembly and 
Convocation of the fir/t-born. Heb. xii. 23. Fheſe 
will enjoy the firſt Sabbatical Year, as they ſtand 
firſt in the order of Redemption typified by the 
ſeven Sabbaths of the Law, which are anſwered 
by the ſeven Ages of the Goſpel, or as they are 
commonly mentioned, the Ages of Ages. What 
Changes will be wrought upon that Portion of this 
Earth, over which the Throne of Glory ſhall ſchechi- 
nize, will be as much a Myſtery, or Secret, till they 
arrive, as the Cloud of Glory tabernacling over the 
Iſraelites in the Wilderneſs, and the ſeveral Bleſſings 
of Food and Defence from the outward Elements, 
under the Pillar of Fire, ſpread out as a Garment, 
are unknown to us, who are ſo little acquainted 
with the heavenly Powers, and their wonderful O- 
rations, of which we ſee only a Shadow in the 

Fire, Light, Spirit, and Water of this World. 
The Poſſeſſion of that Land before, if it be 
conſidered as a Type and Earneſt of a much more 
durable and rap f) Poſſeſſion of it, when it ſhall 
be created again from its W:lderneſs-State, as Eden: 
This firſt Poſſeſſion was fo interrupted by their 
manifold Sins and Rebellions ; the Bleſſings itſelf, 
though fully enjoyed, ſo little in its Kind for the 
reat and good God to beſtow, that it ſcarce de- 
. Obſervation, but as a Shadow and Pledge 
of better Things, wherein the Life of a San long, 
the Days of threeſcore Years and ten under Moſes, 
ſhall be ſwallowed up in the Eternity of God. 
Then will the Prieſts and Levites, of the Goſpel 
rejoice, who hear the Character of the Firſt-born, 
and who have been * purified as Gold and Silver, 
© Mal. ui. z. by 
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by the“ Coals of Fire from between the Cherubims 
caſt down into their Feb: Theſe happy Sons of 
God, and Brethren of Feſus Chriſt, the true High- 
Prieſt will put on their Garments of Incorruption, 
and ſtand neareſt the Throne, according to the + 
Predeſtination of God in Chriſt, where all is the 
free Gift of eternal Life through him. 

Meyer juſtly obſerves, that the Sabbatical Year 
repreſented to the Iſraelites the primeval Condi- 
tion of the Earth, before it paſſed under the Curſe 
tor the Sake of Man; and ſupported the Hope 
of a Deliverance from Vanity, Rom. viii. 20. But 
even this will not anſwer to the Day of Salvation, 
and acceptable Year which our Lord proclaimed in 
Luke iv. 19. and which is ſpoke of by /azah Ixi. 1. 
For this time is ſuppoſed to be the Jubilee when 
ſeven Sabbatical Years had revolved, where Jeſus 
ſtands alone, the glorious Saviour of the far great- 
eſt part of Mankind condemned to the Ages of 
the Second Death; and who brings them forth from 
their dreadful Chains of Darkneſs, and horrible 
Miſeries, which fll up the Period ftom Sabbath to 
Sabbath, according to the different Degrees of 
Wickedneſs, which muſt be avenged by the puri- 

Hing Fuſtice of God, where Some will be beat with 
few, and others with many Stripes, Luke xii. 47, 48. 
The Reaſons, which the learned illet delivers 
in his Comment on Lev. xxv. for the Inſtitution 
of this Year, have no good Ground in them. The 
firſt natural and philoſophical Reaſon is abſurd, that 
as all Land requires Reſt after three or four Years, 
ſo Judæa, as a more fertile Country, in fix Years. 
This Argument would deſtroy allo a capital Proof 
of the Theocracy, which was given in the continual 
Miracle of the Benediction on the fixth Lear: This 
Error 
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Error Maimonides ſeems to have taught the Chril. 
tians. For though the Earth refed from the Cul- 


ture and Labour of Man, it did not ſuſpend its 
own Productions on the Seventh; and the extra- 
ordinary Fertility it gave on the ſixth Year, muſt 
have tended according to Philoſophy, to make it 
more barren in the ſucceeding Time. 

'* 2, The moral End was, as he thinks, that a 
Care of the Poor might be had, and that the Rich 
might be at Leiſure from the Concern about the 
Harveſt. Theſe may be allowed for ſubordinate 
Ends, which divine Wiſdom interwove among far 
greater, during that Diſpenſation of Types. Burt 
a ſeventh Year had no more immediate Relation to 
it, than a third or fourth might have had : And 


the Fruits common to all on this Year, ſhewed an 


Equality of Bleſſing for the more neceſſitous Bre- 
thren, and not a little better Subſiſtence only. 
3. The eccleſiaſtical Deſign according to him 


was, that the Holineſs of the Sabbath might be 


conſpicuous. This however would have no Con- 
nection with the Time of fix Days, on which the 
weekly Sabbath was founded, unleſs underſtood 
as the ancient Jews interpreted them, of ſix my- 
ſtic Days, counting a thouſand Years. for each 
Day. 

A The ſpiritual End of this Year was to re- 
vere the true Time of Remiſſion, namely, the 
coming of Chr:/#, But if it were ſo, for what End 
could ſeven Sabbatical Years be appointed ? Be- 
fide, this is not true, as our Lord is generally 
thought to have been born in the Year of Jubilee, 
which is even an O&ave, and crowns the ſeven 
compleat Sabbaths. Hence this bleſſed one, robo is, 
and coas, and is to come, the Body and Subſtance 


of all che exceeding Riches and Bleſſings, running 
as 


-@ 
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as a full Stream, through the ſeven 'Sabbaths to 
the Jubilee; this beloved Son came and fulfilled 
all the Parts of the Lau, in the ſeveral Paſſages of 
his wonderful Birth from the Womb of Death, our 
Nakedneſs and Shame in Fl, to the Throne of 
Glory, in the Father's Kingdom, where Spirit can 
only live and dwell. This he has done, for his 
Exaltation is the Goſpel 1n Heaven; his Life there 
is the Ladder of Jacob ſet on Earth, and the Top 
reaching Heaven, Gen. xxviil. 12. it is the Adam 
of the Glory united to the Man of Earth, that he 
may raiſe him up from Duſt and Aſhes to his 
Life 

and Incarnation of his own ſpiritual Seed in him, 
by which he is Bone of his Bone, and Fleſh of his 
Fleſh, a Bride ready prepared for the Bridegroom, 
in the Garments of Immortality, the Houſe eter- 
nal in the Heavens. 

5. The myſtic End is, that this Year might ſig- 
nity the laſt Sabbath in Heaven, as Hefychius ob- 
ſerves upon the ſix Days, as figurative of the 
Word's Duration. The fame Difficulty will re- 
cur, why then are ſeven Sabbaths in the Law of 
Types it the World continue only one of them ? 
Let us obſerve, that there is a great Difference be- 
tween K9;purx, the World, and Az, an Age, 
commonly tranſlated World alſo. For every Age 
will put an End, to the World of the Curſe, and 
bring outward the Generation of the new Hea- 


vens, and new Earth: So will the firſt Sabbatical 


Year produce this wonderful Transformation 
to a firſt Portion of the Earth; and it will be juſt 
as ealy a Taſk for the Meſſi ah to work this phy- 
ſical Change in a Moment, as to tranſmute our 
vile Bodies into a Glory like his own Body, in the 
twinkling of an Eye: And when the Time is 

come, 


and Glory above, by having an holy Birth ' 
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come, by all the Signs and Marks, it will be ſud- 
den and unexpected, as the Exhibition of 515 
Kingdom was on Mount T habor. | 

As no ſeventh Day therefore could repreſent the 
laft Sabbath in Heaven, becauſe the Law and the 
Goſpel have placed an Ofave above the Dignity 
of the Seventh, we muſt look further for the End 
of this Appointment. 

Now the Body of the Meſſiah, who took on 
him all the natural Evils of the Curſe, had fi- 
niſhed the Sufferings as the Sin-offering in Fleſh, 
upon the Croſs, on the ſixth Day between the E- 
venings, before the Setting of the Sun: So in the 
Myſtery to be fulfilled in his Body, the Congre- 
gation of true Ifraclites, they who have his Spirit 
in their Feb to kill and circumciſe the Luſts and 
Affections of the old Adam daily, will be tranſlat- 
ed from Suffering in Fleſh to reign in Spirit, in- 
to a Sabbath, a State of Reſt, before the fu/! 
End of the fixth great Day of the World ſhall 
arrive. This has been touched before in the lit- 
tle Tract, lately publiſhed, on the prophetical 
Numbers of Daniel and Fohn. The Fews, as Win- 
det has ſhewn in his State of the Dead, that ex- 
cellent Epitome of Hebrew Learning, p. 140 and 
144, exſpect the Meſſiah to raiſe the Bodies of tHe 


Dead toward the End, or latter part of the /t 


| Chitiad, when the World to come, (the Phraſe for 
the Kingdom of Chriſt,) ſhall ſucceed. 

This Opinion ſeems confirmed by their Begin- 
ning the Schemittah, or Year of Intermiſſion from 
the Toil and Labour of the Earth, thirty Days be- 


fore the exact Time, when the Sabbatical Year 


commenced, which is generally allowed to be on 
the firſt Day of the Seventh Moon Tixri. This Cuſ- 
tom was probably derived from ſome Part of their 

Ritual, 
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Ritual, or Paſſages in their Prophets, which were 
underſtood by the ancient Church, though they pre- 
tend now another Reaſon for that Practice. 

Now as the Body of the bleſſed Saviour was at 
Reſt from natural Evils, between the Evenings of 
the ſixth Day, (that is, the Darkenings or the 
Strife and mingling of Light and Darkneſs, the two 


firſt Principles of the Moſaic Creation, Gen. i. 2, 3.) 
and in his ſpiritual Body he ſtood in Paradiſe, the 


Garden, both on part of the Sixth, as well as on 


the whole ſeventh Day, when the outward World, 
and - Jews, and Romans, Children of the World, 
could reach him no more: And as the Mz/tah did 
not ceaſe to live, but entered then into the true 
Reft, while the outer. Adam in the Death, which the 
divided Properties had brought upon it, was left 
aſieep in the Grave, the hardneſs of outer Nature, 
the. Rock to be cleft aſunder, to be burſt open by him, 
who is conſtituted the Lord of all Power both in 
Heaven and Earth. Thus muſt the Antitype be 
fulfilled in the myſtic Body of the heavenly Adam, 
the Congregation born out of his Loius of Fire, as 
zekiel, i. 27. ſhews him in the Glory on the Throne 
of the Cherubim. This Generation is the Name 
written on his Thigh, King of Kings, and Lord of 
Lords, Rev. xix. 16. This 1s the Nature ſpringing 
out of himſelf, by which myſtic Birth Kings come 
out of his Loins, Gen. xxxv. 11. Theſe, who are 
to the Letter his own Sons and Daughters, Twins 
at a Birth, ſhall be found gathered together into the 
Millennial Kingdom, which from a comparative 
View and Analogy of the Law, and the Goſpel is 
deſigned for the Seventh great Day, or Seventh Year 
of the World. Then will the true Canaan be re- 
vealed in an outward Manifeſtation, and the Seed 
of the Bleſſing will meet the true Abraham, Iſaac, 
C and 
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and Jacob, the Fathers, of whom their Fathers une 
der the Covenant and Law were only Types, mere 
Men, Sons of fallen Adam, under the Curſe of 
Death: Then will that Portion of the Jew .and 
Gentile, which under the Goſpel anſwers to the * 
Firſt- born and Firſt-fruits unto God and the Lamb, 
meet together, and make one Famuly, in the Moun- 
tain of the Lord's Houſe, Jeruſalem, which is above. 
Theſe are the twelve Tribes, which St. James, 
1. 1, tells us, are now ſcattered abroad. The Jews 
cannot claim even this Title, as ten Tribes were 
cut off long before the coming of Chriſt ; and the 
two Tribes are left as a barren Woman. Fudah ac- 
cording to the double Senſe of that Prophecy in 
Gen. xlix. 10. ſhall remain a Tribe, adhere to the 
Lawpiver Moſes, not only till Sniron come, as 
manifeſted in Fleſb, but till he ſhall come the ſe- 
cond Time in the Spirit, even the Glory, The 
ſecond -Senſe of this wonderful Prophecy is ready 
to be accompliſhed, for Sbilob is coming, and to 
him ſhall the gathering of the People be, while Ju- 
dah continues a Tribe, which even their equivoca- 
ting Rabbies acknowledge Shebet to ſignify; and 
it will continue, till he + comes in the Clouds of 
Heaven, and all the Tribes of the Earth ſhall wail 
becauſe of him, and z alſo, which pierced him, 
(the Tribes of Judab and Benjamin) even ſo, Amen. 
As then the Body of Chriſt, in which he was 
manifeſted to the World, as the Sex of Gad, the 
Firſt- born of all the Creation, was on ſome Part 
of the Sixth, and on the Seventh Day, in its deep 
Sleep to the Curſe; ſo in that part, which muſt be 
accompliſhed in his Body on Earth, the Congrega- 
tion of his People, thisr epreſents the paradiſical Life 
they will begin on the latter Portion of the ſixth. 
Chikad, 
Rev. xiv. 4+ Jam, i. 18. 2 Rev. i. 7 
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Cbiliad, and through the ſeventh, under the Cloud 
of Glom, and its wonderful Powers, whereon the 
Meſſiab will fit as his Throne, and ſpiritualize them 
| in that great Fire, where the Paſſions and Appe- 
| tites, which were ſpringing up from the ſtrange 


' Blood, the Bload of the Beaſtial Life brought by 
Sin, ſhall be laid aſleep, ſubdued and extinguiſh- 
* ed by the Joys of the new Spirit, the other 


Glories, which Eye has not ſeen, nor Ear heard; 
and which will be brought to an open Manifeſta- 
tion on the firſt Sabbatical Year. The Reaſon of 
\ 1 expecting this bleſſed Scene for this it Age ſome- 
what before the full Time, has been ſupported in 
the Calculations on Daniel and Jobhm; which muſt 
meet with Contempt from every Quarter, ſo much 
does the World love its own, and ſo much a Queen 
muſt Babyion the Great ſit in her own Eyes, when Death 
and Mourning, and Famine ſhall come in one Hour; 
and ſhe ſhall be «terly burnt with Fire, for ſtrong 
is the Lord God, who judgeth her, Rev. xviii. 7, 8. 
The laft Reaſon, which is generally received, 
for the Deſign of the Sabbatical Year, will not be 
ſufficient, namely, becauſe God reſted on a ſe- 
venth Day from all his Works. It has been be- 
fore obſerved, that the Law mentions no ſuch 
Cauſe for this Year. Beſide, what Beneſit could it 
be to ſet up Memorials of a þleſſed Sabbath loſt and 
periſhed ? Such an End would only heighten the 
Miſery by the Remembrance, and Reflection on 
-Happineſs paſt and gone, But if it ſtand, as the 
other Branches of the Law are granted to do, a 
Figure of the Bieflings to he reſtored, and point- 
ing towards the Time alſo; then is it a Monument 
of divine Goodneſs, and a ſure Earneſt from him, 
whoſe Promiſes are yea, and Amen, that all the 
Figures ſhall have their Completion worthy of the 
C 2 _ infinite 
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infinite Bounty of that God, who has exhauſtleſs 
Treaſures to beſtow, and more Creations and 
Worlds in Glory under his immenſe Government, 
than the greateſt Kings on Earth have Acres of 
Ground, and Subjects belonging to them. 

Thus I have endeavoured to ſhew, that the final 
End of the ſabbatical Year appears to be the mil- 
lennial Kingdom of St. Fobn, the ſeventh Year of 
the Goſpel approaching. However, among the 
ſubordinate Deſigns of God, this Year bears an 
extraordinary Proof of the Integrity and divine 
Miſſion of Meſes. Prejudice itſelf will not be 
hardy enough to deny it. The Separation of a ſe- 
venth, and the Benediction on a ſixth Year, were 
one continued Miracle, and Evidence of that Theo- 
cracy. It is ſuch, -as no Man on Earth above an 
Ideot (a Character no Enemy of this Legiſlator has 
reproached him with) could ever dream of pro- 
miſing to a whole Nation, which put it in the Pow- 
er of every one to diſcover the Falſhood in a 
temporal Concern, of which they would be ſevere 
Judges, if it did not anſwer the Promiſe, ' which ex- 
tended to three Years: For they were to eat the 
Fruits thereof until the ninth Year, Lev. xxv. 
21, 22. The Experience of Mankind in all Hit- 
tory, will cry Shame upon ſuch a Suppoſition. But 
what will not Incredulity believe, which boaſts ſu- 
perior Wiſdom, and uncommon Penetration : In- 
fidels are of all Men moſt credulous. 

Now let us conſider the ſabbatical Year, and the 
weekly or continual Sabbath, as the Kingdom of 
God revealed, and manifeſted in our Fleſb. This 
inner and hidden Kingdom conſiſts of ſeven glo- 
rious Lights, which Adam loſt; and which were 
preſerved in Type by the Seven golden Lamps, their 
Oil and their Fire, and Light in the holy Place of 

| the 


of 
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the Tabernacle. Theſe the Cabbaliſts call the ſever 


Lights, and their Veſſels broken away from Union 


with the ſuperior Lights, and fallen down among 


the Klippoth, the Dregs of Matter compacted into 
Hardneſs and Thickneſs. Theſe periſhed Powers, 
Feſus Chrift, who is the High-Prieſt of the heaven- 
1 building up in fallen Man, muſt bring to 

ife again, and raiſe them up from their Death 
and deep Sleep, into their firſt Might and Glory, 
Strength and Majeſty. Theſe muſt be begotten 
again by the Union and Marriage of the divine A. 
dam, wad has the Powers of the higher and lower 
Schechinah, as the Jews ſpeak of it, and which the 


Goſpel calls Bride and Bridegroom. This Kingdom 


of holy Powers muſt be opened in our Fleþ, and 
riſe up in a gradual Proceſs, as the firſt Creation 
of God did Day after Day. The holy Spirit and 
Baptiſm of Fire muſt be poured forth in our 
Fleſh, as it was in the Nature of Chriſt, the Male, 
the heavenly Adam, upon whoſe outward Body of 
Fleſh, the inward Myſteries of his true Kingdom 
were to be ſhewn in a viſible and ſenſible Man- 
ner. For as the Heavens were opened at his Bap- 
tiſm in Jordan, ſo thoſe Heavens came out of his 
Body, and covered the Waters with Ligbt, as their 
Atonement, or covering Garment of Glory : So 
does this heavenly Adam, glorified with all the 
Powers and Virtues of the two Sanctuaries, come 
forth in Spirit, and open the Kingdom of the Hea- 
vens, with his Fire and Light, his Holy Spirit, 
aud Water of Life. Herein is he manifeſted in 
our Fleſh, and begins to build the Houſe of 
Glory out of his own Nature, by a pure Virgin 
Birth of theſe wonderful Powers, which were 


openly brought to Light in him, while he walk 


ed in our Fleſh, the Form of a Slave on Earth; 
C 3 and 
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and which he is continually communicating, to 
make us Sons of God, after the Form and Sub- 
ſtance of himſelf, as the beloved Son in the Ful- 
neſs of the Godhead. This is the Goſpel, the Life 
of Chriſt in the Spirit, brought down to our Fleſh, 
throughout all Generations, | 

This Kingdom, and this Life hid with Chriſt in 
God, muſt be believed to be in us, and through 
us; and the Powers and Glories of it muſt be 
hungred and thirſted for, that we may feel the 
Wings of his Cherubims lifting us up to Heaven, 
and heavenly Things, where our Hearts ought to 
be fixed continually, For this dear Son of God, 
whoſe Obedience unto Death has brought the King- 
dom of Heaven to Life, which periſhed to the firſt 
Adam: This bleſſed Son is ready to anoint others 
with the Oil of Gladneſs, wherewith he is anoint- 
ed above his Fellows, and above every Name in 
Heaven and in Earth. Whoever are waſhed, and 
waſhing from Day to Day, as the Prieſts of the 
Temple did in Type and Figure, in the Water of 
Life irom the River out of the Throne of the 
Lamb, the glorified Nature of Jeſus Chriſt: Theſe 
are his Children and People, and have the Waters 
of the true Canaan ſpringing up within, to ſanctify 
themſelves and ſeparate their Hearts from the Wa- 
ters of the Curſe, which Men and Beaſts drink as 
one Portion. This Water is of that very Nature, 
which flowed out of his holy Body pierced on the 
Crols, and which flows down out of his royal and 
comprehenſive Love to all Nations from the Glory. 
This 1s, a Part of that myſtical Kingdom, whoſe 
Waters are not leſs real, becauſe unſeen, than the 

Water of our Bodies, wherein Death reigns. 
. Whoever are breathed upon by that holy Spirit, 
his Breath, which has Lite in itſelf, and which 
the 
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the Lord Jeſus * breathed from his divine Mouth 
into his Diſciples, theſe are horn of the Spirit, and 
have Life and Salvation brought into their Houſes 
of dead Fleſh. They are entered into the Powers 
of the ſabbatical Year, and are taſting the good 
Nord of God, whoſe Breath or Wind is ſweeter 
than the Breath or Air of this World. Such bear 
the fit Fruits of the new Earth, and new Heavens, 
which the Mefiah is to create; and which are 
brought into our earthly Veſſels of the old Adam, 
to ſanctify them from the Curſe, and to tranſlate 
them into the Kingdom of the beloved Son. 
They are Prieſts and Temples of God, on whom 
the Spirit and Glory + reſteth, Schechinizeth, as it 
was promiſed in I1/aiah iv. 5. The Lord will create 
upon every Dwelling-place of Mount Zion, and upon 
her Afſemblies a Cloud, and Smoke, and the ſhining 
of a flaming Fire by Night ; for upon all, upon 
every one, the Glory ſhalt be a Covering. Theſe 
are no Figures, for the new Temple in Chriſt 
is built up in Spirit and Truth, in the real Bleſ- 
ſings and ſupernatural Powers communicated from 
the glorious Head in Heaven. For they, who are 
the royal Prieſthood, and choſen People, are of- 
fering up ſpiritual Sacrifices Evening and Morn- 
ing, that is, continually under the Goſpel. They 
conſent to have their own Members, which are of 
the curſed Earth, earthly, flain and crucified, as of- 
fenſive to God, inftead of the Members of the 
Animal, which was the Service under the Law, 
inſtructing them in a lively Figure, that they ought 
to do the ſame Work upon the Luſts and Affections 
of their Fleſb. For the Law marked out the Fleſh 
and the Blood, wherein the Life of the beaſtial 
Nature moves, to be cut off, and poured out, as 
che 
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the Sin- offering, which was aboliſhed and conſumed 
away piece-meal in the continual Fire; this Fire 
was the Figure of the Glory of the Spirit, when 
Fleſh was ſwallowed up into its Light and Flame. 
In the true, though hidden Fire, which burns un- 
ſeen through its greater Spirituality to the four 
Corners of the Earth, is the High- Prieſt caſting 
in the Fleſb of his Sheep, circumciſing the Luſts 
thereof, and drying up the Water and Bloods of the 
Fall, while no one ſees his mighty Hand, that 
bears the Sword of the Spirit, the Fire of his Che- 
rubim, to burn up the Fleſb, Fat and Reins of the 
animal Man, and to plant Life and Spirit upon the 
Death and Aſbes of his Sacrifices. theſe Things 
appear too ſpiritual or inconceivable to ſome, as 
the excellent Fleetwood ſays in his Preface to Ju- 
rieu's Method of Devotion; there are others, to 
whom they will ſeem neither, nor is it reaſonable 
for the Babes in Chriſt, -who want Milk for their 
State in the Proceſs of the Regeneration, to murmur 
at the ſtrong Meat, ſince St. Paul tells us, it be- 
longs to thoſe, who are of full Age, Heb. v. 12, 
I 3, 14. 

Having thus finiſhed the firſt Circumſtance of 
the Sabbatical Year, namely, the Prohibition of 
cultivating the Land, and pruning the Vineyard 
and Oliveyard; the ſecond Privilege comes under 
our V! 1eW, which is the Remiſſion of Debts com- 
manded in Deut. xv. This is the Manner of the Re- 
leaſe : Every. Creditor, that lendeth ought unto his 
Neighbour, ſball releaſe it: He ſball not exaft it of 


his Neighbour, or of his Brother, becauſe it is called 
the Lord's Releaſe, 


Second 
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Second Privilege of the Sabbatical Year, the 
Releaſe of Debrs. 


The Remiſſion of Debts to the poorer Brethren * 
on this Year, had a natural Tendency to beget a 
friendly and tender Conſideration for one another, 
as every Command of God neceffarily teaches us ' 
to imitate his moſt beneficent Nature, not only in 
the particular Caſes and Inſtances preſcribed, but 
in all Circumſtances within the Spirit of ſuch a' 
Law. For we cannot ſuppoſe, that divine Good- 
neſs made it a Duty to practice rhis Kind of Li- 
berality on a ſeventh Year, that they might on that 
Account think it juſt and reaſonable to exact their 
Debts of their indigent Neighbours, with greater 
Rigor and Severity, during the fix preceding Years. 
This Command inſtructed them in the fame Leſ- 
ſon of brotherly Affection, and Regard at all 
Times: However, this Injunction of remitting 
Debts upon this Year, had a far nobler View, than 
the temporal Covenant could give room to unfold ; 
for what extraordinary Benefit could it be to be 
xelieved from this Burden, and to die under the 
great Debt of Death, and of many perſonal Tranſ- 
greſſions, a ſecond Debt to the divine Juſtice ? 

The Hebrews pretend, that this was a Com- 
mand * of Trial, as that to Abraham, about the 
offering of his Son, and not a Command of Obe- 
dience. Thus the Jewiſh Feſuits of old taught Mo- 
rality with ſuch nice Diſtinctions, till the Hirit 
of a Law was loſt in pious Chichane. | 

The Chriſtian Writers juſtly make the cancel- 
ling of Debts to be a Figure of ſpiritual Debts, 


our 


* Geodwin's, Maſes and Aaron, c. ix. of the Sabbatical 
Year, 
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ax S$ins, fo called, Matt. vi. 12. which were to be 
pardoned by the Grace of the Goſpel : But they do 


not ſhew any particular Analogy between a ſeventh 


Year, and the Diſpenſation of the Goſpel, by 
which the Shadow and its Subſtance might meet 
each other. From the Jewiſh Authors we cannot 
expect any Reaſon worthy of the glorious Nature 
of God, as it muſt be impoſſible tor them to ex- 
plain the Figures, who have rejected him, who is 
the Life, the Spirit, and Glory of all the Law, and 
the Prophets. 5 | 

Now Death is that great and terrible Debt, to 
which all Mankind are ſubject by the Sin of Adam, 
whom their Law (which is the only national Re- 
cord in the World, of this important Event) ex- 
hibited as the original Cauſe of this univerſal Evil. 
This Debt was remitted under the temporal Covenant, 
but to one Perſon, Elijab, ſince their Fathers A.- 
Brabam, Iſaac, and Jacob died, as well as the un- 
circumciſed and idolatrous Nations : Thouſands of 
their Children died Infants, and ten thouſand of 
other Perſons enjoyed not the Term of three/core 
Years and ten, which was the long Life in gene- 
ral, when they were ſettled in Canaan. 


Beſides the Death, to which they were equally 


in Bondage, as Heirs of Adam's Curſe, with the 
other Nations of his fallen Bloods, their own per- 
ſonal Tranſgreflions againſt any of the moral or 
ritual Laws of God were Debts to his Juſtice, 
and merited a Puniſhment diſtinct from the firſt 
general Curſe, Death, which was not properly their 
own Sin. Their Sacrifices did not remove Death, 
but left them under that Sentence, as much as the 
Heathens, which our Lord confirms in Joh vi. 49. 
With this double Chain they were bound by their 
Law, which alone, amongſt the 70 — us 
. ervc 


\ 
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ſerved the Memorial of Adam's Sin, and of Death, 
the Wages thereof. As they were born of his Fl: 


and Blood, called his Nakedneſs and Shame, they by 


a phyſical Neceſſity became Partakers of the Curſe. 


The Covenant of Circumciſion begun in Abraham, 


for all Nations, (which was before the Lato of, 
Moſes) promiſed and typified the Releaſe from 
this Debt, by cutting off and throwing away the 
Foreſtin, a part for the whole Body of fe, in which 
Death reigns. The antient Jews ſpeak great things 
of Adam's Nature in the Garden of God, when he 
walked in his Garments of Light and Glory, how- 
ever the preſent Race of that blinded People make 
Adam born * circumciſed in Eden, as if Circumciſion 
was an Honour, which is ſo plainly the Mark of Re- 
probation ſet upon Fleſb, as the Effect of Adam's 
Tranſgreſſion, and the natural Cauſe of Death. 

The Law was inferior to the Promiſe, and a Ser- 
vant to it, containing the temporal Covenant for 
one People, which at the ſame Time ſhould typify 
in the various Branches of it, the gracious Deſigns 
of God in the univerſal Covenant. 

The Spiritual Senſe of Circumciſion, was a Pro- 
miſe exhibited in Action, ſhewing the taking away 
of the whole Body of Fleſh, as God had ſet his Sign 
of Reprobation and Diſgrace on the Foreſkin, = 
the old Birth or Adam under the Fall taken alto- 
gether : This repreſented the Bleſſing in the beſt 
manner a Figure could do. Far was this from any 
Deſign, as the Author of the Divine Legation ſeems 
to think of the whole CEconomy, of hiding the Life 


and Immortality contained under the Types peculiar 


to this Truth. On the contrary, this Type of /Cir- 
cumciſion brought Life and Death in View, and 
ſet them before the Eyes of this beavy and dull Peo- 
ple,

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ple, who ſtand a Repreſentative of all Nations, and 


not of one Nation only, funk down into Adam's deep 
Sleep, his Fleſh and Blood, which makes all Eyes 
dim, and all Ears heavy in heayenly Things, which 
muſt have another Spirit to be apprehended and diſ- 
cerned by. a 


Upon theſe Principles, 7eſus Chrift brought to 


Light the Manner, how the original Loſs of Adam 


ſhould be reſtored, even by Sowing a Seed of his 
own Incorruptible Nature into our Fleſb, wherein 
the Promiſed Seed was hid, as Chriſt the Divine 
Adam did, when he was in the outward Form of our 
Sinfull Fleſh : For the Covenant of Life muſt be 


in our Fleſh, as Jacob, the ſmooth Man, the heaven- 


ly Adam, takes hold of the Heel of Eſau, who is 
Edom, the rough hairy Man of the old Birth, who 


muſt be ſubdued and ſerve the Spirit, the younger 
Brother: For Fleſb and Death are firſt in Order ſince 
the fall of Adam, and Spirit and Life riſe within this 
Coat of Skins, a new Birth cloſe at the * Heels of 
the firſt, where Divine Love purſues and lays hold 
of the Prodigal Son, and brings him back into his 
Father's Houſe, and Bleſſing. Farther, our Lord 
brought to a full and open Manifeſtation the Man- 
ner, how the heavenly Birth of his own Seed, his 
own Nature, was to be opened into our dark and 
fallen Spirits and Bodies, as he breathed this Holy 
Spirit into his Diſciples, in ohn. xx. 22. By which 
his Nature was conceived into them, and became 
the Seed of the Kingdom incarnate in them, with the 
holy Fleſh of his own Divine Corporei'y, which onlycan 
bear and hve in Union, continual contact with his 
perpetual Fire, wherein he burns through all Nature, 
to the four Corners of the World. Again, zhis 
bleſſed Son, who has ſeen the Father, and knows his 
| $ Councils, 
* 2 Eſdras, vi. 7, 8, 9. 
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Councils, brought to Light the other Difficulty of 
the Law, how Tranſgreſſions paſt would be for- 
given, which was by beleiving in him, as the Mef- 
frah, and that he was the Power and Wiſdom of God, 
who would give the new Spirit, Ezek.” xi. 19. The 
Spirit of Truth, the Spirit of Promiſe, which are 
Hebraiſms, importing the true, the promiſed Spirit. 
Fohn, xv. 26. Eph. i. 13. By the Power of this 
Spirit they ſhould no longer hve after the Mill of 
the Fleſb, but even crucify, and put to Death the 
Luſts and Affections thereof, which could not 
inherit the Kingdom of Heaven, the Meſſiabꝰs 
Kingdom. Now theſe capital Truths being placed 
in a new Splendor, without the Vail or Obſcurity of 
any Types, it ſtill remains a Queſtion, (as the Law 
among other Things contains the Figures of Periods, 
Times or Ages) when an open and viſible Manifeſta- 
tion of the Spiritual Kingdom ſhall take Place in - 
thoſe, who by a Birth from Above are born Spirit of 
Spirit, even of the very Eſſence of the Lord Chriſt, 
as it is called by the Apoſtle, Fla of his Fleſb, and 
Bone of his Bone, who is the ZwYmoer Thwyua, 
the Life-creating Spirit, Divine Adam, Male and 
Female, heavenly Father and Mother in one Per/on, 
who begets Twins at a Birth, to make in himſelf 
of twain, one New Man, ſo making Peace, Eph. 
n. 15. Now the Time, when the Children of this 
wonderful Regeneration and Transformation into their 
bleſſed Head Chriſt, ſhall be ſhewed openly in the 
Clouds of Heaven, each one in their Cloud of Glory, 
their Pillar of Fire, the“ Chariots of God and 
Horſemen of Ijrael;, the Time appears marked out 
under the Law, and may be proved to a ſufficient 
Degree of Clearneſs for the Ingenuous and lowly 


in

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in Heart, by comparing the new Covenant, and the 


ophetical Parts of it with the old. 

It has been obſerved, that no Reaſon is given for 
the Reſt of the Earth, nor for the Releaſe of Debts, 
upon a Seventh Year. This Silence may be, that 
the Jews themſelves might not expect the Comple- 
tion of this Part of the Law, where no Notice is 
taken of the End or Deſign of it. 

As a Figure of Bleſſings to come, it cannot be 
underſtood, but by going back to the Univerſal 
Covenant, firſt entered into with Adam after his 
great Overthrow, when God foreſaw the 70 Nations 
coming forth out of his Loins. This Promiſe was 
made before any Child of Fleſb was yet born, Gen. 


iii. 15. And the Univerſality of it was proclaimed 


by the Tongues of Angels, in Terms as general 
as that to Adam, and to Abraham, Luke, ii. 10. 
For the Lord Jeſus is the Adam of the“ EAS, the 
Arſtling of his Father's Strength coming forth in the 
Might and Power, the Name and Nature of God, 


in whom the fulneſs of the Godhead dwelleth 


bodily, and in whole Riches all the Families of the 
Earth muſt be bleſſed in their proper Times, as well 
as the Jes. For God did not chuſe them firſt for 
any Righteouſneſs in them above other Nations, 
for they ever were a ſtiffnecked People, as Moſes 
tells them, Deut. ix. 5, b. But for his own Name's 
Sake, his own Nature as gracious and merciful to 
a loſt World, and. for the Glory of his Firftborn in 
Heaven, his Iſaac then in the Boſom of his Father. 
As God has Mercy on whom he will have Mercy, 
they had the Honour and Advantage of being the 
firſt Nation, to whom the Knowledge of the bleſſed 
Covenant of Grace was given in Charge and

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Cuſtody; and they behaved under the Types and 
Hope of the promiſed Maſſiab, with the ve re- 
bellious and uncircumciſed Hearts and Ears, as 
the Remnant have done for ſeventeen Centuries 
paſt, ſince they killed according to manifold Pro- 
phecies the Son, the Heir of the Mrabam on high, 
God the Father, of whom their Abraham was only 
a Figure, and confeſſes himſelf Duſt and Apes, Gen, 
xviil. 27. May the Time be at Hand, when in 
the Words of Zechariah, xii. 10, 11. They ſhall 
Jook upon me, whom they have pierced, and they 
ſhall mourn for him, as one mourneth for his onLyY 
Sox, and ſhall be in Bitterneſs for him, as one that 
is in Bitterneſs for his FIRST BORN.“ Though we 
may wiſh, that the remaining Tribes may yet be 
called to that Eledlion of Grace, which is the Lord's 
Firſtborn, and peculiar Portion and Inheritance, 
which glorious Name ſome of their own Writers 
confeſs to be gone over to the Nations : Yetit may 
be juſtly apprehended, that this Prophecy will only 
be fulfilled at that Time, when as the beloved 
Prophet ſpeaks, Rev. 1. 7. Behold, He cometh with 
Croups, and every Eye ſhall ſee him, and they alſo, 
who pierced him: and all Kindreds of the Earth ſball 
wail becauſe of him: even ſo, Amen. 

Now as the glorious Bleſſings taught in thoſe 
Figures, could not be fully underſtood without the 
Son, the great Prophet, who was to * ſucceed Moſes 
as his Lord and Maſter; and who alone could un- 
fold the Goſpel of the Types, the glad-tidings of 
great Joy from God his Father, it was of no im- 
mediate Uſe and Moment for them to be acquaint- 
ed with the ultimate Views of Providence, in the 
Inſtitution of a ſeventh Year, than in the Feaſts of 
Pentecoſte, of which laſt their Teachers give various 

and 
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and oppoſite Reaſons from Conjecture and Imagina- 
tion, (which in them is wild enough, and often 
trifling to Puerility) This is clear, becauſe he 
ſhould appear in due Time, the beloved One, the true 
David, the Glory and Image of his Father's Perſon, 
who would ſpeak of heavenly Things, which he 
had ſeen and known in the Boſom of the Father, 
who was the Heir of all his Works, the Head of all 
Principality and Power, and the Firſtborn of every 
Creation, Col. i. 15. and ii. 10. 
Touching the Releaſe from Debts, a Difficulty 
occurs, whether it was at the Beginning, or in the 
End of the ſeventh Year. Maimonides, in Hilchoth 
Schemiltah, ſays, that it was at the End, at the go- 
ing down of the Sun, in the Evening of the new 
Year. Aben Ezra affirms on the contrary, that it 
was on the Beginning. The Engliſh Verſion tran- 
ſlate it after the * Hebrew, at the End : The Sep- 
tuagint in one Place tells us, after ſeven Years, 
and quite contrary to this, in the 34th Chap. of 
Jeremiah, ver. 14. It will not be eaſy to ; Big 
mine which Opinion 1s beſt ſupported. The Goſ- 
pel indeed ſeems to lend a Light in this dark Place 
of the Law : For the Commencement of the firſt 
Sabbatical Year in the Order of the Seven, will be 
an Entrance into ſuch a new and happy State of 
outward Nature, that Debt, which 1s one heavy 
Burden and Danger of this Life, to which our de- 
graded Form of Fleſh is ſubject by the Fall, will 
be taken away by the extraordinary Benediction of 
the new Heavens; and all ſervile Labour and Drud- 
gery will ceaſe, which now bend down the Souls 
and Bod es of the greateſt Part of Mankind, to 
the Earth ; Yet all Debt, that 1s, every forfeited 
Bleſſing will not be probably removed all at once, 

| but 
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but continue to be gradually taking away to 
the End of the Sabbatical Year, when the Chil- 
dren: of that Kingdom will be changed into the 
moſt heavenly Glory of all upon the eghth Day. 
For the O#ave riſes under the Law of Types 
above the Dignity of the Seventh, and its. An- 
titype of the Goſpel appears to be the paſſing 
through the Glories of the holy Place, whic 
is the firſt Sanctuary, into the Second, the Holy of 
Holies. This Truth, St. Paul ſeems to make known 
in 2 Cor. iii. 18. where he | of being changed 
from Glory to Glory : The Fews in the Traces of 
the ſame antient Doctrine, call it the higher and 
lower Paradiſe, and ſome the inferior and ſuperior - 
Schechinah, which in the Goſpel is the ſpiritual 
Bride married to the Bridegroom, the Water chang- 
ing into the Blood of the Holieft, when the Lights 
and Glories of the heavenly Virgin, ſhall be ſwal- 
lowed up in the mightier Powers of the third 
Heavens, as a more ſpiritual Fire, Light, Spirit 
and Water, muſt by a phyſical Superiority, ſwal- 
low up inferior Ones into themſelves, and work 
their higher Energies on them, as the Ground and 
paſſive Matter 6 4 their Operations. Theſe four 
Powers appear the four Faces of the Cherabim, the 
Right and Left Hand of God : And the cloſe Em- 
brace, and ſtrong Union of Fire with Fire, Light 
with Light, Spirit with Spirit, Water with Water, 
is the Myſtery of the heavenly Marriage, when Gad 
will be a * Wall of Fire about Jeruſalem, and the 
Redeemed ſhall + glorify Jehovah in the midft of 
Fires. Bleſſed are there, into whole Earth the dear 
High-Prieſt has ſent his heavenly Fire, and on whoſe 
Heads and Bodies he is piling | Wood, kindlin 
the Fire, conſuming the Fleſb, that the Bones o 
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it may be burnt; a whole Bur » Orin accepta- 
ble to God through Fine. 

As the eigbib Day under the Law is more noble 
than the ſeventh; the favoured Prophet of our 
Lord, places the Day of Judgment for all the Dead 
at the End of a thouſand Years, which appear to 
de the firſt Sabbatical Year. The Beginning of 
this Period will be bleſt with ſignal Privileges, and 
will open with a * firſt Reſurrection for Martyrs, 
and others, who have + gotten the Victory over 
the Beaſt, and bis Image, the animal Man, and not 
over the Church of Rome only: Then alſo will be 
a firſt Judgment for the I Beaſt and falſe Prapher, 
who will both be caſt alive into the Lake of Fire 
burning with Brimſtone. The Whore's Fleſb will be 
burned, that Fleſh which the adulterous Heart, and 
revolted Will of Adam brought upon himſelf. This 
is the Fleþ of Kings, the Fleſh of mighty Men, 
of Captains, and bond and free, whoſe Luſts have 
turned away their Hearts from God and Chhriſt, 
from the Life and Power of the Croſs, who will 
therefore be caſt into the Fire, all that are upon 
Earth, in this great Day of Slaughter, and Fleſh- 
burning from the Lord. The End of this Sab- 
batical Year, will paſs over into the Glories of the 
the Holy of Holies, and a ſecond more dreadful 
Judgment {| for all the Dead, beth ſmall and great, 
ſhall then ſucceed, which is the ſecond Death, and 
muſt continue for Ages of Ages, through all the 
remaining Sabbaths. 

We. may be certain, that all, who are over- 
ſhadrwed with the Clond of Glory, the ſpiritual glo- 
rious Body of Chriſt, as the Apoſtles were on Mount 
Thabor, who entered into the ** bright Cloud, and

ward-Nature, . the aufer Court, refining and ſpiri- 
tualizing it more and more. Thus the Jer 
Cabbaliſis (who are the only ſpiritual Interpreters of 
their Law) in many Parts of their Doctrines, re- 
preſent every ſuperior Heaven in their Chain

11. nor is the 
Man without the Woman, nor the Woman without 
the Man in the Lord, Eph. ii. 15. to make of 
Twain one new Man, ſo making Peace, Eph. iv. 13. 
till we all come to a perfect Man, unto the Mea- 
ture of the Stature of the Fulneſs of Chrift. 
Dumm, one of the wonderful Words + of the

They muſt be lighted up one after an- 
other, as the Prieſt in Type dreſſed and lighted 
the ſeven Lamps of the golden Candleſtick in a 
regular Succeſſion, Thus the firſt Creation roſe 
Day after Day; thus muſt the new Creation in 
Chriſt be raiſed up. For we have all come ſhort 
of the Glory of God, as the Apoſtle means, the 
firſt Glory of the double Cherubim, the double 
Garments mentioned in Prov. xxxi. 21. in which 
Adam ſtood a Son of God, in the Likeneſs and I- 
mage of Aleim. Theſe wonderful Powers of A. 
dam's Nature in the Glory muſt be re-kindled in 
us, by the true High-Prieſt. who bears the Aurim 
and Taumim, the Garrr ents of ſix double twiſted 
| D 3 Thread 
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Thread, and the precious Stones doubled over a- 
gainſt each other. Tis in theſe he makes Atone- 
ments, Coverings of Glory for our filthy Garments 
of Fleſb: And it. is by the free Gift of theſe hea- 
venly Powers, that every one muſt fight againſt 
Cain, the Firſt-born of 'Fleſh, the Adam of Sin, 


and ſlay his vile Spirit, driving out all the falſe 


Life, and ſubduing the whoriſ Heart, the 
Will revolted from its frſ# Love; by luſting after 
tkat Part of outward Nature, wherein was Good 
and Evil. The High- Prieſt's Garments, both the 
2obite and golden Ones, on the great Day of Co- 
Uerings, were of fix doubled Threads: Theſe are 
chat double, or * ſcarlet Twice dipped, in the Va- 
ter and Blood of the Lamb of God, which are pro- 
miſed in Iſaiab Ixi. y. to be given unto us for our 


Sbame, and for our Confiſion to rejoice in our Por- 


tion: For in their Land they ſhall poſſeſs the + 
double, and everlaſting Joy ſhall be to them. Theſo 
double Glories are real Coverings, and Garments 
of Salvation, and Robes of Righteouſneſs, with 
which God cloaths the Redeemed Sons of [ſrael ; 
as 'a Bridegroom ſhall he miniſter in Beauty, 
and as a Bride ſhall he prepare his Veſſels. In 
theſe ſuper- natural Principles, the Circumciſion 
made without Hands, is carried on continually, 
whereby Feſus Chriſt, our merciful High-Prieft ex- 
ccutes the wondrous Work and miraculous. Powers 
of his inner Prieſthood and Kingdom, within this 
our earthly Tabernacle. With his flaming Scword, 
real Fire from the Cherubim, the Chariot and Throne 
of God, he is cutting off Fleſb, killing and di- 
viding the Members of Earth, Col. itt, g. pouring out 
their Blood, Deſires and Aﬀections to the Portion 
of

From theſe new and 
heaven- born Powers (for the Lord Jeſus makes all 
Things new, the Temple and all the Veſſels new 
out of his own. Nature). wherein the holy Spirit 
breaths and moves, going forth with the Waters of 
Life, which flow down plentifully out of the Foun- 
tain of the heaveuly Side of Jeſus Chriſt, always 
ſhedding his Water and Blood for the Life of the 
World; out of whoſe Side the new Virgin, ſpiri- 
rual Eve, the Siſter, the Spoule is taken, and form- 
ed; whoſe Wound will never cloſe up, till the Wa- 
ters of our dead Sea ſhall be healed with the migh- 
ty Salvation of his own pure River, and Water 
of Life from the Thrane. From ſuch and only 
ſuch real Gifts, our fallen Nature is renewing more 
and more after that Image of God, in which it 
was firſt created. In theſe new, holy. and living 
Waters, which ſpring up in our Bellies, and not in 
the Earth without us, our Souls receive a ſacred 
Thirſt for the Kingdom of Heaven, and all 
Things heavenly: We feel and know, taſte and 
ſee what are the Waters of the Prophets lo continu- 
ally ſpoke of in Terms of Rapture and Exultation. 
The Sight, the Feeling, the Tafte, the Touch of the 
heavenly Canaan, are opened, as new Senſes in the 
tuner Adam. The Spirit aſcends from under the 
Weight of the Waters and Bloods of Death, which 
run in the Earth of our fleſbly Tabernacles, and 
gains gradually the Victory over the Beaſt, its J- 
mage, and its Mark, the Traces and. Impreſſions of 
its former Luſts and Appetites, to which, many 
like Lots Wife, look back, and hanker after them 
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again, as the yaelites alſo did for the Onions and 
Garlick, and Fleſh-pots of Egypt, when they had 
been fed with Manna from the Cloud of Glory, and 
counted it as light Food. As the Soul removes 
farther and farther off from Egypt, the Houſe of 
Bondage, even our Houſe of Fleſh, wherein Sin and 
Death reign, it draws nearer to the good Land, the 
true Canaan, and enters into a deeper and more in- 
timate Union with the Garments of Glory, which 
ſhall never wax old; and which the bleſſed Fe/us 
gives us dipped twice, in his “ holy Water and 
Blood, the Blood of the everlaſting Covenant, the + 
Blood of Grapes, the Vine of his Canaan, the 
Wine of his Kingdom, wherein is no Exceſs; and 
whoever Þ drinketh of it, ſhall never ſee Death, the 
great, the ſecond Death. 

This is that Blood, which will take Vengeance on 
our ſtrange Blood, and which will ſlay Cain, the 
Firſt-born of the Curſe, ſevenfold, through all his 
ſeven falſe Lives, which his Father's Fall awakened 
in himſelf, and all his Race, Gen. iv. 14, 24. in 
the daily Communion, eating the holy Fleſh of the 
Lamb, and drinking his holy Blood out of the Fire, 
all the People of this great Shepberd, who feedeth 
them out of his own g/orified ſpiritual Body, are work- 
ing with ſincere, humble, perſevering, and loving 
Minds for the new Name, the new Nature of a 
Son of God, till Degth finiſhes the fix Days and 
Years of their ſervile State, Work and Burden in 
Fleſh, the Form of a Slave, not of a Son of God. 
Then are they releaſed. into the Sabbatical Year, 
the Reſt of God in a Virgin Body of ſeven immor- 
tal Powers wove into one another. The earthly 
Tabernacle being diſſolved, the Houſe not made 
with Hands, eternal in the Heavens, ſucceeds. They 
then 
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then know what 1s the fine white Linen, and the 
Blue, the Scarlet and Purple, with which Jeſus 
Chriſt the Firſt-born among many Brethren cloaths 
his royal Houſhold: They ſee Face to Face the 
Glory of the Lord, and the Wonders of that holy 
Land, where the Sabbath of God and his Bene- 
diction are enjoyed for ever. They will underſtand, 
what is the Form and Power of that Nature which 
is called the Bride, the Lamb's Wife, ready and 
adorned for the Marriage, the eternal Union, or 
Oneneſs with the Glories of the Holy of Holies, in the 
Life of God himſelf, the Fulneſs of the Godbead in his 
Children. However the Wiſe Men of the World, 
who ſpeak againſt Things they have not ſeen, as 
if their narrow Minds did or could comprehend 
the Univerſe, and all the Works of an infinite Be- 
ing ; theſe wiſe Men, who do not obtain the 
Bride's Portion in this Life, and all her fine Cloath- 
ing, will be taken in their own Craftineſs, and ar 
the Hour of Death be thruſt out into utter Dark- 
eſs, when they die to their mighty Wiſdom, their 
Majeſty, Pride and Glory, and to all their ſenſual 
Enjoyments, to every elegant Art and refined Taſte 
of Pleaſure: In the Day of the Lord they will 
walk naked, and their Shame will be ſeen, when 
they ſhall weep as Ehau, and yet not obtain the 
Portion of the Firſt- born, which they fold for one 
Morſel of Meat; for ſo will all Pleaſures of Fleſb 
appear, when they are paſt. Bleſſed are they, who 
watch and keep their Prieſtly Garments, which 
Jeſus Chriſt weaves for them out of his Blue, and 
Scarlet, and fine Linen, and Gold and Silver of 
his Sanctuary on high: When the “ earthern 
Veſſels, wherein this Treaſure lies hid, ſhall be 
broken at Death, the Pearl of great Price, buried 

in 

Lev. vi. 28. and xi, 33. + 2 Cor. iv. 7, 
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ina Cottage, in Sweat and Duſt for daily Bread, 
ſhall appear among Fewels of God, and precious 
Stones of the High- prieſt's + Breaſt-plate. They, 
who have lain among the Pals, in Sbſcure, but ho- 
neſt Poverty, bearing the Heat and Burden of 
this Life, ſhall, be as 4 the Wings of the Dove, co- 
vered with Silver, and her Feathers as fine Gold. 
O the Veſſels of Silver and Gold, which bear no 
Price now among the Money-Changers, the Mer- 
chants of the Mammon of Unrighteouſneſs, ſhall. 
then be precious indeed, when the || rich Men ſhall 
weep and howl, for their Gold and Silver is can- 
kered, and ſhall eat their Fleſh; as it were Fire. 
Bleſſed are they, in whom the High-Prieſt, the 
Prince of Life, and the Lord of the Glory is walk- 
ing amidſt his ** golden Candleſticks, lighting 
them -up from Evening to Morning with his per- 
petual Fire, and feeding their Light with his 
Oil of Gladneſs and Incorruptibility, even in the 
dark Houſe of this Fleſb, which is reprobated and 
condemned to the Flames. How beautiful are his 
Feet, burning as fine Braſs in a Furnace, where he 
is the Allar of Braſs, conſuming the Fleſb of his 
Sbeep, and treading down the Powers of Satan under 
him, for the ++ Place of hrs Feet is glorious, and 
he is always ſtanding on the FF Mount of Olives, 
cleaving aſunder the hard Rock, and the cloſe Pri- 
ſon of our Bodies, thick, dark, heavy and com- 
pacted, and riſing in the Power of Fire, in the 
Liberty of Light, in the Wings of Spirit, in the 
Fluidity of Water, the Rainbow of his Covenant, 
All-theſe |||} wondrous Works is this Angel of the 
Preſence performing in the Rock, and Stone of 
this Body, that his Children born Angels in 

| him 
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him may aſcend in a Chariot of Fire, the Clouds of 
Heaven, when Death ſhall take away the Coat of 
- Skins, the“ Fleſh, and the Skin, and Dung which 
muſt be burned without the Camp, for theſe as 
Parts of the Sin-affering, cannot enter the King- 
dom of God. 

No one, who believes the Birth from Above to 
be ſomewhat, beyond a Figure or Metaphor in 
Language, and the Goſpel to contain ſomething 
more than Rules of Mortality; none of this Way 
of Thinking will be offended with the Spirituality 
of this Interpretation: For the Lord Jeſus as 
the true High-Prieft muſt perform the great Parts 
of the threefold ' Charafter, as Prophet, Prieſt and 
King, in and upon our Natures, as he ſhewed openly 
theſe very Powers upon his m Body, as an earneſt. 
and ſure Pledge of fulfilling his Birth, Life, Cru- 
ciſixion, and Death, Reſurrection, and Aſcenſion 
in his Members, to whom St. Paul applies all 
theſe Things, and inculcates them continually. 
And none are worthy of reigning with him in 
Spirit and Glory, who do not forſake all the Life 
of the fallen Nature, to which tliey muſt be crucified 
and dead, if they will live and reign with him: 
And which Things they that are his, and have his 
own Spirit, or living Breath in them, do continual- 
ly; being led by the ſame Spirit of Love to him, 
for his exalted Condeſcenſion in dying and paſſing 
through infinitely worſe Sorrows for them, as he 
was led by the Spirit of Love to his Father, whoſe 
Will he did always, and manifeſted what the Father 
was by what he, as his beloved Son, performed, a 
God of pure Love, and Compaſſion beyond the 
Bowels of all his Creatures, 

The 
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The third Circumſtance of the Sabbatical Year 
comes now before us, which was, that though 
Remiſſion of Debts was ordered, and called the 
Lord's Releaſe, yet it extended not to all Perſons, 
but to the Hebrews, or Iſraelites, called Brethren 
under Moſes. N 

This is evident from Deut. xv. 2, 3. A Stran- 
ger might therefore be treated with ſtri& Juſtice, 
and his Debt might be demanded from him, after 
the ſeventh Year had paſſed over him. 

The learned Meyer takes no Notice of the 
Proſelyte of Righteouſneſs, who was equal to the 
Family or Houſe of JIfrae!, being admitted by 
Circumciſion into all the civil and religious Privi- 
leges of that peculiar People, and by Baptiſm ſeven 
Days from the Time of the firſt initiating Rite 
and Seal. 

This Proſelyte was one of a ftrange Nation, 
who offered freely to confine himſelf to the whole 
Law, as his Circumciſion was regarded as his ſacred 
Bond, which made him * a Debtor to the whole 
Law. His ſubmiſſion to this Ceremony was a 
public Acknowledgment of his Faith, that in the 
Body of Fleſb he was under the Curſe of the Law, 
Death, through the firſt Sin of Adam; and that 
this Fleſh was to be cut away, and thrown aſide, 
as the ſtrange Work of that original Tranſpreſſion ; 
that he, as born of feb and Blood, was under the 
Power and Bondage of this Curſe. His Baptiſm, 
which was a ſecond Rite, was a Figure of his entering 
into a new State, or a Right of Adoption into Life, 
by the mercy of God, as oppoſite to the Law of 
Death, or the Circumciſion of his Fleſh: Which 
Bleſſing he could not be Heir to, as a Son of 
Adam, who had brought the Curſe, but muſt

teceive from the free Grace of God, in the Family of 


Iſrael adopted into the Knowledge and Figurative 
Repreſentation of the Life to be revealed. 

The. Jews taught, that at Circumciſion they 
received a * new Principle from Heaven, or that a 
new Soul deſcended from above, to embrace and 
inveſt them, by which Union they became new 
Men., The circumciſed were eſteemed as + new- 


born Children, and had a new Name impoſed as a 


Sign of their Right to a new Nature, which was 


=o them as Worſhippers of the true God, and 


embers of his Family. Upon this Ground the 
Proſelytes became as native Jews, having an equal 
Share in the Bleſſings of the !wofo/d ¶ Tconomy, repre- 
ſenting the Kingdom and Prieſthood of Aleim. 

The Stranger, or the Proſelyte of the Gate or 
Habitation, who renounced his national Idolatry, 
acknowledging the one God of 1/rael, and binding 
himſelf only to the ſeven famous Precepts of Noak. 
He had the Privilege of Worſhipping in the 
Court of the Gentiles, and was prohibited from 
ſetting Foot in the Courts ſet apart for the 
Iſraelites, Men and Women, which ſtood nearer 
the two Holy Places, the Preſence and Faces of 
Jebovab. 

This Perſon was not intitled to the Lord's Re- 
leaſe, becauſe he had not fully ſubmitted his Un- 
derſtanding to the ſame Terms, as God preſcribed 
to others for this End. By which Behaviour it is 
evident, that he did not acquieſce in the divine 
Wiſdom, as a Child to his Father, but in a tacit 
Way reproached, or through a luke warm Indif- 
ference neglected the ritual Inſtitution, which 
taught in a Figure, and conducted others to the 
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Adoption of Grace. The Character, which under 


the Goſpel anſwers to this, is the Deiſt, who refuſes 
to accept the Spirit and Liſe of that typical 
CEconomy, unfolded and explained in the glorious 
Perſonage of the Son of God, as the other refuſed 
to receive them in the Letter, the outward Sign and 
Figure, which even then furniſhed Milt to the 
Babes, and ſtrong Meat to thoſe of fuller Age. Their 
Motives will hereafter be brought into Judgment. 
However this Difference exiſts between the Theiff 
under the Law, and under the Goſpel, that the 
firſt never inſulted openly with Scorn or Reproach 
the more perfect Faith, and full Submiſſion of 
others, as the Deſpiſers of the Goſpel frequently 
do in a very outrageous Manner; ſome of them 
fall little ſnort of the Jews, in their Blaſphemies, 
Calumnies and hard Speeches againſt Ze/us Chrift, 
This Conduct is widely diſtant from an humble 
Inquiry into, or a modeſt Diſſent from the Religi- 
on of any Country, and can be no part of the 
Rights of private Judgment: For it is condemning; 
and reviling that Revelation, as neither the Power, 
Wiſdom, nor Goodneſs of God, which the other 
'Members of civil Society honour and revere, as 
the higheſt Honour and Bleſſing of the Deity to 
them. The Apoſtles, who had full Credentials of 
their Miſſion to oppoſe the Idolatry of the Gentiles, 


never infulted the Magiſtrates nor the Laws, which 


protected even falſe Religion from Scorn and Con- 
tempt: They offered their Lives, and rejoyced in 
Tribulation, for the ſake of publiſhing the glad Tid- 
ings of Salvation to others: They ſuffered, and 
were patient. As Sins are attended with Circum- 
ſtances to inflame and aggravate their Guilt, and 
will be ſcourged with different Durations of Puniſh- 
ment in the next World, ſuch as openly depreciate

the Goſpel, and write to render it vile and Con- 
temptible in the Eyes of all Poſterity, muſt ſtand 
to the fearful Conſequences of ſuch univerſal Blaſe 


. 

Such then was the Piſtinction and Separation of 
Perſons under the Law, with regard to civil and 
ſacred Privileges, which none had a Right to, but 
upon the mere Bounty and gracious Promiſe of 
God, and upon the Limitation and Preſcription 
of his own Terms. Such was the Latitude open- 
ed to a free-will Worſhip in that Age, when o- 
ther Religions had Bars and Fences againſt Stran- 
gers, more than Republics and famous Cities had 
to ſeclude Foreigners from their civil Rights. As 
much-Incouragement was offered as is conſiſtent 
with the Nature of Religion, wherein the Love and 
Fear of an inviſible Being muſt be the peculiar 
and ultimate Object, which for that Reaſon can 
admit of no Force, or Compulſion upon the Heart, 
and its moral Judgment and Liberty. 

The Sabbatical Year, in this peculiar Govern- 
ment, by the Privilege of remitting temporal Debts 
from Man-to his Brother, repreſented in a Figure, 
a far more illuſtrious and permanent Bleſſing, in 
a Releaſe from ſpiritual Debts : Firſt, from the 
Effects of Adam's original Diſabedience, which 
brought the great Evil of Death into the World; 
and ſecondly, from the Guilt of many perſonal 
Offences againſt ſome of the many Branches of 
moral Obligations to God, their own Nature, and 
their Neighbour, which in. ſtri&t Jultice, ac- 
cording to the natural Impreſſions and Signatures 
of Order and Rectitude, ſtamped on our own 
Minds, might at any Time, and in any Place of 
the Univerſe, receive a proportionate Puniſhment, 
which God ſhould appoint in his moral Government 

The 
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Place in the Breaſt of a Sinner: His Notion would 
be formed upon human Governments, where Pu- 
niſhments are inſtituted for various Kinds of 
Crimes, in which no Shadow of Good to the Of- 
fender appears, much leſs the Promiſe of being 
exalted to a Station of Honour and Profit, after 
undergoing the Penalties of his Offences. Let the 
Unbeliever conſider this: For a limited Puniſh- 
ment at beſt, for the ſeveral Evils he had done, 
and an utter Extinction of all Life and Being, 
when he had ſuffered the moral Retribution, muſt 
be the only Hope he could form, upon the No- 
tices and Ideas of his own Mind. 

Upon theſe preliminary Truths, we may per- 
ceive the Ground of the Diſtinction in an abſolute 
Remiſſion of Debts to the raclite, who ſubmitted 
his Will and Heart to the Revelation of God 
and the Reaſon of denying this Benefit to one, 
who in part rejected the more perfect Will of God 
made known in that Diſpenſation. It was a Grace, 
a Favour of mere Bounty, and no Matter of Right 
or Claim to either Character. But the Proſelyte 
of the Gate might as well have made no Approach 
to God, (as he ſtood and worſhiped in a Court 
within the Wall, or great Incloſure of the Temple, 
called Chel) if it was impoſſible for him in any 
other Period of Time, through eternal Duration, 
or in any Place through the Immenſity of the di- 
vine Works, to become an Jaelite, reconciled 
to his Creator. He might indeed be juſtly 
and ſeverely puniſhed for his Refuſal of divine 
Privileges offered to him upon equal Terms with 
others, and. without Doubt, it is a grievous Evil 
to loſe his Birth-right, as Eſau, and to undergo 
the Stripes of the Wrath of God, which are 
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neceſſary to break the Stubborneſs of his Heart, 
and bring him back through much Miſery, to 
Mercy and Bleſfing, Which Truth ſo glorious to 
the Nature of God, and fo happy for the obſti- 
nate Child, St. Paul eſtabliſhes in the perplexing 
Caſe of Jacob and Eſau: * By: Faith T/aac bleſſed 
Jacob and Eſau, concerning Things to come. The 
+ Bleſſings, to which the Apoſtle alludes, are the 
ſame to both, from the Mouth of their Father: 
But the Order of obtaining is unchangeable, which 
ſhall be through much wref/mg, and ſtriving for 
the Bleſſing, as God will have an high Value put 
upon the Call to the Right of the /pritual Primo- 
eniture. This is part only of the Myſtery which 
as given Riſe to the moſt dreadful Apprehenſions 
of the Nature and Government of God. 

It has been before obſerved, that at the End 
of the thouſand Years in the Revelation, c. xxiv. 4. 
(which has been proved to carry all the Marks of 
the firſt Sabbatical Year) the Day of univerſal 
Judgment ſucceeds for the Dead, ſmall and great, 
in the Sea, and in the Grave, or Hades, v. 12. None 
then, but the //-ael of God diſtinguiſhed for the 
Firſt-born, will enter firſt the Sabbatical Kingdom: 
The outward Jew, and nominal Chriſtian, who are 
one Character, will be rejected from this Lot and In- 
beritance: They will be, Fer. vi. 30. reprobateSitver, 
having no Place among the Veſſels of Silver and Gold 
of the two Sanctuaries, the moſt glorious Manſions 
in the great Houſe of God. The Jew and Chril- 
tian, one Name for the Circumciſion of the Heart 
in the Spirit, can only enter the Tabernacles of 
Jacob, where God is firſt ſeen; becauſe they have 
the Seed, the Nature of his Father I/aac, in them, 
who ſhall go to join the Fathers in Heaven, when

Eſau, the Man of Fleſh, in the Coat of Skins of 
Adam's Sin, ſhall be quite ſubdued into Spirit. For 
the“ Saviours ſhall come up on Mount Zion, to 
judge the Mount of E/au, and the Kingdom ſhall 

be the Lord's. | 
They, who were not in this Life purified by 
the very Water and Blood of the Lamb, (who was 
ſlain, and his Veunds of Love everlaſting, open 
from the Foundation of the World, continually 
running down to cleanſe and ſprinkle the Belie- 
vers of the Myſtery, or hidden Way of Salvation 
and Redemption) when they are caſt out of the 
fieſply Houſe, and the beaſtial Life thereof, they will 
be brought again into that Body, their former 
Shame and Nakedneſs, and will be caſt Soul and 
Body, into the Lake of Fire, and Brimſtone, 
which is their ſecond Death, burning for Ages of 
Ages, every Age, and every Sabbath, from the End 
of the firſt to the great Year of Jubilee. For as 
we are aſſured, by the beloved Son, who knoweth 
the ſecret Councils of the Father, that there ſhall 
be a ſecond Death for the Wicked, the unregenerate, 
of a much forer Puniſhment than the Law of the 
firſt Theocracy, either threatned, or coukl inflict 
on fo periſhing a Subject as the fleſhly Body; and 
that this other Death ſhall be in the ſame Body 
raiſed again, upon which God will kindle the + Fire 
of his Fealouſy, and Fury, to burn it up Root and 
Branch, when the Houſe Þ of Eſau ſhall be as Stub- 
ble, and Jacob and Foſeph ſhall kindle in them, and 
devour them, and there ſhall not be any remain- 
ing of the Houſe of Eſau, faith Jehovah. By the 
Light of Nature none could tell, or think the 
Returre&ion of the Wicked in Fleſh at all pro- 
bable,

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Spirit naked of all Body would be miſerable for 
its ſinful Actions, and the evil Habits contracted 
in Life. The ſame Voice, which has declared this 
ſecret Deſign of God, has proclaimed alſo a great 
Difference of Puniſhment in the Baniſbment of 

es from the Preſence of God, and the Throne 
of his Glory, which will be adjudged in that great 
Day, according to the ſeveral Degrees of Guilt, 
ariſing from Time, Age, Rank, Power, Know- 
ledge and Riches abuſed, which God had given 
in various Meaſures to Men, and Women, and 
even Children, who can diſcern between Good 
and Evil. This Difference of the Vyratb to come, 
will conſiſt in the ſeveral Periods, or Ages of 
Chaſtiſement, ſince the Priſon, the Abyſs of utter 
Darkneſs is one for all rejected Perſons, more 
or leſs ſinful. Wherefore the Diſtinction muſt 
ariſe from the ſeveral Ages, predeſtinated for the 
moral Retribution under the divine Government, 
Theſe Ages will be ſet in a fuller Light, when we 
come to explain the Year of Jubilee, and the Feat 
of Tabernacles, wherein the ſeven Seals, ſeven 
Churches, ſeven Trumpets, and ſever coLDen Vials 
full of the Wrath of Ged, in the Revelation of 
St. Fobn, will be opened in a deeper and more 
comprehenfive Senſe, than as yet they have re- 
ceived, ſo far at leaſt, as I have been able to 
find. 

In this Place it may be proper to remark, that 
the Light of the Goſpel has ſupported the natural 
Sentiment of the human Mind, in publiſhing a 
Difference of Puniſhments, and even thoſe deſign- 
ed for the final Advantage of the wretched Suf- 
terers. Many Heathens maintained the abſolute 
Eternity of Miſery, and a noble Author in the 
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Chapter on this Subject ſays, that they wiſely 
taught this Doctrine. Is this Writer ſerious or a 
Pohtictan on this Point? He did not write the 
Relggion of the Gentiles for the Vulgar, nor ad 
Captum Vulgi. The Theiſt may therefore know, 
that this Glory of the divine Government in the 
final End of Puniſhment deſigning the Salvation 
of the Sinner, belongs to the Light of the Goſpel, 
and not of Nature: So that God is Love in Death, 
and Life; in evil and good, God is a Father ſtill, 
and all his Bowels of mercy are moved for 
Ephraim, as he ſpeaks in Hoſea, xi. 9g. I weill not 
return to deſtroy Ephraim, for I am God, and not 

an. 

The Schools of Pythagoras and Plato, which 
handed down the Reſtitution of all Things, ſtole 
their Light from the Year of Jubilee, which was 
the philoſophical Year of Moſes long before it ob- 
tained that Name, or Plato's among the Gentiles. 
This Truth, (whoſe Abſence darkens the Glory, 
and confounds the plaineſt Paſſages of the Goſ- 
pel,) was loſt and buried under an eaſy Corruption 
of it in the Babel of the Romiſn Purgatory, its 
Succeſſor; a Pillar of Salt for a Pillar of Gold, ſet 
up in the Femple of God. 

In the preceding View of Things we may com- 
prehend the Reaſon, why a Stranger under the ty- 
Pical Bleffings and Curſes of the Law, the Good 
or Evil thereof, might have his Debts demanded, 
upon and after the ſeventh Year, even fo far as 
to the Jubilee, but not beyond: Since in the An- 
titype of the Goſpel we find a ſecond Death ap- 
pointed to continue from Age to Age, from Sabbath 
to Sabbath, wherein God will require the Sins and 
Iniquities of all, who are not his 1fazl, and will 
rule them with a Rod of Iron during his wes 

an 
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and will ſcourge them with a * fero or many Striper 
till they have paid the uttermeſt Fartbing. Theſe 
may be called in the ancient Phraſe and Idiom of 
the Law, as it muſt be ſpiritually underſtood, A. 
liens from the Commonweelth of Iſrael, and Strangers 
to the Covenants of Promiſe, Eph. ii. 12. 

I Meyer ſuppoſes, that the Debts might be re- 
quired after the ſeventh Year, during which they 


were only ſuſpended. The celebrated Rabbi Hillel 


ſo determined this Point, and as a very great 
Maſter of Fewih Antiquities, obſerves, upon his 
Deciſion, corrupted the Deſign of that Inſtitution. 
His laſt Editor and Annotator, Ugolinus produces 
R. Samuel affirming, that this Peri/bol was a vio- 
lent Invention of the Judges, by which they fru- 
ſtrated the Law of God. Such Caſuiſtry as Hillel's, 
is not peculiar to the ems, but every Nation has 


its HillePs, Scribes and Phariſees, Jeſuitical Teach- 


ers of probable Dofirines, who can mould and bend 
the ſacred Will and immutable Laws of God, to 
the petty Intereſts, and corrupt Paſſions of Men. 
This is the popular Religion in every Kingdom, 
People, and Tongue; and the Teachers of it have 
their Schools and Synagogues in every Place, 
crouded with Diſciples. But however the Fewos 
might ſtudy to contract or diſſolve the divine Be- 
nevolence by their Evaſions and Sophiſtry, in the 
Shadows of their Law, neither Few nor Gentle 
will hinder the Spirit and Subſtance, from over- 
flowing like a River, and bearing in its Courle the 
free Gift of Life eternal, which Jeſus Chriſt ſhall 
manifeſt in the firſt Redemption from all Sin, and 


Miſery : The firſt ſpiritual Sabbath, in which his

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choſen People, the Segullab of the univerſal The- 
cracy over the Kingdoms, and Peoples, and Tongues 
of Babel, will be ſhewn in the * Chariots of Salva- 
tion, the Clouds of Heaven, their + Chariots ; this 
Sabbath is near at Hand Then will the Scorner 
ſee, what are the Þ Chariots, in which the Brethren 
of the Lord Chriſt ſhall be brought to his Feruſa- 
lem; andwhat are the Chariots in which the Princes 
ſhall enter the City, || ſetting on the Throne of 
David, and yet riding in Chariots and on Horſes. 
Like S the Noiſe of Chariots on the Tops of Moun- 
tains ſhall they leap, like the Noiſe of a Flame of 
Fire, that devoureth the Stubble. O the great 
ſecond Pentecoſt of the Lord Feſus ! O his heavenly 
Baptiſm, the Water and Blood of the Lamb, with 
the Fire. Shew thy Wonders, mighty Saviour, 
Wonders in Heaven above, and Signs in the Earth 
beneath: C Blood, and Fire, and Vapour of Smoak, 
the Cloud of Glory, the Pillars of Fire, burning 
up the Stubble of the Houſe of Fleſh, Death, ** 
who 1s this, that cometh up out of the Wilderneſs, 
like Pillars of Smoak perfumed with Myrrh and 
Frankincenſe above all Powder of the Merchant. 
Bleſſed be this Fire, blefſed be the Cloud and Vapour, 
bleſſed be the Myrrh of the anointing Oil, and the 
Frankincenſe of the continual Incenſe, which the High- 
Prieſt is burning in his People, till all Fleſb goes up 
and vaniſhes as a Smoak in the Wrath of God's con- 
fuming Fire. How great 1s the Power of the inner 
A Reſurrefion in thy People, O Lord Feſus, the 
Fellowſhip of thy Sufferings, making us conforma- 
ble to thy Death, If thy Linen and Bed of Spices, 

in 
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in all thy own Seed, thy real Children; O thou our 
Beloved, and the Father*s Beloved. 

We will now conſider the ſpiritual Senſe of this 
Part of the Law, which entitled none but the 7/- 
raelites, to the Releaſe of Debts. This Paſſage 
ſhews, that every one muſt be of the Vael of 
God, that is, they muſt partake by a ſecond Birth, 
of the fame Powers and Glories, as Angels do at 
their firſt Generation out of the Deity. Theſe 
Powers of his heavenly Birth Adam the Son of God 
loſt, and they muſt, through God the Word be- 
come our ſecond Adam, be myſtically, hiddenly con- 
ceived in our Fleſh, through his holy Spirit, as his 
Birth into an Union with a Body of Fleſb was 
brought to paſs by the holy Spirit, the Power of 
the moſt Higheſt overſhadowing the Virgin Mo- 
ther. This is the Myſtery of the Goſpel, and this 
is that new Law of Heaven, which Feſus Chriſt 
brought to light in his own Perſon, as the eſta- 
bliſhed Order, how his own * 1ncorruptible Seed, 
the Seed of the Word, ſhall be born into every 
one of his wonderful Line and Generation. This 
Myſtery the Biſhop of London touches, and paſſes 
over in his excellent Diſcourſes, Vol. I. p. 227. on 
the external Evidence of the Goſpel. But the 
Myſtery is not confined to the unuſual Manner 
of Chriſt's being born of a Virgin, but every one 
muſt be born of his holy-ſpotleſs F/omb, out of 
which nothing but Spirit is born; for what 1s + 
born of Fleſb, is Fleſb, and what is born of Spirit, 
is Spirit. The Children of this miraculous Gene- 
ration muſt have the 7 ſeven Horns, the ſeven 
mighty Powers of the Lamb, which are coming 
forth out of Jeſus, as Rays of Light from the Sun. 
Theſe Powers, the Jews, as we have before taken 

E 4 Notice, 
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Notice, call even Lights with their Veſſels fepa- 
rated from Union with the three faperior Si- 
roth or Numbers, and which St. John calls the Fa- 
ther, Word and boly Spirit, One, in the higheſt U- 
nion, where no intermediate Natures, Powers, or 
Principles ſeparate or divide between them. Theſe 
ſeven Spirits of God Adam loſt, when his adulte- 
rous Will turned its mighty Strength to the Prin- 
ciples of the beaſtial World, and mingled them 
with his own Glories, till he funk down under 
their Dominion, as much as the Beaſt of the Field, 
into whoſe Life he was degraded, This lower 
Part of the ſix Days Work, he ought to have 
viewed only as a Mirror of the manifold Wiſdom 
of God : He ought not to have hungred after any 
Experience, or Feeling of that inferior Life, nor 
to have caſt the amazing Power of his Will towards 
the temporal Conſtitution of Good and Evil, which 
he could not know without opening a Birth of them 
into his own ſpiritual Nature. Such a Deſire was 
then as much heneath him, as for an Archangel, to 
wiſh to be born into our Fleſh and Blood of the 
Fall, that he might have a real Experience, how 
the Feelings and Life of every carnal Senſe and 
Appetite riſe up in us, and are carried on through 
the Medium of our Water and Blood, ruled by 
the Light and Wind of this World, juſt as the 
Beaſts are ruled and influenced in all their Senſes. 
Now T7e/us Chrift bears the * teven Stars in his 
Rigbt- band, the Powers of the new Creation, 
which mult be generated again in Man, as they 
were generated in Adam at his firſt Creation by the 
Aleim, Without theſe ſeven Spirits, the Sabbath 
of God, the Fuilze/s of his Work in us, it will be 
a natural Impoſſibility to enter that Part of the 
fer. 
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above, which anſwers to the holy Place, 
and which 1s the Image and Likeneſs of the 
Spiritual Eve, the Bride to be firſt renewed in cur 
Nature. The higher Powers, which were typified 
by the Holy of Holies, repreſent a Sabbath, a 
Seven or PFullneſs more glorious than the Bride, 
even the Bridegroom, the Head of the divine Eve, 
whoſe mightier Perfections muft be doubled and 
married to the Siſter, the Spouſe, as Fire cleaves 


to Fire, as Light embraces Light, Spirit or Wind 


lays hold of its Fellow, and Water unites with 
Water. Theſe Sevens, or double Sabbaths had 
their Figures preſerved in the * two Stones of the 
Ephed on the two Shoulders of Aaron, and the 
twelve Stones upon the Breaſt-plate, which were 
derived from the two upper Stones upon the 
Shoulders, whereontheÞ Government and Key of David 
were to be laid. This is the Image and Likeneſs 
of Aleim, the Fullneſs of the Godbead, the Aurim, 
and Thumim, the Fires, and doubled Ones of the Prieſt- 
hood and Kingdom of Jeſus Chriſt. 

- Unleſs this Seed of Jſaac, who poſſeſſes all f 
- Abraham's Goods as his ſole Heir, be ſowed in our 
Fleſh, the Covenant is not yet in our Vg, 
we cannot be born of God, born Spirit of Spirit. 
This one Seed bears every Glory ſignified by the 
twelve precious Stones on the Breaſt-plate, which 
are ſo many heavenly Powers unfolding themſelves 
by Degrees, till all the the myſterious Lives are 
brought forth and grow up to their Fulle. We 
may indeed be as the Proſelyte of the Gate under 
Moſes, given up to the Practice of ſame eaſier 
Duties, and by doing thus be ſomewhat nearer =

Light, Spirit and Water, which are as free from the 
hardneſs of Fleſb and Bone, as the Texture of a Rain- 
bow: The Rainbow of Peace, the Sign of God's 
Covenant in his People, which our Lord is ever 
forming as the Clond of Glory, the Chariot of God, 
the zthereal Body within this Skin of Fl. 

"The new Heavens, and the new Earth muſt be 
really generating in the old Earth of the Curſe, and 
the Heavens, which will vaniſh away, or no one 
will paſs back through the flaming Sword, the great 
and ſtrong Fire of the Cherubim, which guards 
our Entrance back to the Tree of Life, in the 
Garden of Aleim. This Sword of God's Wrath, 
ſearching the inner Parts, as the Fire ſearched all 
the Fleſh, Joints and Marrow of the Sacrifice, no 
unclean Perſon can pals: No Pride, no Envy, the 
Serpent's Power and Will in us, can enter; no 
defire of Fleſo and Blood, the Image of the Beaſt, 
and its old Life, can eſcape, but muſt be cut off, 
and burned out Root and Branch, before the un- 
niverſal and everlaſting Kingdom of the #ather, 
Ford and holy Spirit, can take Place in the Strengrh 
and Power, in the Glory and Liberty, in the 
Sweetneſs, and Joys of Life, from the Fire of all 
Fires, the Light of all Lights, and the Breath of all 
Breaths., If we cut not off the Right-hand, that 
offends, or pluck not out the right Eye, which 
hinders our Entrance through the Strait Gate into 
Life, there remains a ſecond Death, the Wrath to 
come, which will be moſt terrible as moſt durable. 
This will devour all thoſe Enemies, upon whom 
the many Leffons from the Miſeries and Evils 
leading to the irt Death, nor the wonderful 
Mercies and Calls of God in Chriſt have not pre- 
vailed to have the Life, Power, and Luſts of the 
beaſtial Nature crucified by the Sword of the Spirit; 
nor

nor to have the Serpent of Pride, and Envy, bruized 
under the Feet of our bleſſed High- prieſt, which 
are as a Flame of Fire, reaching down into the 
outer-Court of this World, and ready to enter, 
and drive Satan and his Kingdom of Darkneſs out 
of every one, who open their Hearts at his Knock- 
ing; for he ſtands at the Door and knocks to find, 
who are watching for his coming into his Temple, 
and who will open to the Maſter of the Houſe of 
God. As Stripes in the Day of Vengeance and righ- 
teous Judgment, will be fe or mam, according to 
the Knowledge or Ignorance of the Maſter's Will, 
how two-fold, how ſeven-fold will be their Con- 
demnation, who are not Strangers to their ſovereign 
Lord, but who have received the Laws and 
Statutes of his Theocracy, even the Goſpel: Yer 
whoſe impious, and ſenſual Lives, whoſe Pride and 
Pomp, whoſe Covetouſneſs and Love of the 
World, crucify the Son of God afreſh and put 
him to open Shame. Our whole Life ought to 
bear no Marks but of Poverty of Spirit, a continual 
Death or dying to all that the World calls great 
and glorious, and happy. The Sons of God are 
to follow the Life which Cbriſt, the Head, led in 
Fleſh, our Shame, and Nakedneſs: This Path of 
Life is neceſſary to Sinners, and was taught them 
by him, who was the Sin- offering under the Curſe 
of the Law in Fleſb, and who ſhewed the only Fay 
to his Throne and Glory, to be though the Shame 
of his Croſs, his crucified Life on Earth. And 
whoever are aſhamed to take up his“ Reproach, 
his daily Croſs, of them will he be + aſhamed, 
when his Glory and Majeſty ſhall appear, and _—_ 
| Glory 
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Glory, Greatneſs and Majeſty, ſhall go away into“ 
everlaſting Shame and Contempt. 


Fourth Circumſtance of the Sabbatical Year. 


This conſiſted in the Productions of the Earth, 


being open and common, for the Poor of the Peo- 
ple, and for the Beaſts of the Field, Exod. xxiii. 
11. and Lev. xxv. 6, 7. The Sabbath of the 
Land ſhall be Meat for you ; for thee, and for thy 
Servant, and for the Stranger that ſojourneth with 
thee, and for thy Cattle, and for the Beaſt that 
are in thy Land, ſhall all the Iucreaſe thereof be 


Meat. 
- As the Creation in all its different Orders and 


Kinds of Life, fell into Bondage, Vanity and Cor- 


ruption by the Sin of Adam, Rom. viii. 20, 21, 
22. who was the Head of the whole Syſtem, and as 
the ruling Spirit was cloathed with thoſe great and 
diffuſive Powers, which from the Centre of Union 
in his Nature, were to go forth to bleſs, preſerve, 


and glorify every Part according to its Kind and 


Capacity of receiving good: So we find in all the 
Paſſages, wherein the Prophets deſcribe the Reſti- 
ration of all Things, that the animal Creation re- 
turn unto a Condition new and happy to them, 
free from the many natural Evils, to which they 
are ſubject, as Hobbs obſerves, not by any moral 
Demerit, on their Part. 
- The tender Concern of God, the one great and 
good, extending to ſo mean Objects, as the Beaſt 
of the Field, and the Fowls of the Air may ap- 
pear to our great and majeſtic Notions, ſhewed 
the moſt gracious Nature of him, who, (though 
dwelling on high, and inhabiting Eternity, far a- 
bove 
® Dan. Ai. 2. 
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bove all Poſſibility of any Evil,) feedeth the young 
Ravens, as David ſpeaks, and as the true David 
far greater than his typical Father ſpeaks, * feed- 
eib the Fouls of the Air. Such an Attention of 
the bleſſed God ſuggeſted to the Jews, an Imitation 
of his univerſal Goodneſs and tender Mercies, and 
4 more particular Conſideration to that Part of the 
Creation, whoſe Services would be ſo great to 


Man, and which would become his Vaſſals, ex- 


poſed to every injurious, cruel and wicked Tem- 
per in their Owners. Though common Huma- 
nity might teach them what was due to the Caſe 
of ſuch Creatures, whoſe Labours made the hea- 
vieſt Burdens of Life much lighter, yet the Al- 
mighty left not this Part of his Works, to the ac- 
cidental Diſpoſitions of Men. By ſeveral Laws he 
commanded the Exerciſe of every kind and com- 
aſſionate Office toward them, which no other 
2 but Moſes, ever inſtituted in the Name 
and Authority of God, the King of Jrael. And let 
impartial Minds judge from the many Cruelties 
openly practiſed even in this Nation, boaſted as 
the Mirror of a generous and humane Spirit, whe- 
ther the Jeus were the only People, whoſe pecu- 
har Hardneſs of natural Temper required ſuch 
Laws concerning the animal World. Let us not 
flatter human Nature, of which we are a Branch : 
The. Jeus are a Picture of the ſeveral Diſpoſitions 
reigning in all Nations: Their Hiſtory is that of 
human Nature in general. But as the Sabbatical 
Year had a more glorious End, than the Poſſeſ- 
ſion and Enjoyment of ſuch poor Things, as are 
eat and drank, and + caſt out in the Draught, 
purging all Meats, ſo we may behold a Promiſe in 
this Part of the Figure, that the Earth ſhall be re- 
. deemed

deemed fron} every natural Evil and Diſorder im- 
in the Word, Curſe : That it ſhall pour forth 
its original Bleſſings to Man, and the animal Cre- 
ation, when the Labours of both ſhall ceaſe, and 
all Danger of any cruel Uſage to theſe defence- 
leſs. Subjects, ſhall be no more for ever. Let it 
be obſerved, that the Word, Earib, comprehends 
the Maiers of the third Day, out of which it is 
generated, and alſo the Waters and Earth of the 
fifth and fixth Day. Under Earth + the great Pro- 
phet of the Cbriſtian Cabala includes even Spirit, 
Water and Bload. - The very excellent Writer on 
the Uſe and Intent of Prophecy, ſuppoſes, if I 
miſtake not, that the firſt Curſe has been gradu · 
ally taking away ever ſince the Fall of Adam. This 
may be eaſily allowed, though the Nature of this 
Removal cannot be underſtood, but by knowing 
every Step and Proceſs of the DOOR aDaT1ON, from 
the fall of Satan, a Morning Star, the Þ King of 
the North, the Nimrod of Babel, a Rebel, as his 
Name fignifies: And alſo by knowing the Fall 
of Adam, who brought a ſecond Babel, Frauen 
into the glorious Garden of God, that Part of Lu- 

cifer's fallen Throne, redeemed back into a Glory. 
The Prophets frequently declare, that thoſe 
Beaſts, in whole Water and Blood, (their Earth,) a 
fierce and ravening Spirit lives and moves, ſhall 
put off this |} ſavage Nature, and become mild 
and gentle, owning again the firſt & Fear, and Do- 
minion of Man, as Chriſt, the ſecond Adam, was 
with the wild Beaſts, in his Tryal for regaining by 
a moral Victory of his own free Love, every Part of 
the firſt great Curſe and Overthrow, It is not e- 
nough to refer all theſe Paſſages, as Grotius *

poſition, which the Doctrines of the Goſpel ſhould 
make in Mankind; who ſhould caſt out the wild 
Beaſt from within their Breaſts, the Serpent, the 
Lion and Tyger, every ſubtile and political Turn 
of Mind, every fierce and bold Temper delight- 
ing in War and Blood as a Trade, the mighty Hunters 
of Nimrods accurſed Kingdom: That they ſhould 
drive out the Swine, and the Dog; the Swine wal- 
lowing in the filthy Luſts of the Fleſh, in Drun- 
kenneſs and Gluttony, whoſe Belly is their God: 
The Dog is the Kuwwmre, that Impudence and Hard- 
neſs of Face, which is contracted by ſenſual In- 
dulgences, and whoſe * Glory is in their Shame : 
The + Dog turns to his Vomit again: In what Þ hey 
know naturally, as brute Beaſts, in thoſe Things they 
corrupt themſekves. This Interpretation has its Ute 


and Beauty, but at the ſame Time it confines the 


great Extent and Comprehenſion of the Goſpel, 


(which it will have in ſeveral Ages,) to one View, 


and one Age only. In this Difficulty | even Epi, 
copius, (who could ſpeak as much, and as well as 
any Writer in the World) ſeems to ſtick, and to 
be ſtraitened in the firſt, ſecond and third Objec- 
tion of the Jews againſt the Meſſiah. We muſt 
therefore caſt our Eyes farther, to find a Time 
when Things will have a more exact Completion, 
according to the Prophecies : When every Part of 
the Creation ſhall return to the State and Bene- 
diction of the Almighty and good God, who was 
pleaſed among the Variety of his Works, to en- 
due Animals with a Manner of Life and Exiſtence 
far more excellent, than the moſt beautiful Scene 


of inanimate Matter could exhibit to our View. We 
F have

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have no Reafon, to ſuppoſe, from the Nature of 
the Creator, nor from 1 Condition of theſe in- 


ferior Creatures, that their Kind of Life ſhall pe- 


riſh for ever, when it has been juſt ſhewed for 2 
Moment in this temporal Conſtitution, wherein * all 
the Foundations of the Earth are out of Courſe, 
their original Order and Harmony. It 1s rather to 
be imagined with the noble Sentiment of the an- 
erent Hebrews, mentioned ſomewhere in Leſiies 
Works, that divine Love had communicated Exi- 
ſtence and Life in all Modes and Varieties, and 
had married a vital Principle to every Kind of Mat- 
ter capable of ſuch Union. No fyfficient Reaſon 
can be given to believe, that the Heavens are void 
either of animal or vegetable Life; but rather that 
theſe Kinds of it, good after their Sort, are more 


" "exalted arid perfected there; difplayed in a more 


glorious Variety of Form, Colour and Motion, than 
can be conceived by us. Fer as the animal Part 


of any World can never riſe above the Principle 


of the Life and Spirit, from which they came 
forth; nor Vegetation aſcend out of its Limits to 
any other Scale of Being, yet may both be raiſed 
to far greater Excellence, that the divine Good- 
neſs in the Sports of his Wiſdom, may be more 
fully manifeſted, and a more diverſified Field of 
Contemplation may be opened to Spiritual and In- 
tellactual Beings, whole ſuperior Nature enables 
them to reap an higher Enjoyment in admiring the 
Perfections of God, as they are unfolded in the 
greateſt Variety, and Profuſion of all Gifts and 


Powers. This Sentiment is eſpouſed in the Jewiſh 


Notion of three Worlds, three gradual Emanations 
or Creations from God in every Syſtem, which 
Cudivortb, a divine Enthuſiaſt, mentions in his fine

Church. heſe three Worlds ſtand below the - 


Archetypal World, called Aziluth, the Traces of 
which Truth are ſtrongly printed in the Mercavab, 
the Chariot or Cherubim of Ezekiel. God is to be 
adored in great and ſmall Things; in the Magnifi- 
cence of Sun, Light, and Wind, and in his con- 
deſcending Majeſty and ſofter Glory, in the won- 
derful Structures of Plant, Herb and Tree, of Beaſt, 
Fowl and Inſet. What a pleaſing and large Thea- 
tre of Beauty and Admiration, Livre the Moſt ex- 
alted Minds had, in the ſeveral Departments of 
Vegetable and Animal Nature? How has the Ge- 


nius of a Bacon, and a Boyle, of a Newton, a Swan- 


merdam or a Linnæus, beer delighted with theſe 
Treaſures of divine Wiſdom ? How have they paid 
a thouſand Adorations of mental Praiſe, and filent 
Thankſgiving, as they have travelled in Mind and 
Spirit, over the Face of Nature, even in its pre- 
ſent Diſorder and Imperfection? By the Argument 
of Analogy, which has of late been much intro- 
duced and ſupported by ſolid and contemplative 
Men, it is more reaſonable to ſuppoſe the Improve- 
ment hereafter, than the utter Extinction of either. 
The Life of Vegetation, of Animals and of 
Man, ſtood once here without Confuſion, each in 
their Sphere and Partition. The two firſt do not 
now ſo much interfere with each other's Portion 
and Place. The glorious Elements of Light and 
Air, wonderful in their wide Compaſs of Power 
and Operation, raiſe up, as the mediating Inſtru- 
ments of the ſecret Hand of God, and configure 
the Matter of Earth and Water, their twin Si- 
fers, into ſo rich a Diverſity of Tree, Plant and 
Flower: They pals and repaſs as an open Cate, 
every Form ot Beaſt, Fiſh, and Fowl, giving them 
1 con- 
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continual Supplies of radical Heat and Breath. 
When they have performed theſe Services to two 
Claſſes of Life, they are not hindered in a ſuperior 
Office to Man, as they open to him the moſt fruit- 
ful Source of his | gm Knowledge. in the Won- 
ders of YVifioun and Sound, whoſe Natures are fo 
exalted, as to touch the firſt Step of Spirituality, 
or Matter in an heavenly State: For Light and Air 
ſeem to be the laſt Diviſion from the ſpiritual 
Order downwards, and the firſt Aſcent from Earth, 
or Matter in the Chain of Hardneſs, where the 
heavenly Liberty from this Compreſſion, the Land 
of Egypt, Mizraim, (that binds and holds in a 
Strait,) begins and unfolds the two Wings of Light 
and Spirit. 

This gradual Chain, and cloſe Connection of 
Life, (which touches each other, and yet never 
runs into Its Neighbour's Line and Province, to 
break the Harmony of the Phyſical Mediums) 
will never be deſtroyed by all the Argument, 
which Analogy can furniſh, but be improved in 
other future Scenes : The Sabbatical Year ſeems 
to ſtrengthen this Suppoſition in part of the Fi- 
gure. Hence the Productions of the Earth in this 
Year (at leaſt ſuch as the Jews called Sapiach) 
laid in common to Man and Beaſt, appear to ſup- 
port the Expectation, that the animal Part ſhall 
aſcend into their Sabbatical State, in which they 
were at firſt created. Then they will enter a bet- 
ter Scene of outward: Nature, while Man heir 
Head is going into an Order far above them, in- 
to the ſecond and third Heavens, which are the 
two moſt glorious Worlds of the Faces of God, 
of which the two Sanfuaries in the Tabernacle of 
Moſes, were the. Types. This Truth feems to be 
figured

figured out by the * Suburbs for the Cattle of the 
Levites, and by + the Beaſts, which were not to 
touch the Mountain of Sinai, the Preſence and the 
Glory then, but to be at the Bottom at ſeme 
diſtance, where the animal Life has its Bounds, 
and cannot aſcend any Part of the Mountain of 
God, where a heavenly Life begins, and riſes 
through various Stages, as in the 1 Houſe of the 
Father are many Manſions. 

The Jews confine the ſpontaneous Growth of the 
Earth to ſuch Things, as ſprung from the Grain of 
the former Year ſcattered in reaping, or threſhing 
of it in the open Air, as Maimonides explains the 
ancient Uſage: And that theſe only were the 
Portion of the Poor and of the Cattle. In this 
as well as in other Parts of their Law, this People 
contracted the beneficent Spirit of their Inſtitu- 
tions to their own covetous and ſelfiſh Hearts, 
for every Thing grew on that Year by the extraor- 
dinary Operation of God upon the Elements of this 
World, and all the People were to enjoy a full 
Right to their Food as the Gift of God, and the 
Beaſt of the Field to his proper Portion, in that 
Manner, which beſt anſwers to a figurative Adum- 
bration of the firſt Sabbath recorded in Gen. ii. 2. 
The Rule of laying up the increaſe at Home, and 
uſing it for their Houſeholds, as long as any of the 
ſame Sort remained in the Field, ſeems to have 
ſprung from the ſame evil Heart and evil Eye of 
Covetouſneſs and Envy, which would not at laſt | 
obſerve the Sabbatical Year, becauſe they were 
forbidden to make. Merchandize of the divine Bene- 
diftion, and augment their Bags of Silver and Gold: 
For this Offence they were carried away into 

F 2 Captivity

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Captivity ſeventy Years in Babylon, that the Land 
might enjoy her Sabbaths. This baſe and worldly- 
minded Temper, taught them alſo not to let their 
bond-Servants go out tree at their 1 Time, 
as God complains of this ungrateful and ſtif-neck- 
ed People by the Prophet Jeremiah, in Chap. xxxiv, 
14, 16, and in their Example of all the World. 

As the Jews began to loſe the Spiritual Sight of 
the Law, both as a Promiſe and a Prophecy in Words 
and Types, of good Things to come under the 
Meſſiah, they ſet a higher and a greater Value on 
the Rites themſelves, till they imagined them to be 
the very End, for which God had appointed them, 
and in which he delighted. As they grew more 
wicked and corrupt m Heart and Morals, they 
were darkened more and more in their Under- 
ſtandings :. The moit extravagant Pride, and the 
bittereſt Envy to the Gentiles cauſed them to look 
upon themſelves, as the only People of Adam's 
Blood, for whom God had any Bowels of Mercy 
and Compaſſion; for whole Sake alone the Law 
and the Prophets, and even the Maſſiab, were ap- 
pointed. Under this Darkneſs and Infatuation 
they have continued above 1700 Years; and upon 
this Ground they have ſetup their narrow Senſe, and 
groveling Conception of the Sabbatical Year, with 
their triffling Diſtinctions upon the Rules and 
Laws of it, as if the great and glorious God had 
no other Treaſures and Felicities to beſtow, than 
ſuch very tranſient and ſhadowy Benefits for chis 
- one People, or rather for only two Tribes, during the 
molt Part of their Theocracy. : 

Among ſome Expoſitors of their Law, * Gar- 
dens were excepted: The Generality were no 
doubt glad to ſalute the Garments of ſuch Hillels, 
(whom they crown with the proud Titles of Chock- 

min

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mim and. Geonim, wiſe and excellent Men above all 
Nations) who ſave their Choice- fruits from their 
oor Brother's dirty and hard Hand, as the other 
d ſecured their Debts, when the ſeventh Year 

expired. Others had more Integrity, amon 
whom Maimonides, who draws up the pureſt Part 
of their Thalmudical Opinions, allows, that by 
the Law the Hand of every Man was equal in 
every Place. In this Year no Perſon could claim 
any private or excluſive Property, becauſe the 
Bleſſings were not earned by the Sweat of the 
Brow (which was a part of Adam's complex Sen- 
tence paſſed on all his Poſterity) but flowed from 
the Bounty of God alone, without any Interpoſi- 
tion of their Labour; which now ought to conſtitute 
the Diſtinction of Right and Property, ſo far as to 
prevent one from preying upon the Toil and In- 
duſtry of another. Hence this Year preſerved the 
Memorial of the Earth of Eden, which was the 
Land of the Lord God, beautiful beyond Thought, 
glorious as a Rainbow, as the * ort of Saphire 
Stoze, the Body of Heaven in its Clearneſs, be- 
fore any Curſe was brought into it, and into the 
earthly Principles of Adam's lower Garments. This 
wanted no more the Plough or Spade to render it 
fruitful, than the new Earth of the Meftahb's Land 
does. It then knew no Diſtinction of Fields and 
Gardens, becauſe no Labour was ever deſigned to 
purchaſe private Right in that Garden of univerſal 
and everlaſting Love, among the Sons of God, 
in the Father's Houſe, where all things are abun- 
dant, as Light, Air and Water. This happy Cir- 
cumſtance will be renewed in the Millennial T he- 
ocracy, which appears from the Prophecies of 
Daniel and John, and from many Types, ſo near 
as to fall within the Year 1762, and 1766. Then

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will Pride and Envy built on the vain and bold 
Pretence of Nobility of Blood and Family, be caſt 
down to the Duſt: Then will theſe Members of 
- Nimrod's Iron Yoke, and the Kingdom of his Babel, 
be deſtroyed, when Strength and brutal Force 
ſhall no more ſubdue and rule over the meek and 
entler Nature; which teach Men to forget their 
Blood of a Sinner, purſued by the Vengeance of 
God, that it may be ſhed and poured out, as ſtrange 
and adulterous, The Hfty Looks of Man ſhall be 
humbl:d, and the Haughtineſs of Men ſhall be bowed 
down, Jſaiab ii. 11. Then ſhall Covetouſneſs, the 
* ſpiritual Idolatry of the Chriſtian Nations, have the 
Ax laid to this + Root of all Evil, which now lays 
waſte the World, and fills it with Blood and War; 
with private Oppreſſion, Fraud and Violence; with 
the baſe Cunning of falſe Weights, and a falſe Ba- 
lance. This is the Idolatry of Jſaiab ii. 7. where 
the Land is full of Silver and Geld, neither is there 
any End of their Treaſures: Their Land alſo is full 
ot Horſes, neither is there any End of their Chariots. 
+ The Merchants of the Earth ſhall weep and mourn 
over Babylon, becauſe no Man buyeth their Merchan- 
dize any more. God will not permit them any 
longer to ſell and exchange Life, Glory and Im- 
mortality, like profane Eſau their elder Brother, 
for the Life, Glory and Immortality of what they 
ſhall cat and drink, and wherewith they ſhall be 
cloathed. He will drive theſe Gentiles C (who ſay 
they are Jews, and are not, but do he) far from 
the Temple of the new Jeruſalem in Heaven, with 
a far worſe Scourge, even of flaming Fire, than 
he F drove out the Money-Changers and overthrew, 
their. Tables, in the Ferujalem below. For ſhould 
the

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the bleſſed God beſtow greater Abundance of 
thoſe Things, which the holy Prophet deſcribes in 
Rev. xviii. the Burdens and Cares of Life would 
be heightened and multiplied to all on one Hand, 
while the Pride of it, and the Defire of the Eyes 
and of the Fleſh, would be inflamed and fed in a 
few great Families on the other. Thus would the 
Iniguity of Sodom be brought down more on our 


Heads, Fulneſs of Bread and | Tdleneſs, and her Judg- 


ment ſooner overtake our Security and Impiety. 
The many Nations already drunk and ſtupid with 
the Surfeitings of Plenty, would become more 
ſenſual and earthly | in their carnal Appetites by an 
Incregſe of theſe dainty and goodly Things, and 
more deviliſh, bold and ſubtle in the Ways of ac- 
quiring Wealth, only to fatisfy the Belly by the 
Kitchen and the Brothel. Let the Children of the 
World, let the Great, who are in the Palaces of 
Kings, cloathed with 2 oft Raiment, let the Merchants 
of the Earth, with the grave Brow and Solemnit 

of being encumbered about many Things, but the 
one Thing needful, the Pearl of great Price, let the 
proud and voluptuous Manners of opulent Cities 
hear theſe Truths from the Mouth of the Son of 
God : Or let them prove his Words true in deſpi- 
ſing his crucified Life, and his Goſpel in the inner 
Life, and Spirit, and Power of it. + They, who 
are rich, increaſed in Goods, and have need of nothing, 
know not that they are wretched and miſerable, poor, 
blind and naked: Theſe full ones will be ſent empty 
away, from the Preſence of God, and his Glory. The 
new Earth and new Heavens, which the Lord uf 


the Cberulim, and all the wondrous Powers there- 


of, will ſoon bring outward from their Myſtery, 
their hidden 9 through all the Earth and 


Heavens, 
Ezek. xvi. 49, f Rev. ili. 17. 
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Heavens, which now are ; theſe ſhall r down 
Bleſſings of a new Nature, Taſte and Virtue. The 
Sun of Righteouſneſs ſhall riſe 1n the Strength and 
Majeſty of his Light ſevenfold more than the Sun, 
even the Light of ſeven Days, and drown the Splen- 
dor of this World in the ineffable Blaze of his 
Glory, He will feed his Iſracl, which has been ga- 
thering out of all Nations, to this Day. They 
ſhall be enriched with the great and glorious Rea- 
lities, which they now lee, feel, taſte and handle 
through the 71 thick and heavy Houſe of this 
corruptible Body, weighing down the Soul, but 
then ſhall know Face to Face, in the. Marriage of 
the Lamb, where he hall give them his Loves 
for ever. 8 
Now the ſpiritual Senſe of this Circumſtance of 
the ſeventh Year in the Community of Goods, does 
not ſtand ſtill in the anointed Children of God, 
but is going on in their Hearts, the inner Place, 
where God meets them through his Son; through 
the golden Garments of his mediating Nature; with 
which he clothes his choſen People, his Prigſs, 
and Levites, and the twelve Tribes, all walking in 
his Blue, Scarlet, Purple, and fine Linen, ſerving 
God Day and Night in the ſpiritual Temple, where 
they worſhip in Spirit and Truth, and not in the 
Letter and Figure. | | 

The boy Baptiſt proclaimed the firſt Notice and 
Idea of the Maſiab's Kingdom, with this Anſwer 
to the People, who inquired what they ſhould do 
to become Partakers of the new Heavens : He, that 


hath two Coats, let him impart to him, that hath 


none; and be that hath Meat, let him do likewiſe, 
Luke iii. 11. This Leſſon brought the Image of 


the Sabbatical Year full in view, where every one 
had 


®* Cantic, vii. 12. 
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had his Food and Rayment, as it were, on an 
Equality from the Hand of God. This Precept, 


if it be not to be underſtood to the very Letter, is 


to be performed in the utmoſt Spirit, as the ſtand- 
ing and bright Pattern of that one Heart, and one 
Mind among the Brethren and Family of our 
Lord, which then diſtinguiſhed the“ common Faith, 
and + common Salvation; and which was alway to 
ſanctify, and ſeparate the Segullab, the peculiar 
People of this Theocracy among the Gentiles, wha 
were not Chooſe in a national Body to be the Sub- 
jelis of the new Kingdom. God called ſome out of 
every Nation, to live by the Rules of the Goſpel, 
in. the Power and Strength of the ne Spirit breath- 
ed into them, and over/hadowing their fallen Man. 
This Spirit was the true Jacob, the Beauty and Love 
of Jaac, the only begotten Son of Abraham. 
Here Heaven opens, and the Family of the God- 
head, the third of the interlefiual Sephiroth, or 
Numbers, comes down into our Nature, the World 
of Alia, or the Dregs of Matter. The Jews them- 
ſelves conſidered in their general Character, were 
from the firſt to the laſt, from the Prophet Moſes 
to the Prophet Malachi, a rebellious and ſtiff- neck- 
ed People, uncircumciſed in Heart and Ear. When 
God publiſhed the Goſpel in his beloved Son, he 


choſe the good and honeſt Heart among the Gen- 


tiles, to anoint them with the double Portion of the 
Spiritual Prieſthood and Kingdom, They were to 
be his Evangelical firſt-born, and therefore a few in 
compariſon of the other Children, both under 
the Goſpel, as before under the Law. The twelve 
Apoſtles choſen from the two Tribes, are the 
twelve Heads or Princes of the twelve Tribes from

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the Nations, who were to be the People of God, * 
among whom he promiſed to ſet his Glokv. 
They are to make the Portion of the Lord, the + 
Firſt-born and Firſt-fruits unto God and the Lamb. 
Now theſe Brethren had all Things in + Common 
in the TEMPLE at Jeruſalem, where the ſpiritual 
Sabbatical Year began in their Hearts, when the 
Prieſts and Sons of the royal Union were baptized 
with || cloven Tongues of Fire, and the holy Spirit, 
the /even burning Spirits, heavenly Powers, on the 
Day of Pentecoſt. St. Paul, who was born as one 
out of due Seaſon, by extraordinary Grace, appears 
a Type of a ſmall Portion, from the Tribes of 


Judah and Benjamin, who ſhould by an uncom- | 


mon Favour convert to the Maſſiab, and ** be 
bound up in the Bundle of Life, while the greater 
Part of theſe Tribes, which killed their own Lord, 
David their King, and the beloved Thoſeph, Son of 
Increaſe, ſhould remain blind and hardened, ſhut 
up in ++ Unbelief for the great Period of 1700 
Years, till Sutron ſhall come a ſecond Time in 
the GLogy, and flay them among the other Ene- 
mies, who would not have him to reign over them. 
Now the Communion of earthly Bleſſings begun 
in the Temple at Feruſalem, was a Sign that they 
had received the holy Spirit from on High, and were 
taſting the Riches of the heavenly Land; and being 
become new Creatures in Heart and Mind by the 
Oil of Gladneſs poured from Head to Foot on the 
new, and inner Adam, the Man of God, were re- 
Joicing as one Family, over each other's Portion of 
the Lamb's glorified Fleſb, having the Cup of his 
Loly Blood to drink Life and Salvation, as the Horns 


of 
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of che Altar were filled with the typical Blood of 


the Lamb, and the holy Fleſh fed the Fire, the laſt, 


Sanctification of all Things under the Law, the 
Smell of a Savoyr of Reſt, a Fire Offering unto Je- 
hovah. This was the * Communion of the Blood, 
and of the Body of Chriſt, as he is riſen, and in 
Glory, their paſchal Lamb, whoſe bleſſed Nature 
they knew by a myſterious Birth of himſelf into 
them; and whoſe holy Spirit made them ſo ready 
to give the good Things of this World, as Pride 
and Envy were ſlain in them by the Sword of the 
Spirit, which goeth + out of the Mouth of the Lord, 
as it proceeded out of his Mouth, when he 
breathed on his Diſciples, and faid, receive ye the 
holy Spirit. This is the Þ mighty Sword, which 
fights the Lord's Battles : 'The Sword in the Hand 
Satan fights his horrible Battles with, and arms 
Nation againſt Nation, and Kingdom againſt King- 
dom. The Community of Goods in the Temple of 
the old Jeruſalem was not an accidental Event, (as 
the Flatterers of Babylon pretend,) peculiar to the 
Times and Circumſtances, but it was the true 
Mark and Seal of Ged in that one great, one heaven- 
ly, one Chriſt-like Temper, which the holy Spirit the 
Love of the Father and Son, in Union. ſhould work 
in all the Sons of the new Jeruſalem, , among every 
Tongue and People, and in every Place and Age. 
By this, all fuch, as would hear the Goſpel, the 
Statutes and Judgments of the Theocracy of eter- 
nal, all-communicating Goodneſs, Mercy and Love, 
ſhould be redeemed out of the Bondage of Cove- 
touſneſs and Self-will divided from God, which are 
Satan's ſtrong Chains in us. They ſhould pals 
over the mean and little Intereſts of Family or 
Country,

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Country, and enter into the Univer/ality of the 
wonderful Love of God and his Son, which equally 
embraced Jew and Gentile, bond and free, the 
Priſoner in the Dungeon, as King on the Throne, 
for all are Sons of Adam's Death by his ftrange 
Blood, which quenched his heavenly Fire ; and now 
they were brought nigh unto God through the 
Blood of the everlaſting Covenant, which Feſus Chriſt, 
the Lamb on Mount Zion, is pouring down into 
the Horns of his Altar, that the Nations may * 
drink for the Life and Salvation of their Souls. This 
is the zew Covenant in his Blood, which God pro- 
miſed to make, whoſe ſprinkling into us ＋ cleanſeth 
us from all Sin. Heavenly Blood, and Fire, and 
 Vaponr of Smoke, the Penteceſt of God, a golden 
Cenſer and Coals of Fire from the Cherubim, for 
+ your Sons and for your Daughters, for his Ser- 
vants and his Hand-maidens.. || Rejoice, O ye 
Sons and Daughters, Men. ſervants, and Maid-ſer- 
vants, ye Levites, Strangers, ye Fatherleſs, and 
Widows, and again rejoice in the Lord. O holy 
Jeſus, ſhake thy golden Garments, wherein the 
Lives and Salvation of Nations are infolded : 
Sound thy ſeventy golden Bells from the Holy of Ho- 
lies, proclaiming the Name of the Lord, * the Lerd, 
the Lord God, merciful and gracious, long-ſuffering, 
and abundant in Goodneſs and Truth, keeping Mercy 
for Thouſands, forgiving Iniquity and Tranſereſſion 
and Sin. O ye t Babes and Sucklings, out of

Now in ſuch an heavenly Temper begins the 
Sabbatical Year in the inner Man, the Man of God, 
who is created again after Jeſus Chriſt, who is the 
ſuperiour Cceleſtial, and the great Archetypal Adam 
amonſt the Cabaliſts, their Tipberet the Sponſus, 
and Malcuth the Sponſa of theſe Writers. The 
Chriſtian Nature knows no Greatneſs of Fa- 
miles, no Difference of Blood, Language or Com- 
plexion, where all are Children of the VWrath and 
Curſe, by their carnal Birth, all Slaves to Sin and 
Death. Theſe Diſtinctions belong to the Kingdom 
of Babylon, and have their Foundation in Lies 
and Falſhood, in a baſe and perverted Idea of hu- 
man Nature, as if Man was now, as God created 
Adam, in the Image and Likeneſs of his Creator. 
The Kingdom of the Lord is of another Kind, 
and no Pride, Envy, nor Covetouſneſs belong to 
him, nor can receive any one Bleſſing; Gift, or 
Treaſure of his holy Spirit. The heavenly Tem- 
per ſprinkled ſeven Times in the Blood of the Lamb + 
riſes into a new Power and Life at every Sprink- 
ling; and without Oftentation freely gives what- 
ever it poſſeſſes, and as ſincerely prays and de- 
fires, that every Son of Adam ſcattered over the 
Earth, may come to participate of equal Bleſſin 
in one Lord and Saviour; rejoicing with cole, 
that do rejoice in the Lord, and weeping ' with 
thoſe, who weep and mourn, as Sinners, who ſhall 
be comforted, ready to 4 waſh the Feet of any 
Diſciple, that is, glad of doing any A& of bro- 
therly Condeſention and Kindnets to the meaneſt 
and pooreſt Son or Daughter of Man, (as we call 
poor and mean) becauſe Jeſus Chriſt, the glorious 
Son and Heir of the Father's Works, has hum- 

bled 
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bled himſelf in Obedience to his Father, and in 
Love to us, and was cloathed with our Fleſb, the 
Form of a Slave, and entered into Union with all 
our Meanneſs and Poverty, that he might bring to 
Light the Myſtery hid before, the Union of his 
heavenly Glory, the double Portion to our Shame 
and Nakedneſs, and might aſſure us of his Vill 
and Power to transform our filthy Garments into 
his Likeneſs and Image, by a ſecret Marriage and 
myſtic Union of his Spirit to our Fleſb. This the 
Fewws call the Marriage of the inferior to the ſuperior 
World, by the Myſtery of the Faces, of which we ſhall 
ſpeak more fully on the Subject of the Cherubim. 
* Every Scribe, who is inſtructed unto the King- 
dom of Heaven, ſays our Lord, is like unto a Man 
that is an Houſholder, who bringeth out of his 
Treaſure Things new and old. The Fewiſh Church 
was not ſo ſtupid, as Spencer would makes us ima- 
gine, as if they ſaw nothing of the Myſteries of 
their Dilpenſation. From Envy to the Gentiles 
they have ſecreted their ancient Doctrines, and 
latter Scribes have ſo mixed and confounded them 
with their Gematria, Notaricon, Temura, Atbac, and 
a Pretence to Theurgy, or divine Magical Operation, 
that they are perplexed themſelves, and diſguſt 
many at the firſt ſetting out. Yet a Picus de 
Mirandula, an Archangelus de Burgo Novo, a Cud- 
worth, a More, and a Smith, can draw out the 
Gold and Silver, and ſeparate theni from the Chaff, 
and Hay, and Stubble. 

The fixth Circumſtance of the Sabbatical Year 
offers itſelf now to our Conſideration, which is the 
Sabbath, or Reft of the Land. This Sabbath con- 
ſiſted not only in abſtaining from the Sowing of 
the Field, but in not pruning the Vineyard, nor 

touching 


Matt. xiii. 52,

touching the Olve-yard, - Levit. xxv. 4. Exod, 
xxiii. 11. 

Many Rules are collected by Maimonides, de- 
ſcending to ſeveral Niceties, which, it is pretended, 
were practiſed by the Jews, though Maſes and the 
Prophets continually complaining of the Diſobe- 
dience of that People, would rather incline us to 
think, that they /aid and did not. However it be, 
the ſame Temper may be ſeen reigning in great 
Care, and a burdenſome Punctuality even to Su- 
perſtition, which the Metab reproved in his Day, 
and compared ſo juſtly to training at a Gnat, and 
ſwallowing a Camel, Matt. xxiii. 24. 

In forbidding the Land to be ſowed, which could 
not be done without much Labour in preparing it, 
we may fee a clear Promiſe in the Figure, that ſuch 
Burdens ſhall have no Place in the Land of the true 
Canaan, the new Earth, which the * Lord is to 
create. For this was a Part of Adam's Sentence, 
when he was caſt out of the Garden, the Land of 
Aleim, his Father : When he ftood without the 
Cherubim, naked of his Glory, aſhamed of his great 
Change, and the Loſs of thoſe heavenly Powers, which 
cauſed his Nakedneſs. The Fail and the Redemp- 
tion are Correlatives : The Greatneſs of one, is the 
Greatneſs of the other, and ſo on the contrary. 
For what End could ſuch eaſy Parts of manual La- 
bour be forbid, which would ratner be a pleaſing 
Amuſement on this Year of Leiſure from any 
harder Taſk? The Deſign of this ſeems to be, 
that the Figure of the firſs Sabbath, might be pre- 
ſerved in the neareſt Likeneſs, wherein Adam +, 
Lord of the Paradiſe Eaſtward in Eden, had no 
more to do about dreſſing the Trees, and Flowers, 
(as it is commonly 1magined,) than the Light and 

Wind 
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Wind of our - Heavens have need of a pruning 
Knife. Adam was in the Cherubim, the Throne 
and Glory of the Aleim, in that Portion of Satar's 
fallen Kingdom, which was brought out of Chaos 
into Glory : Satan is that Fountain-Spirit, whom 
the Cabaliſts call the ſeven Kings of Edom, be- 
fore there was any King in J/rael. Adam's ſpi- 
ritual Body was the Power of Light and Wind in 
that Garden, as he was the inner living Spirit rul- 
ing over his outward Glory, He received Food 
for his Adameh, or lower Nature, touching the a- 
nimal Creation, as the Fire, Light and Wind of the 
Altar eat up the daily Meat-Offering and Drink- 
Offering under the Law, by the Medium of the 
burning Braſs : For this was a Shadow and Ima 
of that heavenly Marner, in which God the King 
of Iſrael fed his Children, conſequently Adam, 
when he was his Son: and it ſnews, how Chriſtians 
are fed from the ſecond Adam in the new Creation, 
from the Powers, the twelve Loaves of the Faces, 
out of his great Fire. 

This Part of the Figure will be realized under 
the Goſpel, when the Sabbatical Year ſhall arrive, 
and all outward Nature ſhall be ſwallowed up into 
the Powers of the Kingdom of God, wherein are 
many Manfions or Courts in the great Temple, 
which St. 7obn ſays, is * Heaven, the Lord God 
and the Lamb. Theſe Things will be wrought 
by the Secret, + yet mighty working of the glorious 
Body of the Meffiah, who is the Spirit within the 
Wheels of the Chariot of the Cherubim, which are 
high and lifred up, and one Wheel 4 touching 
Earth, that is, working through all Nature, to ſub- 
due all Things into himſelf, in their Place and 
Station, as in || a great Houſe, there are not only 

Veſſels 
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Peſſels of Gold and Silver, but alſo of Word and 
Earth: And fome to Honour, and ſome to Dy/- 
honour. Then ſhall the vegetable World, which 
is a rich and beautiful Scene of divine Work- 


 manſhip, undergo a Tranſmutation much ſupe- 


rior in Form, Colour, Taſte, Odour, and Virtue, 
while the Earth and Waters, out of which they 
ſpring, ſhall be going on in a Proceſs of Purifica- 
tion, from the Bands and Chains of hardneſs and 
thickneſs in Stone, and Metals, towards the Sea 
of Chryſtal mingled with Fire, whereby all the phy- 
ſical Curſe of their Degradation ſhall be ſwallowed 
up into the Liberty and Victory of Light, and 
Tranſparency. In this vaſt Ocean, clear as Glaſs, 
new Viſions, Forms, Images and Beauties ſhall be 
riſing up from the Deity, as all our Viſion here 1s 
opened through the Medium of Water and Light 
its glorifier : This was the laſt Purification under 
the Law, and muſt be ſo under the Goſpel of the 


Subſtance and Reakty. Wherever Light 1s, there 
- muſt be Fire, its hidden Root and rolling ¶ heel, in all 


Worlds, which our Bacon calls parallela Signacula, 
and which the Jews mean, when they ſay, that God 
ſer his Seal of Sephiroth ſo hard, that he printed it 


through the three Worlds. They intend to ſay, that 


the Ideas and Forms of the Archetypal World, (their 
Aziluth) have a faint Shadow or Similitude in this 
loweſt World of Aa. This Sentiment, which 
Pythagoras and Plato borrowed of the ancient 
Church of God, confirms the Argument from A- 
nalogy, and prevents ſuch an enormous Gap, as 
ſome make, in the Chain of Syſtems. 

The Prohibition of pruning the Vine, and dreſ- 
ſing the Olive, not only infinuates ſuch a Change 
in outward Nature, when the Kingdom of God 
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in * ſeven or ſevens ſhall come to alter the Form, 
Property and Working of every Thing: But it in- 
timates alſo, the little Regard, which the Children of 
the new Kingdom ſhall bear toward the Wine, and Oil 
of the Typical Covenant, when they ſhall taſte the 
Vine of the Kingdom of the Father, and ſhall have 
the Oil of Gladneſs poured into their Hearts, in 
the inner Adam of God. Theſe Changes will be 
of ſuch a Kind, as our Lord's + Wine in the Mar- 
riage-Feaſt in Cana, his firſt Miracle; and as the 
Loaves of Bread, with which he filled the Multi- 
tude, For all theſe paſſed through the heavenly 
Fire, Light and Wind of the Sun of Righteouneſs : 
they were tinctured with the Power of his divine 
Water and precious Blood of the higheſt World, in 
this I fr/filing Male of God: They came forth out 
of a new Creation, without any Mixture of the tree 
of Evil, good, very good. Their phyſical Virtue did 
not deaden or drown the Spirit of Lives, as the 
Vine of Noah did, who 1s a Figure of Adam fallen 
under the Powers and Elements of the animal Crea- 
tion, drunk in the Strength of this Vine of Sodom, 
the Luſts of his ſtrange Ele, which he went after 
in the revolted Will of his Eve, . and became 
naked. Nor did that truly unleavened Bread in- 
flame or nouriſh any one Paſſion or Appetite of 
the animal Man, which in this || //bore's Fleſh, our 
Diſgrace and Shame, we inherit in common with 
the Beaſts.----Behold then the Vineyard $ of red 
Wine, a Feaſt of Wines on the Lees, where the 
Ileart rejoices as through Wine, To this Water 
and Wine, Milk and Bread of the Sabbatical Earth 
and Heavens, the Prophet invites all Naticas : Come 
C ye, d ye Wine and Milk without Money, and 
without

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without Price. This is the Lord's Feaſt feeding all 
Nations, at one Table, out of the Water and Blood 
and Fleſb of the Lamb, in Midſt of the great Fire, 
yet whole, unconſumed, and not a Bone broken, 
though the Gentile Iſrael have their daily Commu- 
nion, paſchal Feaſt, out of one Lamb, who can bear 
the perpetual Fire of Mount Zion, the Mountain 
of the Lord God, where * the Chariots and Horſes 
are all Seraphs, Fire, round about Eliſba, God the 
Saviour, Son and Succeſſor of Elijab, or Aljab with 
the double Portion of his Father's Spirit on him. 

In this View we meet the Antitype of this Part 
of the Sabbatical Year, as it belongs to the Land, 
or new Earth of the Sanctuary and Covenant in our 
Fleſh, which is bleſſed and ſanctified from the 
Water of Life out of + the Throne, the Cherubim, 
and the Blood of the Male of the firſt Year, or firſt 
Creation, which places us in ꝓ the Throne: For the 
Bridegroom leadeth, or lifteth up the Mater, the 
divine Eve, into the Holy of Halies, the Blood of 
the Son, and his Garment of Glory doubled. In 
this inner Kingdom Jeſus Chrift is the Vine, which 
the Prophets exult in, and the golden Vine of the 
Temple, mentioned by Thalmudiſts : His Kingdom 
is not of this World, but of other Powers and 
Glories, who giveth to his Priefts and Iſraelites 
all Things new, new Tents, Houſes, or Bodies of 
Immortality, which are generating in them out of 
his very Water and Blood of Covering, as it flows 
in Union, from the true holy, and Holy of Helies a- 
bove, where he 1s the glorified Adam, Father and 
Mother in one, and God || the Head of Chriſt above 
the C /wo Shoulders of the Onyx Stones. His Wa- 
ter and Blood and Fleſb of his divine Corporeity, are 
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the daily Drink and Meat- offering of the Glad- 
Tidings of him, who cometh not only with“ Wa- 
ter, but with Water and Blood, the + Blood of God; 
for the Fulneſ of the Godhead dwelleth bodily in 
him, as the Fountain running down to the 1fraet 
below. Theſe heavenly Bleſſings, the new Adam, 
within the Fl of the Curſe, receives into the 
Mouth of his divine Hunger and Thirſt, and eats 
and drinks for the Life of his Soul. Here || e- 
very Man fits under his Vine, and none can take 
the Cup of Salvation out of his Hand. By theſe 
heavenly phyſical Powers he 1s as really transform- 
ing us, (in a Myſtery or hidden Way,) into the very 
Image, and Likeneſs of Chriſt, the ſecond Adam, as 
the Water was changed, though the Manner was 
unknown, into Vine, in ¶ Cana of Galilee, where 
the Myſtery of this ſpiritual Galilee, the Revolution 
or Return of all fallen Nature into Glory, was firſt 
manifeſted. 

In this Kingdom of the heavenly Marriage Jeſus. 
Chriſt is the & true Vine, and the Faithful in the 
Myſteries of his Kingdom hid from the wiſe and 
prudent, are his Branches. He ſits waſhing his Gar- 
ments in Wine, and his Clothes in the Blood of 
Grapes, according to. the patriarchal Prophecy in 
Gen. xlix. 11, Theſe Garments and Clothes are 
not for himſelf, who is not naked, and in our Shamg 
any niore, but to cover the Race of poor wretched 
Adam, who are all under the Reproach of Agypt, 
our Coat of Skins, our Fleſh from the Properties, 
out of which the Beaſts take their Bodies: From 
him alone in his royal Love, as Heir of Abraham, 
the Father and Mather in one Name, muſt we re- 

ceive 
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ceive new Coverings, the Atontments of Spiritual 
Bodies, all g/orious within, as the Sons and Daugh- 
ters of this King ought to be. Theſe Robes, and 
Garments of Glory and Salvation are coming out 
of his Veil, his Living Fleſh, the middle ure, 
which divides between the Eſſence of the God- 
head and all Creatures, and which bears a Cherub 
on both Sides, a Daughter and Bride, in the 
holy Place, a Son in the Holy of Holies, Face to 
Face. Theſe are the Work of a cunning Work- 
man, wherein, according to the Fews, the Figures 
are ſeen on both Sides. O holy Robes, and beau- 
tiful for the Sons and Daughters of the /prritual 
Aaron dipped, twice dipped in the Blood of Sprink- 
ling, the Blood of Love ſtronger than Death! Hap- 
Py are thy Iſrael, O Lord Chriſt, who in theſe 4 
vine Garments can bear the perpetual Fire in them, 
and not be conſumed as Nadab and Abibu with 

ſtrange Fire. | 
The Þ ſpiritual glorious Body of the Lord from 
Heaven ſpreads out the twelve Wings of his double 
Cherub over the ſeventy Nations, as the Cloud of 
Fire covered the twelve Tribes, and the ſeventy El- 
ders, who repreſent the ſeventy Nations of Sama- 
ria, or the Gentiles in a falſe Worſhip, who ſhall be 
bleſſed in Iſaac, the Adam Cadmon, in I all the 
Glories of the mighty Cherubim. Under the Sha- 
dow of theſe Wings ſtretched out in every Power 
and Virtue, repreſented by the Chariot of the God 
of Iſrael, do the Gentiles rejoyce, who have been 
choſen into the Place, Names, Portion and Bleſ- 
ſing of the rejected Jrael of the Law, becauſe 
G 4 they 
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they would not believe the Myſteries of divine 
Love, the Subſtance and Body of all their Law and 
Prophets. The Nations ſtand before God, and 
eat the Bread of the Fares, and drink the new- 
Wine of God * their Shelamim, their Peace-offering, 
even the ineſtimable Blood of his Love, put into 
their new Bottles, the Veſſels and Flagons of his 
new Sanctuary ; and their Paſchal Cup, the Horn 
of their Salvation is filled, which will keep them 
that they ſhall not ſee Death, the deſtroying Angel 
over the ſecond Death. This Wine 1s found and 
drank without any Labour of the Body about the 
Vineyard, as the Vine of the Law, its Type, requ1- 
red, and wherein there is Exceſs, and Shame and 
Madneſs : This comes at the cheap Price of be- 
heving in the wonderful Goodneſs of Jab, and his 
only-begotten Son, and turning the ſpiritual Thirſt 
of the Soul to this inner Vine. No ſooner does 
the Soul open its De/ire, or Will, the only Mouth for 
heavenly Gifts, but it 1s filled with the new Wine, 
and drinks the Blood of Shiloth, who Þ binds his 
Foal unto the Vine, and his As Colt unto the 
choice Vine : the Beaſt of our unclean Fleſh, who are 
born like the <vi/d q ss Colt, is tied to the Fleſh 
of the holy Lamb, which T only can redeem it;

For he 
was to be their Glory, Shechinah, double Covering, 
in the Garments and Powers of the Bridegroom and 
Bride, the two anointed Ones, as God promiſed to 
fet his Glory, his full Image among the Nations. 
Ezek. xxxix. 21. | 

They that belive in the Archetypal Jaac, born 
of his Mother in a wonderful Way, before every 
creatural Manifeſtation : They, who believe in 
this Lamb flain from the Beginning, and lain 
again in the Fleſh of his outward Birth, even by 
his own Children, the Jews, and the Romans, a 
pes. ix. 1, 3, 3. 1 Rom. fri. 27, Jude, 25. 
1 Gen. vu. 2, 3. 8 
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Type of the Gentiles, both Priefts and People * lay- | 
ing their Hands on this great Sin Offering, by 
aſking and conſenting to his Death: Theſe Be- 
lievers become Heirs by Faith of the Promiſe 
made to Abrabam, before the Law was given, and 
even before his Circumciſion. By this F: aith they 
have the free Grace of partaking in the Riches 
and the manifold Wiſdom of God, which this be- 
loved One of the Father-Mother, One, poſſeſſes a- 
bove all other Names, that is, every Nature, Throne, 
and Power, in Heaven or in Earth. For the dou- 
ble Stones are on his Shoulder, and he puts them 
on his Jacob and Rachel, the Beauty of J/raet, 
and the Father of twelve and ſeventy Souls. 

The Temple of his Glory, and the + Gates of the 
new Teruſt are open continually, they are not 
ſhut Day nor Night, as the City and Temple were 
ut under the Law. For the Bread of Life, the 
holy Eſſence of the Lamb of the Lord God, is 
coming down from the Mount Zion all on Fire, 
out of the Cloud of Glory : The Wine of the King- 
dom is preſſing through the Fire, a Þ Sign of Fire 
in Beth-Haccerem, the Houſe of the Vineyard, in 
which the Adam, Chriſt Feſus, the || one Mediator, 
middle, intervening or interceding Nature in all 
the Veils, and Garments of the Heavens, between 
God and Man, is feeding his great Sheepfold, of 
the Nations, from Evening to Morning, and from 
Morning to Evening While the Day is come, as 
ſpoke the Lord God, not only upon the old [frael, 
but upon the Congregation of the Gentiles, that 
he has ſent a & Famine in the Land, not a Famine 
of Bread, nor a Thir/# of Water, but of hearing 


the 
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the Word of the Lord. And they ſhall wander 
from Sea to Sea, and from the North even to the 
Eaft : they hall run to and for, and ſeek the Word 
of the Lord, and ſhall not find it. The Church of 
the Gentiles have confounded the holy Tongue, and 


made a Babel of Moſes and his Maſter Jeſus Chriſt, 


building everlaſting Torments on the Name of G14 
the Father, the 77 and laſt Stone of this might 
Tower, raiſed from the Strife of Tongues, ſince YVi/ion 
and Prophecy have ceaſed, and the World has cruci- 
fied the Goſpel in the Streets of the great City. Will 
not the Stock of Abraham according to the Fl yet 
ſee, that their Feruſalem and Babylonian Thalmuds, 
and all their Prieſts and Scribes and Phariſees, do 
not lead them out of that wonderful ness of 
1700 Years, ſo far, far beyond their Captivity in 
Babylon, the ſevereſt Servitude under the Law. 
May the Lord God open their Eyes, and take the 
Veil from their Faces, and from their Hearts, that 
they may ſee him, who can give them the golden 
Oil, and the fruit of his Vine, the Water and Blood 
of the Lamb alive, in the midſt of the Fire, the * 
GREAT FIRE, out of which the Lord Ged ſpeaks, 
Tins is the pure Water, and the Blood of Coverings, 
which can divide and cut aſunder their Hearts from 
the Luſtis of the Fleſb in the falſe Blood. Theſe Gifts 
can only circumciſe the foreſkin of their Hearts, 
killing and ſlaying the animal Adam, the Men of the 
firſt great Sin, doomed to be cut aſunder, and deli- 
vered to the Wrath of the Law, the Fire; for with 
the Sword and with Fire will the Lord plead with 
all Fleſp, and ſpare neither Yvung nor Old in the 
Day of his Wrath: For the + Lord will come, 
with Fire, and with his Chariots like a Whirlwind, 
to render his Anger with Fury, and his Rebuke with 

, Flames 

Deut. iv. 12, 15, 33, 36. + Ifa. Ixvi. 15, 16. 
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Flames of Fire; when the Slain of the Lord ſhall be 
many. And out of his * right Hand ſhall go forth 
a Fire of Lats for tbem. | Holy Lamb, come forth 
with thy Father's Glory; come with thy mighty Arm, 
take Vengeance, and pour out thy Fire, for the + 
Day cometh, which ſhall burn as an Oven, and all 
the Proud, yea, and all that do wickedly, ſhall be 
Stubbhe > And-the Day, that cometh, ſhall burn 
them up, ſaith the Lord of Hops, that it ſhall leave 
them neither Root nor Branch. In one I Hour ſhall 
Death, Famine and Mourning come on Babylon, 
who fits as a Queen, with the Treaſures of the Eaſt 
and North in ene Hand, and the South and Weſt in 
the other: For great is the Lord, who judgeth 
her, and will be the Fire, to burn her, and all 
Kings People, at Midnight unexpected. The 
Babylomians of old regarded not Daniel's Prophecy, 
who foretold their approaching End, and the Ba-

The. feventh Circumſtance / the Sabbatical 
Year, which we are come to cxamine, is the 
Reading of the Law, commanded in Deut. 
XX$j. 10 It, 12, 13. 


This Reading was fixed to the Feaft of Taber- 
nacles at the end of ſeven Years. As the 
Year of Releaſe according to the Jews began in 

H 
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the * Month Tizri, the Law muſt be read in the 
opening of the Sabbatical Year, in the ſeventh 
Moen of the ſacred Year, the great Moon, wherein 
all their Law finiſhed its Type in the Circle of one 
Year. As this Command was given by Moſes, the 
Servant of God, it ſerved one great End in proving 
the Integrity and Fidelity of tha Lawgiver, by 
whoſe order the ſacred Code containing their Politi- 
cal and Religious Inſtitutions, was to be taught and 
read openly, before the whole Congregation of 
Lrael, and even the Stranger within their Gates. 
This Conduct has not its Parallel among the ancient 
Founders of States and Religions in the heathen 
World, and more eſpecially in that very early Age, 
which the old and modern Enemies of this divine 
| Legiſlator fix upon as the Origin and Fountain 
of all pious Frauds and Impoſitions. Our late In- 
fidel, who has through almoſt every Part of his 
Philoſophical Worts, inſulted this great Name, and 
all the Jewiſh Polity, cannot produce any Thing 
equal to this: Let d'Argens and Voltaire, par nobile 
Fratrum, in their late bitter Invectives againſt the 
Economy of Maſes, bring forth an Evidence in 
Fact, like this of the Hebrew Theologiſt, Philo- 
ſopher, and Stateſman. In him there were no Ar- 
eana Sacra, no Secrets ſhut up from others: The 
meaneſt Man in Iſrael had the ſame Opportunity 
of knowing the Civil Law, and all the Ceremonies 
of the Prieſthood preſcribed therein, as the King 

or High-Prieſt enjoyed. | 
This Conduct our bleſſed Lord carried yet 
higher, as he commanded the new Covenant of the 
Goſpel to be publiſhed and proclaimed in the Face 
of the Nations of the Earth, and not to one Peo- 
ple, and one Part of the World any longer. All 
Are 

Ainſworth on Deut. xxxi. 10. 
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are commanded by him to ſearch the Scriptures, 
the ſacred Records of his Name, Character and 
Office, as Prophet, Prieſt and King, which were left 
in the Hands of his Enemies, the Fews. 

This People, by Degrees, loſt Sight of the ſpi- 
ritual Senſe of their Law, the Myſteries, the inner 
Meaning of the outward Figure and Shadow: 
This Darkneſs came by placing all the Weight 
of it upon the mere viſible and external Ceremo- 
nies, which were given as Leſſons in a figurative 
Likeneſs of very great and glorious Realities under 
them. They debaſed their Cabala, the ſpiritual In- 
terpretation from Moſes and the Schools of the Pro- 

hets, by horrible Mixtures of many Things ob- 
cene, blaſphemous, and other Inventions, ſtupid 
and ſuperſtitious, which are to be found in all the 
Writers of this caſt. What then? Shall we not pick 
up Jewels and Pearls, as Raymund Martin in the 
Prozxmium to his Pugio Fidei obſerves, out of the 
Head of a Toad? Shall we refuſe any Truth as 
this great Maſter of Jewiſh Learning ſpeaks, be- 
cauſe it is found among the Enemies ot Chriſt. 
* Stebelin allows that Part of the Cabala, which was 
the inner Senſe of the ancient Church upon the 
various Rites and Ceremonies of their daily Ser- 
vice and other fixed Feſtivals, which Picus of 
Mirandula has collected: T his he grants to be the 
ſame, which Chriſtian Writers uſe at this Day in 
the Interpretation of the Prophets. The other 
Fooleries, not to ſpeak worſe, engrafted upon the 
found Part, only prove the Truth' of thoſe Pro- 
phecies, wherein God ſays, + I will proceed to do 
a marvellous Work among this People, a marvellous 
Work and a Vonder: For the Wiſdom of their Wiſe- 
Men 
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Men ſhall periſh, and the Underftanding of their 
Men ſhall be hid. This is the ſame Curſe 
in other Words predicted by Moſes in Deut. xxvin. 
29. Thou ſhalt prope at Noon-Day, as the Blind 
gropeth in Darkneſs. | 
As this is true in Regard to the Jews to this 


very Day, ſo is it equally true, that the Goſpel 


was once loſt to all ſpiritual Interpretation, though 
it was delivered to the Nations of the whole Earth; 
and at laſt it was even ſhut up from the Sight of 
the People: A Conqueſt this more amazing over 
the Goſpel than the Traditions of Men over the 
Law and the Prophets, becauſe the Records of the 
new Covenant were given to many Nations, dif- 
ferent in' Language, and in Polity. 

- Moſt Chriſtian Writers make this reading of the 
Law to be a Figure of Chriſt, who was to fulfil 
the Law, Matt. v. 17. and to write it in the 
Hearts, Jerem. xxxi. 33. What Figure did it then 
fulfil in being read only upon a ſeventh Tear? And 
as ſome Jews inform us, only upon the #ghth 
1 Day of the Feaft of Taberna- 

> 

Meyer aſſigns two Reaſons for this, which he 
draws from the Hebrew Writers: The firſt is, 
that it was not done. in every Year, leaſt the Fre- 
quency ſhould beget leſs Veneration for the Law; 
and the ſecond Accounts for the Limitation to the 
Feaſt of Tabernacles, becauſe the Mind was the 
leſs -anxious, when the gathering of the whole 


Harveſt for the Year was concluded; Such Rea- 
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the Sabbatical Year may be well eſteemed, ſince 
nothing was ſuperior to ir, but the Jubilee. Be- 
ſides, if it were fulfilled under the Law, it is at 
an End, and can have no Place under the Goſpel. 
Let us ſearch then for a more illuſtrious Bellen 
of God, which will reflect greater Splendor upon 
Moſes, and on Jeſus Chriſt his Maſter. 
In reading therefore the Law on a ſeventh Year, 
we may perceive ſuch a tacit Inſinuation as a Type 
affords, that it ſhall be read, that is, underſtood 
on ſuch a Period in a Way far tranſcending an 
preceding Times. It is evident that the Goſpe 
(which in “ St. Paul's Senſe was preached to Abra- 
ham, as the Myſteries of the Types and Figures 
of the patriarchal Religion were ſpiritually diſce 
ed by him) this Gofpel has been more and more 
unfolding the hidden Councils. of God, from that 
Time to- this Period of the World's Age, in which 
we are now. As the Wiſdom of God command- 
ed an extraordinary Bleſſing in the old Covenant 
on a fixth Year; ſo we may expect to find the ſpi- 
ritual Bleſſing of the new Covenant, the Dew of 
Heaven, and the Rain of Increaſe in the Know- 
ledge of the Myſteries of the Kingdom, poured out 
on the ſixth great Year of the World. For this 
End a Way has been opened by that Portion of 
the Catholic Church, redeemed out of the Bondage 
of Popery, and its Scholaſtic Divinity, and alſo 
by the Art of Printing, which Providence reſer- 
ved for this latter Part of the fixth Chiliad of the 
World: Thus + Daniel ſpeaking of the End of 
the Days, and the Time of the End, ver. 4. ſays, 
that many ſhall run to and fro, and Knowledge ſhall 
be increaſed. Thus alſo God ſpeaks, my Doctrine 
ſhall be as the Rain; —

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Dew, and as the Showers upon the Graſs. This 
Expectation agrees with St. Jobn in Rev. xi. 16. that 
it rained not in the Days of the Propheſying of the 
two Witneſſes in Sackcloth, whom I take to be Moſes 
and Jeſus Chriſt, the Law and the Goſpel, which are 
both in Sackcloth. Nor will they probably have 
the ſpiritual Reſurrection and Aſcenſion, till God 
ſhall rain an overflowing Rain, and great Hailſtones, 
and Fire and Brimſtone. This Baptiſm of the Fa- 
ther in Fire, is, according to the Meaſure of my 
Light, very near: When all outward Nature, the 
whole Magia of it, all the alive and paſſive Ele- 
ments, ſhall be ſwallowed up into a better State; 
when * every Man ſhall be with his Hands upon 
his Loins, as a Woman in Travel, and all Faces ſhall 
be turned into Paleneſs, which Image is repeated 
by Nabum, chap. ii. 10. Much Pain is in all Loins, 
and the Faces of them all gather Blackneſs. There 
is coming upon ell Fleſh, Few and Gentile, ſuch an 
inward Anguiſh and Diſtreſs, that + Mens Hearts 
ſhall fail for Fear, and for looking for the Things, 
which are coming upon the Earth; for all the F 
Tribes of the Earth ſhall mourn. 

To return, The Progreſs of phyſical Know- 
ledge moves ſlow, as it combats the Pride and 
Prejudices of learned Men : Spiritual Knowledge 
goes Jo flower, becauſe it has the Corrupti- 
ons of the human Heart to ſtruggle with, which 
1s a ſtronger Prejudice than the fi But in what 
Age of the Chriſtian Church, ſince the three firſt 
Centuries, has the Doctrine of Regeneration been 
fo taught, a Birth of the Nature of the Word and 
holy Spirit, a Seed of the primordial Light and 
Wind, by a myſtical, a hidden Conception of the 
Light of. Lite, and the Spirit of Truth, or __ 

whic 


= Jer. xxx.,6. + Luke xxi. 26 f Matt. xxiv. 30. 
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which has Life in itſelf, into the Darkneſs of Man's 
Spirit, who by the Sin of Adam has loſt theſe holy 
Twins of the Father, emaning out of the Midſt of 
his eternal, infinite, and ever-living Fire, in all 
Worlds, one. When had this Corner-Stone of the 
Goſpel ſo many Witneſſes, as it has of late with- 
in a Century, among the purer Writers of the 
Quakers, on the Nature of Baptiſm, and the Com- 
munion of the Body and Blood of our ſecond A. 
dam, as he is glorified ? Many falſe Brethren will 
corrupt, and falſe Enthuſiaſm, which is Satan's 
Mimickry of God, will follow cloſe at the Heels 
of the true. Such are the Moravians, who wor- 
ſhip the Baal. peor of the Moabites and Ammonites, 
who have ſtole the Phraſes of the ſacred Writings, 
and defiled them with the Dregs of Senſuality : 
Such are the Teachers of an inſtantaneous Rege- 
neration, ſtill more deformed with the horrible Prin- 
ciples of the abſolute Decrees of Predeſtination 
and Reprobation, which Perſons of a warm Ima- 
gination and a natural Gift of declaiming their 
Hour without Order or Connection, upon the lit- 
tle Compaſs of the Calviniſtical Theology, are 
ready to harangue their Audience upon. Theſe 
mighty Orators, who if they thought, read, medi- 
tated, or knew more, would ſpeak leſs, excite the 
Admiration of the Ignorant of both Sexes, and 
afford Matter of Aſtoniſhment and Diſguſt to thoſe, 
who are not Babes, but feilful in the Word. How- 
ever, let God and his Word be true, and every 
other Man a Liar : Regeneration is the Whole of 
the Goſpel, but it is as ſilent, ſweet and peacetul, 
yet as operative and full of Energy, as the Kiſs 
and Embrace of Light and Air, upon the Seeds in 
the Ground : They quicken and cheriſh them with- 
eut Noiſe or Violence of Storm and Tempeſt, or 

H 4 the 
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the raging Flames of Fire on a Mountain's Top. 
Elijab ſtretched himſelf * only three Times on the dead 
Child, and the Spirit of his Lives returned to him: 
+ Elfba twice lay himſelf upon rhe Shunamute's Son, 
when he neezed ſeven Times, and his Eyes opened, 
his periſhed Lives returned one after the other. 
This was all the Vehemence, and Noiſe of ſuch a 
miraculous Work. 

Now the particular Command to read the Law 
on the greateſt and laſt of all the Feſtivals within the 
feven Moons of the ſacred Year, ſhews in a Figure, 
that the; Strength of the Law, (which is Death paſ- 
ſed upon all Men through the firſt Diſabedience of 
Adam,) muſt be explained by the Law of the Spi- 
rit of Life, when the fulleſt Senſe of the Feuſ of 
T abernacles ſhall be opened to the Church by the 
Spirit of Prophecy, which is the true Teſtimany of Jeſus 
Chriſt. For as the Miniſtration of Condemnation 
was glorious, much more ſhall the Miniſtration of 
Righteouſneſs exceed in Glory, Here the Law by St. 
Paul called the Strength of Sin, and the Miniftration 
of Condenmation, being a Record and Memorial of 
Death over all Men, ſhall end in the Sabbatic 
Year; wherein not the Promiſe in a written Word, 
but the Power of the Ford of Life and the Spirit 
of Liſe, the Seed of Iſaac and Jacob in one, ſhall 
riſe up in /even new Spirits, and ſubdue all the 
Powers of outward Nature; the Fire, the Light, 
the Wind, the Water, and the Earth, into itlelf, 
as 2 Footflocl, a lower Manifeſtation beneath the 
Throne, which is infinitely more glorious as the 
Head above the Feet. This State will be the re- 
anion of the ſeven Lights and their Veſſels, —

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three firſt Sephiroth, or Emanations of the Deity, 
which are called three Fathers, and were typified in 
Abraham, Iſaac and Jacob, the Fathers, to whom 
the Promiſes were made. The Cabaliſts frequently 
call three one, and even a Decad one, by which they 
mean the utmoſt Unity, where no middle Nature 
divides or comes between the powers united, and 
immediate out of one another. The Veſſels, which 
ſo continually occur in theſe Writers, mean, that 
every inner Spirit has its Vehicle, Garment or 
Covering of Glory, as we may ſpeak its ſpiritual 
Body, to a& upon, and manifeſt its hidden Life and 
Power through that Medium. Neither the Law 
nor the Golpel give any Room for the Notion of 
pure immaterial Spirits, that is, without any Body 
at all : The Jews believe a great Difference of Spi- 
rits, and various Orders of them, and: that the 
moſt exalted have the pureſt Bodies, Garments, 
or Vehicles: Which Sentiment is more Chriſtian, 
than * that of the Author of the Alliance between 
Church and State, whatever Behmeni/1 or Spinoziſm 
may be included in it. | 
To return : The Love of God in Chriſt, which 
lies concealed in a Myſtery, will be more explained 
hereafter in the Feaſt of Tabernacles, in which 
+ alone was the laſt and greateſt Sacrifice of 70 Bul- 
locks on the ſeventh Moon, which the Jews confeſs 
to be offered for the 70 Nations of the World, 

that muſt become the Subjects of the Meſſiah. 
From theſe Conſiderations it may appear, why 
the Law ſhould-finiſh its reading at tis Time under 
the typical Oeconomy, as Death, the ſecond Death, 
will finiſh its Power over fome Portion of * con- 
emned

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demned Sinners on every ſabbatical Vear, the End 
of an Alu, or a full Age of 7000 Years. The 


Term of the ſecond Death, which St. John only 
uſes (who has taken all the pure part of the an- 
cient Cabala into his Revelation) is well known 
among the Jews: * Lightfoot quotes Onkelos on 
Deut. xxxiii. 6. and Fonathan on Tſai. Ixv. 6. 
uſing the very Term. 
By reading the Law is implied the true Know- 
ledge of it, for otherwiſe the Scripture repreſents 
Men, as having Eyes and ſeeing not, and having Ears 
and bearing not. Jerem. v. 21. And again, in Jai. 
xliii, 8. bring forth the blind people, that have Eyes, 
and the deaf, that have Ears. 
At this Solemnity, Women and Children, and 
even Strangers were to be preſent. The Hebrew 
Writers-inform us, that it was performed in the 
Court of the Women, in the holy Tongue, by the 
King or High-Prieft, in the Ears of all the People. 
Now under the Goſpel, which is the Glad-Tidings 
of all the Shadows and typical Bleſſings, the great 
King and the High-Prieſt is the one Son beloved of 
Father and Mother, in whom the Fulneſ5, the Sevens 
of the Godhead dwells, the Eſſence of Abraham is 
ured into him, in whom the Kingdom and Prieſt- 
Rood meet as the double Portion above all the + Sons 
of God, as the royal Prophet witneſſes under the 
Law, and St. Paul under the Goſpel. Now this 
heavenly Adam explains the Law of Death reigning 
over all through one Man's Diſobedience, by the Law 
of the Spirit of Life in himſelf, reigning unto 7u/- 
tification. of Life unto all Men. This is the Glory 
of the fifth Chapter of St. Paul to the Romans, 
a Hence

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Hence the Lord Jeſus Chriſt, the Bowels of his 
Father's Mercy and Love, in his Catholic Church 
embraces all Nations for his People, Men, Women 
and Children, and _— to the typical Abraham 


according to the Fleſh, but Heirs through Faith, 
the Gaſpet of the Circumciſion in the Spirit, of which 
the other was a Figure in their Fleſb, the Curſe, the 
Power and Cauſe of Death to Adam: For as he was 
changed by his Fall, we muſt be changed into Spi- 
rit by the Redemption, in the Power of a new Ge- 
neration. 

The Signification of reading the Law in the 
Women's Court, cannot be fully opened, till a 
greater Knowledge of the Fall of Adam be given, 
which can only unfold the Reaſons of a double 
Time preſcribed for the Purification of a female 
Child in the Law. Lev. xii. 5. It is ſufficient for 
us to be aſſured, that through our Head Jeſus Chriſt 
we ſhall be brought back into the loſt Glories, 
which muſt cloath the divine Eve, who accordin 
to the excellent * Cudworth is the Bride, the Siſ- 
ter, the Daughter of Adam : The meaning of this 
is, that ſhe is a reflected Image from the ſame hea- 
venly Powers, as the Head is, who is the ftronger 
Glory, whether in Fire, or Light, or any other Prin- 
ciple. This Daughter of the new Jeruſalem muſt 
be taken and built up out of the Water and Blood 
of Feſus Chriſt, in whoſe Temple is no more Hard- 
neſs than in Light and Air, or the Body of a Rain- 


bow. For to be Fleſh of his Fl:þ and Bone of his 


Bone, means only to be of ſuch a Nature, as he

* Cudworth's Union of Chriſt and the Church ſhadowed, 
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eoupled Cherubim, the right and left Hand of the 
Father, the moſt beautiful Son and Daughter in one 
Perſen, of all Beauties inner and outer. This Truth 
Ezekiel points out in Chap. xli. 19. There was a 
Palm-Tree between a Cherub and a Cherub, and 
Cherub had two Faces. The Diſtinction between 
the Water and Blood of the only begotten of the Fa- 
ther, which Cudworth mentions-in Page 29 of the 
Treatiſe before cited, ſeems to be vain; that the 
one is for Juſtification, and the other for Sanctifi- 
cation: Both Water and Blood juſtify and ſanctify, 
and are Pledges of two in one, the Male and Fe- 
male: The Water leads into the Virgin Daughter 
of the holy Place, and the Blood, a more divine 
Water into the Holy of Holies, amidſt the Fires of 
Fehovah, the inmoſt Faces of Jab. The Jews knew 
this Myſtery, which is to be found among the adul- 
terous Mixtures of their later Cabaliſts, who have 
preſerved many more valuable Truths of the an- 
cient Church than the Thalmudiſts ; though they 
have darkened and confounded them from En 
to the Chriſtians, and for fear of Conviction from 
their own Doctrines; ſo that as Hulfius in his Theo- 
logia Judaica juſtly obſerves, They underſtand dark- 
ly their own dark Writings. The heavenly Virgin 
however, the Daughter of God, was repreſented 
' by the ſeven golden Lamps on one Candleſtick, 
| whoſe principal Branch bent weſtward toward the 
Holy of Holes, that it might receive the ſuperior 
Influence of the Bridegroom which the Veil then 
divided, but does no longer, ſince Jeſus Chriſt the 
Son has married our Fleſb, and brought the Heavens 
don to us. This Truth was ſpread among the 
| Gentiles, and received into the School of Pythago- 
'ras from the Fountain of Hebrew Knowledge: 
Hence 
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Hence they called the * Number ſeven Minerva, a 
barren Virgin. They as well as the Jews corrupt- 
ed theſe ancient Truths, which were a part of the 
fpiritual Senſe taught by the Sons of the Prophets, 
and derived from the Spirit 'of Prophecy in the 
+Days of Moſes, which he and they taught from 
the Rites and Services of his Tabernacle and Law, 
in the continual Uſe of that Number, in the Sprink- 
ling of Blood, the Root of all, and in the Lights 
of the Sanctuary, in the Sabbaths of Weeks, Months, 
and Years. The many ſtrange Additions, by which 
the unclean Spirits, like Frogs out of the Mouth 
of the falſe Prophet, (the one corrupt Interpreter 
of the Law or the Goſpel) have defiled the Sanc- 
tuary of God, make the moſt leading Truths ſuſ- 
peed ; juſt as the wild Dreams and Reveries of 
our Declaimers on Regeneration have made that 
Foundation-Stone to be rejected by many Builders, 
who have turned the Goſpel into a Syſtem of Ethics 
only, when it is the Implantation of divine and 
metaphyſical Powers, the Gift of a new Spirit to 
draw out the periſhed Woman made under the Law of 
Death, and re- unite her to the heavenly Bridegroom, 
who has Life in himſelf: Our moral Works are 
only Fruits of the Tree of Life within us, and not 
the Root that bears the Branches. 

Now the Subſtance or Bleſſing ſignified by read- 
ing the Law in the Court of the Women, will be 
fulfilled in meeting the Higb-Prięſt and King of the 
Glory, the double Schechinah of the two holy Places, 
when our redeemed Natures ſhall be the Bride, the 
Virgin, in the Beauty of the ſpiritual and immor- 


tal Bodies, the Garments of Glory and Salvation. 


Here

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Here all the Congregation muſt firſt meet God 


the Son, our Redeemer, our Bridegroom, who will 
rejoice over his own Children and Brethren, as a 


Bridegroom over his Bride. This firſt Aſſembly of 
the Firſt-born, and Firſt-fruits for the ſabbaticalYear, 
will be found altogether after 120 Days, which is 
the Time for the Purification of the Male and 
Female Birth both together, in Lev. xii. The 
ſame Number of Jubilees anſwering to theſe Days 
make 6000 Years ; and fix Moons by thirty Days 
to each, which was the ancient Meaſure, and is 
uſed by St. John in the 1260 Days, and the forty- 
two Months, for three Years and an half; theſe 
Moons by the Jubilee and Century, the double 
Computation of the Jew and Gentile Church en- 
grafted into one Body, fill up 6000 Years, and end 
in the great /eventh Moon of the Law, the + Memo- 
rial of blowing Trumpets, a Trumpet for a Jubilee. 
So long the Hidden Proceſs of the new Generation in 
Jeſus Chriſt appears, before the Blood of our fallen 
Birth will be ſubdued into his Mater of Life, and 
his Blood of Coverings, when all the holy Place, 
the Bride, the Lamb's Wife, ſhall come forth out of 
the Myſtery, or ſecret Chambers, and ſhall ſwal- 
low up the Curſe forever; when alſo the Male, the 
ſtrong one ſhall come out of his Chamber in the 
Holy of Holies, to receive the Children of the fir 
Reſurrection, into the fulleſt Glory, the perfect or 
double Man in the Lord. Only it muſt be obſerv- 
ed, that this firſt Period will be ſhortened by the 
extraordinary Favour of God, which is intimated 
in the Words of our Lord, Þ thoſe Days ſhall be 


ſhortened for the Elecl's Sake, while the other Ages 
| of

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of the ſecond Death through the other Sabbatical 
Years will run their full Length, and make up 
the different Degrees of the Wrath of the Lamb, 
which in “ another Place is repreſented by ſever 
golden Vials full of the Wrath of God : During theſe 
ſeven Plagues no Man will be able to enter the Tem- 
ple, and after them there is no more Wrath, but a 
Jubilee. The Goſpel is periſhed ; the Glory of the 
World, and the Thirſt for Fame and warhke Ho- 
nour, have quenched the Hunger and Thirſt for 
Heaven, and the Righteouſneſs thereof : Never 
was there more Impiety ſeen, than is manifeſt 
among thoſe, who are ſaid to fight the Lord's Bat- 
tles. His Battles are of another Sort; by other 
Weapons, and another Spirit, let all the Tongues 
of Babylon be ever ſo loud, they are of the + lying 

Spirit, and will be ſoon found ſo. 
As to reading the Law in the Hebrew Tongue, 
this has alſo its Myſtery, or inner Senſe, but not 
in that idle Way ſuppoſed by the Jews, who make 
a great Stir about mere Sounds, and boaſt of the 
holy Tongue, the Spirit of which they can know 
very little, who have rejected the Son, the great 
Prophet, and his golden Tongue the Goſpel of Peace 
to them, I who are near, and to them, who are far 
off. Words in no Language can be of any Value 
as Sounds: The Sun and Moon have juſt the ſame 
Nature and Operation, whatever be the Letters, 
and the Sounds of their Name. I have no doubt, 
that the holy Tongue of Moſes and the Prophets 
contains the Riches of Chriſt, and the manifold 
Wiſdom of God, which will be teſtified in & due 
Time, though what the ſpurious Cabaliſts aim at, 
is

It is not without a My- 
ſtery, that Barach has a double Senſe of 3eſſing and 
caring ;, that Jalad ſignifies to beget and bring 
forth too; and that Tamam, whence the Word 
Tummim or Thummim on the — © woah of the 
High- Prieſt is derived, ſignifies to conſume and to 
make perfect, with many others, which may be 

uced. The holy Tongue is the glorious Re- 
velation of the Mercy of the Lord Gods, to the 
two Malefactors, the firſt Thieves, Self. Idolaters, Sa- 
tan and Adam, fallen Angels, Fathers of Hoſts of 


- Angels, loſt and periſhed : Theſe hung on the 


right and left Hand of the Son of Love, unutter- 
able Love, whoſe Hands were pierced and ftretch- 
ed out for them, and towards them. This is Love 
and Magnificence of Mercy, which neither Greek 
nor Hebrew Words can expreſs : Be ſilent in Won- 
der, adore, bow down, and weep for Joy. Here 
is the Lip of God, the Mouth of his Son, preach- 
ing Peace and Salvation to us, who were once 
Gentiles, and “ not hrs People, while they, tobo were 


once his People, are no more ſo, but are groping in 


Darkneſs with the Records of that divine Saviour 


in their Hands, in whom the Gentiles ſo much 


deſpiſed and abhorred as Edomites and Moabites, 
have rejoiced more Centuries than their Law con- 


tinued: Seventy Jubilees are elapſed from Jacob's 


Eſcape out of Laban's Set vitude, and + God has 

not yet provoked them to Fealonſy. 
Even their own Writers, who confeſs that the 
I Name and with it the Bleſſing of T/rae! is gone 
among the Nations, cannot open their Eyes, nor 
dehver them from their Bondage to the vain Doc- 
trines

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trines and Traditions of Men; to the ſtupid Fables 
and Lies, and the horrible Ideas and Repreſenta- 
tions of God, his Nature and Government, which 
are to be found in ſo great Plenty in their Thal- 
muds and adulterous Cabaliſts. What Monu- 
ments of this Stamp may be read in the Biblio- 
theca Rabbinica of Barioloccius, in Magenſeilius, 
Pfeffer, Hornbeck and others! Every Ear would 
tingle at the Rehearſal of them. How clearly do 
theſe Things prove the dreadful Truth of that Pre- 
diction by Moſes above three thouſand Years paſt, 
that the * Lord ſhall ſinite thee with Madneſs and 
Blindneſs, and Aſtoniſhment of Heart: And theu ſbalt 
grope at Noon-Day, as the Blind gropeth in Darkneſs. 
What would their Sanbedrim, that Council full of 
the Zeal of the Lord's Houſe, have done to Stran- 
gers, who ſhould have wrote ſuch moſt ; ſhameful 
Deſcriptions of the bleſſed God, and have blaſ- 
phemed his adorable Nature, by aſcribing ſuch 
Imperfections and Weakneſſes to him, which are 
below the worſt part of human Nature ? This their 
Teachers and Writers have done in the Midſt of 


the weſtern Kingdoms of Chriſtianity, wherein they; 


have been Dwellers from the eleventh Century. 
What would they have done, had any Stranger, a 
Sejourner by Permiſſion, (as they are and muſt be 
under the Wrath of Gad, in every Tongue and 
People) ſaid or wrote one thouſandth Part of their 
moſt malignant and flagitious Calumnics, which 
they have poured out on the Meſheh, who is the 
Hope and Glery of the Gentiles, as their Prophets 
foretold of him ? They deſerve to be driven out of 


every Land, where the Name of Chriſt is named 


with Honour and Love ; and they would be more 
abhorred in every Kingdom of the Earth, as much

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as among Mahometans, where they are held in the 
loweſt Contempt ; and they would be forbidden to 
ſet foot, inſtead of expecting a Naturalization, in 
any Nation, that believe in the beloved Son of the 
Father. This would be their State, if the moſt exe- 
crable Blaſphemies againſt the Lord and his anoint- 
ed one, and againſt all, that bow down to his Name, 


were as well and commonly known to the Gene- 


rality of the Chriſtians, as they are to the few 
Men among them converſant in Hebrew Literature. 
Their Tholedoth Feſchu, and other Things brought 
to Light in Wagenſeiliuss fiery Darts of Satan, 
would bring the Curſe of Edom upon their own 
Heads, which they ſo earneſtly in their Prayers call 
upon God to ſend upon the Idumæan Kingdom, 
Chriſt's Kingdom, who is Eſau and Edom in their 
Eyes. | 

To return: The reading of the Law in the 
holy Tongue at this great Feaſt, intimates, the 
Knowledge of its ſpiritual Force and Comprehen- 
ſion, which St. Paul in the Phraſe of the Jews calls 
Propheſying,. that is, opening the hidden Senſe of 
the Figures and Rites of their Law, and the Pa/ſ- 


ſages in the Prophets, which relate to them. This 


will be firſt underſtood, when the Church of the 
Firſtborn gathered out of every Tongue from Ba- 
bel, the whole human Race under the great Ruins 
of Adam's Overthrow, ſhall meet their bleſſed Lord, 
and rejoice in the Treaſures of his heavenly Prieſt- 
hood and eternal Kingdom. He will be found to 
be Father and Mother, Brother and Siſter in one 
Parzuph, or Perſon, as their Zohar explains * the 
Tetragrammaton, the firſt Word Father, the ſecond 
Mother, the third Son, and the fourth Daughter: 
And indeed Fehovah is the Doubling of the Godhead, 

or

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or the Deity paſſing into a Birth of himſelf, as 


Abraham's whole Name, that 1s, all his Nature, 
paſſed into Iſaac by Generation. Here the firſt 
Confuſion of Tongues will End in univerſal Love, 
as Brethren, by having in them the holy Water of Life, 
and the Blood of the firſt-born Son of Jab, and his 
living Light and Breath, which kill the frange Blood 
and Fire, that Adam brought into his Nature by 
mixing the phy/ical Principles of the beaſtia! Creation, 
Spirit and Life, with the higher Elements of his An- 
gelical Birth : This was the firſt Adultery, the De- 
parture from his firſs Love, and the Loſs of the 
divine Image, and his deep Sleep to two inner Worlds, 
and Garments of Glory, The Children of this 
Kingdom are all of one Family, as the twelve Sons, 
and the Seventy were from Jacob's Loins, but they 
are not of equal Nearneſs, nor in one Glory : They 
enjoy the Bleſſings in common of that holy King- 
dom and Sabbath to Jehovah, which knows no Di- 
ſtinction of bond or free, of Few or Gentile, of 
Greek or Barbarian; for theſe Things are of the 
World, and make no Difference in the Eyes of 
God, who ſees all Men loſt in Adam, and naked in 
him. And are not the Gifts of God his own ? Is 
he bound in the Diſtribution of them to the nar- 
row Spint of the Jew, Chriſtian. or Heathen ? Is 
not the Foundation of the new Temple, * Grace, as 
Rabbi Menachem confeſſes? Did the bleſſed God 
chooſe the Jews to put his Name among them, for 
their Righteouſneſs either before or after their A- 
doption ? Read Moſes and the Prophets for this. 
Had not Abraham the Bleſſing before his Circum- 
ciſion, of which they boaſt ſo much? Was the Law 
a ſecond Pillar of Hebrew Pride, given until 430 
Years after the Promiſe ? Was he bleſſed as the

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Father of ene People or of many Nations? Will not 
the Jews yet ſee, that Abraham, according to the 
Spirit of that Name, is no more their Father than 
the Father of the Gentiles ? Are they yet“ uncircum- 
ciſed in Heart and Ear ? Then will God puniſh + the 
circumciſed with the uncircumciſed : Then ſhall the 
younger Brother of the Gentiles, (as old however as 
Adam, the firſt Gentile in his Fall, a Syrian ready to 
periſh in Nakedneſs and Poverty) continue to take 
from them the double Portion and Bleſſing of the 
Prieſthood and Kingdom, while they are ſpeaking 
high Things 1700 Years longer of the Circumci- 
ſion in the FLESH of their Foreſtin, which was a 


Mark of divine Reprobation put upon all the Body 


of Fleſb, whoſe Birth by their Law was ſhewed to 
be unclean, and the very Work and Wages of 
Adam's Sin. The Gentiles, who are the Circumciſion 
in the Heart and Spirit, ſee the Body of Sin, Fleſh, 
wherein I dwelleth no good Thing, to be the Curſe, 
which is to be crucified and treated as a Malefac- 
tor, as it was always conſuming and aboliſhing in 
the Wrath of the Fire, Light and Wind of the Al- 
tar, the typical Three in One: The new and inner 
Men of Spirit riſes within this curſed Fleſh, and en- 
ters the Cloud of Glory, the covering Cherub of Fe- 
fas Chrift, who puts to death Fleſh and all its Luſts, 
the Life of the Beaſt in us, and plants Spirit, the 
Man born of God, upon the continual Circumciſion 
and Crucifixion of the Old Adam. By the Law all 
Fleſh is Death, and given tu the devouring Fire, the 
Fire of God's Jealouſy againſt Eſau, the rough fairy 
Man, the Birth of the fallen Archangel Adam from 
rhe Diviſion of his Properties. This Fleþ is the 
I here, and the Heart of a whoriſh Woman, is in 
the unclean Blood, wherein Spirit moves by the 
Fall. 


Lev. xxvi. 41. f Jer. vi. 10.---ix. 25, 26. f Rom. vii. 18, 
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Fall. Spirit is Life, and the Birth of God, which 
lives in the new Water and Blood of the ſecond Adam 
Jeſus Chriſt, a middle Nature, one with God up- 
wards from the Shoulders, and one with Man down- 
wards, as the typical Garments of the High-Prieſt 
ſhewed this Myſtery, from the Crown of Holineſs 
on the Forehead, to the Feet of the Mediator down- 
wards, who is the Son of Adam in Glery. 

Let us not wonder, that the falſe Prophet con- 
ſidered as the corrupt Interpreter of the Law, and 
by the true Prophets, called the lying Lip, the falſe 
and ſtammering Tongue, in the Prieſt and Prophet, 
ſhould deceive the People; or that he ſhould pre- 
vail under Moſes, before and after the Babylonian 
Captivity, over the few Servants of God, who 
ſpake neither /oft nor ſmooth Things. This is not 
{o great Matter of Admiration, as the Loſs of the 
Goſpel given to all Nations, whoſe Life and Spirit 
died away by many falſe Tongues, under the Dark- 
neſs and Confuſion of Popery, where the Giſts of 
Propheſying ceaſed in a general View : Nor is the 
Spirit of Interpreting the ſacred Writings riſen out 
of the long Sleep, and out of the Duſt. It is not 
yet cloathed with beautiful Garments, nor are its 
Feet ſeen upon the Mountains, beautiful and leap- 
ing as a Hart, nor its Tongue looſed to proclaim 
glad Tidings of great Joy to all Fleſb, who ſhall 
lee the Salvation of our God. 

We are now towards the Evening, the Declenſion 
of the great ſixth Year and /ixth Year of the World, 
wherein the Vael of God are paſſing through the 
Fordan of heavenly Water, which divides the Earth 
and Water, out of which our Bodies of Death are 
taken, and hardened into Bone, and Sinew, and 
Fleſh, by the Spirit of the Air, which forms the 


Beaſt into his Image. By the Waters from on high 
I 3 coming 
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coming into them, their Souls taſte a new Life 
in this covering Garment, and go on aſcending to 
the Reſt and Cænaan of God, the good Land, while 
the greateſt Part of the World ſhall die in the 
Wilderneſs, in their unregenerate State, for their 
Time and Portion, while the Wrath of God en- 
dureth under the ſecond Death, the laſt Vengeance 
of God in Fire. 

This firſt Sabbatical Year will be enjoyed only by 
thirteen Bullocks, thirteen Portions of Mankind out 
of ſeventy, whoſe corrupt Blood has been pouring 
out, and all its falſe Lite dying daily by the inner 
Croſs of Chriſt, and the Power of a new Spirit, 
Reſurrection, and Aſcenſion in him, while the 
Blood of the Lamb has been ſprinkling him, and 
kindling the hidden Fire, the perpetual Glory of the 
new golden Altar. "Theſe Myſteries of the Lord's 
Prieſthood and XNingdem, will appear openly on the 
firſt Day of the Feaſt of Tabernacles on high, when 
the old Tent of this earthly Houſe ſhall be re- 
moved out of the Way, and the Redeemed ſhall 
be ſeen in the Garden of God, clothed * with white 
Robes, and Palms in their Hands, an innumerable 
Company out of all Nations, Kindreds, and Peoples, 
and Tongues : They ſhall walk in the + Stones, in 
the Strength, Majeſty, Power and Dominion of 
Hire, Gnoloth, I Aſcenſions, Fire-offerings, a Sa- 
vcur of Reſt unto Jebovab. 

Let not the Jews ſtill imagine, that the twelve 
Tribes, and a choice Portion of the Pricſthood out 
of Aaron's Houſe, belong to them. They have re- 
fuſed to receive the true Water and Blood of ſprink- 
ling and covering, which the holy Lamb of the f 


Year in Heaven maniteſted on the Croſs, through 
the 


Rev. vii. 9, 10. Þ Ezek. xxviii. 14* 16. f Lev. 
1. 13. ; 
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the Medium of a Body of Fl:þh, the Curſe aſſumed 
into Union, to perfect the divine Sufferer, and to 
ſhew his Obedience to his Father, and both their 
Loves to us, poor Wretches, diſinherited and pe- 
riſhed Children; and to bring to light the Powers 
of his Prieſthood, of which the Aarenical Miniſtry 
was a Figure. They continue to refuſe this Wa- 
ter and Blood, and want the Blood of Goats and 
Bulls, and the Water of the Laver again: They 
will not receive his Fire, Light, and Spirit on the 
two Altars of his Temple, which he could build up 
in them, if they had as much Faith in the Spirit, 
as they have in the Letter of the Law. They have 
not even the Zypicet Water and Blood, nor Fire, 
nor Incenſe, which they have been looking for 1700 
Years. They muſt die under the Curſe of Adam's 
Sin, and in the Guilt of many perſonal Offences, 
ſince they have deſpiſed the Gocßel of Grace; for 
neither they, nor their Forefathers, ever kept all 
the Words of the Law, and ſcarce any, if we be- 
lieve their ſacred Hiſtorians, the Prophets. Had 
they done ſo, for what End then was there a con- 
tinual Offering for Sin, and a Remembrance of it 
Evening and Morning, beſides other Treſpaſs, and 
Sin-offerings? Or why then does every Prophet 
from Moſes to Malachi complain fo loudly of the 
great Iniquity and Diſobedience of this People? 
All the Prophecies therefore, which they vainly ap- 
ply to themſelves and their Reſtoration in this 
World, may be very well underſtood of ober 
Times and Ages, when they with the reſt of periſh- 
ed Mankind (for the Gentiles are connected with 
theſe Prophecies) ſhall be brought out of the on- 
derful Plagues, and ſore Sickneſs, and of long Con- 
tinuance predicted by * Moſes, which the ſecond

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Death, the ſecond Law of Moſes, ſhall be attended 
with. Theſe will be much ſorer Puniſhments, as 
St. Paul (whoſe Eyes were opened to ſee the Spi- 
rituality of the Law) ſpeaks in Heb. x. 29. than 
any which the Houſe of Judgment below could poſ- 
fibly inflict, as for the greateſt Offence it could 
only kill the Body a little before its Time : Where- 
as the Meſſiah has declared another Wrath to come, 
when he will caſt both Saul and Body into the Fire 
of Hell, without any Regard of Perſons, Few or 
Gentile, who have not obeyed his Goſpel, where 1t 
is revealed, nor the Law written upon their Hearts, 
where it is not known. Their fond Hopes built 
on theſe Prophecies, which may be verified in an- 
other Way, may deceive them and others too ; 
for God has given them up to believe a Lie, all the 
Lies and Calumnies of their blind Guides, Scribes 
and Phariſees, Prieſts and Prophets, who killed 
their Meſſiah, as it was foretold; and in theſe 
Guides they ſtill believe, rejecting the Goſpel of 
their Law, and expecting for ſo great a Tract of 
Time as ſeventeen Centuries the Advent of Chrift 
to reſtore them to the o/d Canaan, a Figure of the 
good Land above in Heaven. The hankering after 
this, has blinded their carnal Hearts, and bound 
the Foreſkin thereof harder about them, that they 
have not yet ſeen the /piritual Kingdom of the be- 
loved Son, who has been anointed Prieſs and King 
over all Nations, by a triumphant Reſurrection, 
and a viſible Aſcenſion into the Glory, the Boſom 
of the Father, where he reigns the Adam of Azi- 
luth, the beautiful One, in that“ Schechinah, and in 
thoſe Garments, where all Things are engraven, 
Angels, and the holy Animals, Seraphims, Heaven 
and Earth.

The Chriſtian Nations become mere Money- 
Changers, may be juſtly deceived by looking out 
for the Babylon and Antichriſt at Rome, to fall be- 
fore the End cometh.

Will it not come, as the 
beloved Prophet, who knows the Myſteries of his 
Lord's Kingdom, characterizes the Time in Rev. 
xi. 9, 10, 11. when they of the Peoples, Tribes, 
and Tongues and Nations, ſhall ſee the dead Bodies of 
the two Witneſſes, the double Prophecies of the 
Moſaic and Evangelical Revelation, deſpiſed and re- 
jected ? May not God give up theſe Men of Earth, 
the Children of the World, to feed their greedy and 
carnal Hearts with the golden View of more Plenty, 
of Trade and Commerce over the whole World, 
which ſhall bring Þ Gold and Silver, precious Stones 
and Pearls, fine Linen, Purple and Silk, and Scarlet, 
Ivory, Braſs, Iron, Marble, Cinnamon and Odours, 
Ointments, Frankincenſe, Wine, Oil, fine Flour, Wheat, 
Sheep, Horſes, Chariots, Bodies, and Souls of Men. 
This is the 7ew's Kingdom for the Maſſiab, which 
has got a new Name among Chriſtians, of Wiſdom, 
Power, Glory, and Salvation. Will not theſe very 
Things, the very World, the Pride of Life, the 
Luſt of the Eyes and of the Fleſh, blind the de- 
generate Chriſtians, after which Idols they go a 
Whoring, with all their Strength, Soul and Under- 
ſtanding ? Is not Covetouſneſs Idolatry, and is not 
this greedy Age full of ſuch Worſhippers of the 
falſe Mammon ? Did not God as Joſephus informs 
us, give the Jews four Years of extraordinary 
Plenty, by which they were rendered more obſti- 
nate

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nate and unbelieving in the Prophecies denoun- 
cing their Deſtruction at Hand ? Does not Eſdras 
take Notice of this Snare and Delufion ? Behold, 
Viftuals ſhall be ſo good cheap upon Earth, that they 
ſpall think themſelves to be in good Caſe, and even then 
ſhall Plagues grow upon Earth, * Sword, Famine, and 
great Confuſion. Does he not obſerve another Par- 
ticular; however his Vifion came? As when + a Mo- 
man with Child in the ninihb Month, bringeth forth 
her Son; within two or three Hours of her Birth, 
great Pains compaſs her, which Pains when the Child 
cometh forth, ſlack not a Moment: Even ſo, ſhall not 
the Plagues be flack to come upon Earth, and the World 
ſhall mourn, and Sorrow ſball come upon it on every 
Side. This anſwers to the Teſtimony of St. John, 
who tells us, that the Plagues upon Babylon ſhall 
come in one Day, Rev. xviu. 8. 

The Iniquities of all Kingdoms, that confeſs 
Chriſt, abound more and more: Luxury and Ava- 
rice, two Wombs fruitful in every Vice, increaſe as 
Fulneſs of Bread increaſes: And the Battle of Mar- 
riors with confuſed Noiſe, and Garments rolled in 
Blood, make the Croſs of Chriſt Fooliſhneſs : Fame 
and Glory of the Arm of Fleſb make the great 
Charter of Life and Immortality of no Price, and 
render a Zeal and Courage to ſecure a Right to 
the Citizenſpip of Heaven, and the Liberty of Sons 
of God, a Work by the by, a Thing thrown into 
the Bargain. Why may not we be blinded with 
Succeſs, unleſs it be a fure Teſt of Providence 
on our Side, for the many crying Sins of the 
Kirgdom, wherein Chriſt is crucified, as much as 
in that great City, which ſpiritually & is Sodom and 
AExypt. Why may not a ſtrong Deluſion be ſent 

5 upon 
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upon us, that we may believe a Lie? Does the 
ſuperior Piety and Love of God reigning among 
our Army and Navy deſerve an Exemption from 
ſuch a Snare? May we not among the Peoples be 
crying out Peace and Safety, the Glory of the 
World ſhall ſtand, when the * Lord is giving the 
Nations the Cup of his Fury to drink: When a Noiſe 
is come to the Ends of the Earth, for the Lord hath 
a Controverſy with all Fleſh : Behold, Evil ſhall go 
forth from Nation to Nation : And the Slain of the 
Lord ſhall be at that Day, from one End of the Earth, 
even unto the other End of the Earth : They ſhall not 
be lamented, neither gathered, nor buried, they ſhall be 
as Dung upon the Ground. Let the divine Conduct 
in Time paſt guide our Judgment of Things, and 

not the vain Opinions and noiſy Tongues of the 
Children of this World, which ſpeak well of their 
own, as they have but one View like Eſau, and 
that a falſe one. 


The laſt Circumſtance, which we ſhall con- 
ſider on the Subject of the Seventh Tear, 
is the Releaſe of Hebrew Servants into Li- 
berty after Six Years. If thy Brother, an 
Hebrew Man, or an Hebrew Woman be ſold 
unto thee, and ſerve then fix Years, then in 
the ſeventh Year thou ſhalt let him go free 
from thee. Deut. xv. 12. 


Though ſome have reckoned this among the Pri- 
vileges of the ſeventh Year, among whom 1s the 
celebrated Mede in his 37th Diſcourle; yet Meyer, 
after examining the Reaſons on both Sides Icaves 
it 
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it doubtful : But Reland ſupports the contrary Opi- 
nion from Exod. xxi. 4. compared with Ferem. ch. 
xxxiv. 14. The Jews alſo, who are in general pret- 
ty exact Relators of ancient Uſages, favour the 
ſame Way of Thinking. Upolinus, in his Edition 
of Reland's Antiquities, cites Maimonides and the 
old Commentary, Siphra, fol. 270. 1. 

The Releaſe of Hebrew Servants after full fix 
Years appears to prefigure a much more important 
Truth, in which the divine Goodneſs and Bounty 
ſhine with the brighteſt Light. This State of Ser- 
vitude among the Jews was occaſioned by extreme 
Poverty, Debt, or Theft: It was impoſed by the 
Hand of civil Power, but extended only to He- 
brews, who are called Sons or Daughters of-1/rael. 
This Circumſtance of the Type muſt be explained 
by the Goſpel, as it repreſents the /pirizual Hebrews, 
(who are Sons of the Regeneration, and have the 
Circumciſion in the Heart and Spirit,) going out of 
the great Servitude of Sin unto Death brought b 
Adam, into the Liberty, wherewith the Sen, who 
has the Bride, the Mother of us all, ſhell make them 


free. Six Myſtic Years muſt be fulfilled, betore all 


the Proceſs of Jeſus Chriſt in ſix new Powers of 
Heaven, the Brother with the Siſter, anſwering to 
the /ix Days of the firſt Creation, will be perfected 
for the firſt Redemption, which will carry all the 
Iſrael! into the Sabbath. Theſe fix Days of the new 
Creation in Chrift, are by their ſpiritual Interpreters 
called the + Garment of wrought Gold, and the 
Daughter of the King for Wife to him, who kills 
the Serpent. The Jews named the fixth Year the 
Evening of the ſeventh Year, as the ſixth Day was 
reckoned as the Evening of the ſeventh Day; and 

ac- 
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according to Rambam all Buſineſs about the Land 
was prohibited thirty Days before the firſt of the 
ſeventh Moon, Tizri. This Particularity they pre- 
tended to have had from the oral Cabala, the ſpi- 
ritual Senſe of the Rites and Figures, which Moſes 
gave them at Mount Sinai; and who would have 
doubted, but the * Spirit of Propheſy was then gi- 
ven, if we had not received fo full an Account of 
it. This therefore we may believe, without any 
Regard to the modern Cabala, to have been a Tra- 
dition derived from the Schools and Sons of the 
Prophets upon ſome Paſſage of their Law, or Pro- 
phets, which bears a Teſtimony, that the firſt Sab- 
batical Year at leaſt ſhall begin before the full Pe- 
riod, as they ceaſed from the Labours of ſowing 
and planting thirty Days preceding, and in ſome 
Things no Work was done beyond the Day of Pen- 
tecoſte of the ſixth Year. The latter Hebrews, 
when the Prophets of God were no more among 
them, adulterated the antient Interpretation of 
their Ritual by new and ſtrange Mixtures ; and to 
give a Sanction to their Hay and Stubble, caſt in 
tome of the pure Gold and Silver of the true Pro- 
phets, and then pretended 1t to be all the oral, un- 
written Doctrine received from Moſes, and deliver- 
ed from Mouth to Mouth down to their Days. As 
then in the Law of Figures the Jews counted the 
ſixth Day the Evening of the Sabbath, and the 
ſixth Year the Evening of the Seventh, ſo it is 
very probable, that this particular was at firſt found- 
ed on ſome Paſſages of the Prophets concealed from 
the Chriſtians, and now perhaps loſt to themſelves. 
After Origen and Jerome, all Traces of Hebrew 
Learning periſhed. 


The 
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The ſhortening of one Period St. Paul took from 
Jaiab, ch. x. 22, 23, which Paſſage is obſcurely 
tranſlated : For in the Prophet it 1s a finiſhing or 
an End cut off, that is, ſhortened of its Terms 
and Limits. Schmidius places certus Numerus, a de- 
termined Number, to the Words Conſummatio de- 
ciſa, Killaon Charutz. The * Apoſtle underſtood 
it of a Number cut or ſhortened : And after ſuch 
Authority this muſt be the undoubted Senſe of that 
Paſſage in the ancient Prophet; and it is moſt pro- 
bable, that upon theſe Words once well underſtood 
the Hebrews to this Day expect the Manifeſtation 
of the Meſſiab towards the End of the ſixth Chiliad, 
as learned Windet has ſhewn in the State of Dead, 
p. 140 and 144. This is the ſecona Coming in Glory, 
to judge among the + Nations, and to rebuke many 
People; it is the Day of the great Slaughter, and 
Sacrifice ſpoke of by Ezek. xxxix. 17, and by Hof. 1. 
11. It is the Battle of the great Day, and the Sup- 

per of the great God on Fleſb mentioned by St. John 
in Rev. xvi. 14.---and xix. 17, 18, 19. | 
The Hebrew Servant by fulfilling ſix Years in 
Servitude will not contradict the Expectation of the 
Antitype, that the Chriſtian, who 1s the Hebrew or 
the Paſſer over into the holy Water and Blood and 
Fire of the true Iſaac Feſus Chriſt, out of his own 
corrupt Bloods in Bondage to the Elements of this 
World, the Darkneſs, the Light and Wind of this 
World; that this Hebrew of the true Sced of Abra- 
ham by his only Son, ſhall go forth into the Sabba- 
tical Year of the Holy Land in Heaven, towards the 
Evening of the ſixth Year of the World. Firſt, 
Becauſe his Type docs not belong ſtrictly to the 
Sabbatical Year, that we can be certain of. And 
Secondly, becauſe an ex preſs Prophecy has declared 
the 

* Rom. ix. 28. K.. 
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the cutting ſnort of a Number of Time. Hence 
the Exode of the Hebrew from Servitude at the 
End of fix Years may till prefigure the greater Ex- 
ode by the free Gift of God, of all his ae! of the 
Gentiles, into the everlaſting Bleſſings and glorious 
Liberty of Sons, in the Country and City above, at the 
End of a Time pre-determined. 

Other Perſons not deſcended from Hebrew Pa- 
rents, might be retained to the Jubilee, when as 
Maimonides, the beſt Mouth among the Hiſtorians 
of Ceremonies, informs us, they muſt all go out 
tree. 

Such as were bought for Money from other 
Nations, were by a * Law to be circumciſed, and 
adopted into the Family. This Command would 
naturally beget a more humane Conſideration of 
their State and Condition, which 1s expoſed and 
friendleſs, as they became Servants of God, Sub- 
jects of his Kingdom, and Partakers of the Cove- 
nant begun in Abraham, though in ſome civil Pri- 
vileges neceſſary for the proper Subordination of 
Society, they might be inferior to native Hebrews. 

This Adoption began in + Abraham's Family, and 
run through the Moſaic Oeconomy of the Law, 
which was inſtituted 4.30 Years after the Appoint- 
ment of Circumciſion, for all Males bought with 
Money. This typical Adoption promiſed a more 
full and open Exhibition of divine Grace to the 
Gentiles, who have ſince received the Adoption of 
Sons in the Gift of the true Spirit. Gal. iv. g. and 
who have been bought not with Gold and Silver, 
but the true Money of the eternal Abraham, the 
Blood of his dear Son Iſaac, the Price of Redemp- 
tion freely given into them. This is indeed a free 
Gift of eternal Lite through Jeſus Chriſt our Lord, 

who

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who ſends into his People the incorruptible Seed, the 
very Nature and Eſſence of the Word of Life, whoſe 
ſpiritual Generation proceedeth out of his bleſſed 
Mouth, as he breathed forth the Power of his endleſs 
Life, and gave a Part of the Glory, in the holy Spi- 
rit to his Apoſtles, as St. John delivers theſe Myſte- 
ries of the Kingdom in ch. xvi. 22. and ch. xx. 22. 
But in what Senſe could the ſeventh Year, in 

which Liberty was given to Hebrew Servants, pre- 
figure the Meſſiab, as is affirmed by many? They 
do not explain it of any ſupernatural Powers of a 
new Creation, in which Chriſt is deſcending, and 
bringing the holy Gifts of his Kingdom into his 
People ; by the Generation of which ſpiritual Glo- 
ries the Son 1s united to them, touches and inha- 
bits his Children as his Temple, Tent or Houle 
for his Glory to enter and tabernacle in. Nor do 
they ſhew how he came in a ſeventh Year, or any 
other ſeventh Period : For if he was born into our 
Fleſh on a Year of Jubilee, as it 1s generally al- 
lowed, this cannot anſwer to a ſeventh Year; fo 
that the dimiſſion of Hebrew Servants into their 
own Right of Liberty, could not ſhadow forth a 
ſuperior Liberty under the Goſpel, in that Way of 
ſpiritualizing this Paſſage of the Law. But if the 
Sabbatical Year be received, as a Figure of the 
new Generation in Feſus Chriſt, who is the heavenly 
Adam in Spirit, begetting by his holy Spirit, the 
Virgin Daughter of Zion above, which myſterious 
Work begins and goes on in a gradual Proceſs of 
heavenly Powers planted into us, who are Fleſb, 
the Voman made under the Law, and its Cur/e. 
Theſe are the fix Emanations out of the Deity, from 
the Twelve typified by the Stones on the Breaſt- 
Plate near the Heart of the Higb-Prieſt, whoſe hid- 
den Birth and Conception by the overſhadowing of 
the 
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the Holy Spirit into our Fleſh of Death, delivers 
the Children of Chriſt, Bone of his Bone, and Fleſh of 
his Fleſb, out of the Curſe into the Liberty of 
Sons, to follow the Lamb wherever he goes. Theſe 
living and burning Spirits within the Fleþ of his 
People, lead them into the true Land, where all is 
free and open, as the boundleſs Ocean of the di- 
vine Nature is, as ſoon as Death takes down the 
old Tent, and Covering of the outward Man, who 
in the old Fleſh and Blood cannot ſee God, and 
live; yet the inner Spirit in the divine Chariot of a 
new, ſpiritual Body or Temple, can ſee God, and live in 
his Preſence. What is born of Fleſh, is Fleſh; and 
zwhat is born of Spirit, is Spirit: This is the un- 
changeable Order of heavenly Philoſophy from the 
Mouth of the Son, who knows the Laws of all 
Generations. | 

Secondly, The Sabbatical Year appears to be ſet 
up as a Meaſure of Time, by which the Periods of 
the other Sabbaths to the Jubilee are to be com- 
puted. In this laſt Senſe, Jſaiab finiſhes the King- 
dom of the Meſſiab: It ſhall come to paſs from the 
Fulneſs of one Moon to its Moon, and from the Ful- 
neſs of one Sabbath to its Sabbath, ſhall all Fleſb 
come to worſhip before me, ſaith the Lord, Chap. 
Ixvi. 23. The Fulneſs or Sufficiency of the Moons 
and Sabbaths, as the Hebrew Word ſignifies, coin- 
cides in equal Meaſures of Time, which will be fully 
ſhewn in our next Subject, the Explanation of the 
Feaſt of Trumpets on the ſeventh Moon. In this 
View, as a Period of Time, the firſt general A 
ſembly of the Iſrael of God will come together in the 
firſt Sabbatical Year, and conſtitute that Church of 
the Firft-born and Firſt-fruits, which are gathered 
and received as a Conſecration of the whole Har- 
veſt, in the Fulneſs of Times, Eph. i. 10. The 
Reaſon of the firit Sabbath's coming in the Revo- 
K lution 


* John ili. 6. 
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lution of the Sun of Rightecuſneſs, ſooner than 
might be otherwiſe expected, has been given in 
other Places, to which we refer. 

In this Part of our Subject, we ought not to 
omit one Circumſtance, relating to the Hebrew 
Servant, who in his going forth from Servitude, 
received * thirty Shekels of Silver. This Sum was 
the Price, at which the Maſſiab was ſold, accord- 
ing to the Prophecy of Zechariah : So they weigh- 
ed for my Price thirty Pieces of Silver: And the Lord 
faid unto me, caſt it into the POTTER, a GO00D- 
LY PRICE, that I was prized at of them. This was 
alſo the Value of the Servant flain in Exod. xxi. 
32. and the Eſtimation of the Female in Lev. xxvil. 
4. Thus the Lord of Glory, who for our 
Sake came in the Ferm of a Slave, has purchaſed 
Liberty, univerſal Redemption at the Price, tor which 
he was /old by Judas to the Sanbedrin of the two 
Tribes of Fudah and Benjamin, and delivered over 
to the Romans, the Gentiles, as 'their Slave, to be 
bung on a Tree, Thus he came into our Flzfh, 
the Curſe and Strength of the Law; and was va- 
lued at a very little more than the half Price of a 
Male, that he might make in himſelf of I twain 
one new Man, ſo making Peace: While the Gen- 
ziles parted among them the || Veſture of his Re- 
proach, as born under the Law, and made a Curſe 
tor us, which is a ſure Pledge, that they, even 
they his Enemies, ſhall receive from his Love ſu- 
perior to their Envy or Malice, his Love free and 
royal, becoming his Name and Birth as the one 
Heir of the Father, the Garments of Glory and 
Satvalion, and Immortality, with which he will 
cover their Shame and Nakedneſs. For this glo- 
rious End did the Father fend the full Image and 
Glory of his Faces, to bear our Reproach in this

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Egypt, our fallen World, and to be circumeiſed in 
a Body prepared tor him, that he might circumciſe 
all Fleſb, all Nations in himſelf, and cut off from 
them the Garment of their laviſh State, our Fleſh, 
and cloath them inwardly by the Mediation and 
Intervention of his own ſpiritual Nature, with Bo- 
dies of everlaſting Strength and Health, and Beau- 
ty: For theſe are the Chariots of God and Horſe- 
men of Iſrael, in which the Angelical Sons of his 
Regeneration * run and are not weary, walk and 
are not faint, in the Kingdom of unbounded Space 
and Light. What Wars doth God wage with the 
Children of the curſed Fleſb, with theſe Chariots, 
and Horſemen, all Men of War, a Wall of Fire 
round about ! £2 
In ſuch a Senſe of the Sabbaths muſt we under- 
ſtand the Language of the Prophets, where God 
calls them his Signs, and honourable, and his De- 
light, as they contained the Riches of the beloved 
Son, and the manifold Wiſdom of God treaſured up 
in him. When the Jews by their Prieſts and Pro- 
phets, the Interpreters of their Law, were de- 
ceived by them, who, as the Þ Servant of God 
ſpeaks, hid their Eyes from his Sabbaths, that 1s, 
would not receive nor teach the Spiritual Bleſſings 
ſignified by the outward Sign, but would lay all 
the Weight on a ſcrupulous Obſervance of the 
Ceremonial Part: Then God deſpiſes their new 
Moons and Sabbaths, Iſaiah i. 13. Ferem. vil. 22. 
23. | 
in ſuch an exalted Senſe muſt we alſo take the 
Words of our Lord, ſo emphatically ſpoken by 
him, in that awful Account of Things in Matt. 
xxiv. 20. Pray that your Fligbt may not be in the 
Winter, neither on the Sabbath Day. Many un- 
derſtand it of the natural Winter, when the Ways 
K 2 were 
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were incommodious to Travellers; ſome of the Sab- 
batical Year, wherein 0 Fruits were to be found 
in the Fields; others again, of the Sabbatical Day's 
Journey. But who told them, that there was no 
Grain growing in the Seventh Year? And how 
do they learn that the Roads were fo very bad for 
a Journey or Flight in the little Country of Judæa? 
And how could a Chriſtian concern himſelf about 
the Meaſure of a Sabbath Day's Journey, who was 
no longer under the Bondage and Yoke of the 
Lato, but under the Enlargement and Poſſeſſion 
of the Bleſſings and good Things of the Goſpel ? 

The Winter, in the prophetical Style of our 
Lord, means the fix Moons of the ſpiritual Win- 
ter, the State of the ſecond Death, of Seed buried 
under the hard, dry, and cold Bed of Earth ; for 
all their Feſtivals were celebrated in the Summer 
Moons, which were the Reſurrection and Life of out- 
ward Nature from the hard Chain of Coldneſs and 
dry Compaction of the Element of Earth, which 
the * Cabaliſts call the VMeſtern Region. This is 
that dreadful Winter, the + Gates of Braſs, and 
Bars of Iran in the great Abyſs of utter Darkneſs, 
which will continue fix myſtic Moons, whoſe Mea- 
ſure of Days being 180, compleats 6000 Years 
by the Jubilee, and by the Century. During theſe 
Days of Wrath, Famine, and Mourning, the im- 
pure and unclean of every Kind, Age, Nation 


and State, will be baniſhed from the Glory and 


Preſence of God, till the Sun of Righteouſneſs ſhall 
be breaking through their Darkneſs in fix great 
Years, and coming nearer to ſome of thoſe con- 
demned Spirits to call them forth into His ar- 
vellous Light, and glorious Houſe of Heaven. The 
Sabbath in this Paſſage ſeems allo to denote the 
firſt Sabbatical Year, in which Chriſt is now com- 


ing

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ing with Power and great Glory, and will puf to 
Flight by the overflowing of Water and Fire from 
his great Throne, all thoſe, who are not prepared 
with their inner Garments, the Bride, to meet the 
fuller Radiance and Beams of the mighty Bride- 
groom. They, who are not in the Wedding-Gar- 
ment, from Kings on their Thrones, to Priſoners 
in the Dungeons, will be ſlain, and caſt Soul and 
Body into the Fire, where will be weeping and gnaſb- 
ing of Teeth. That none of us may fly on ſuch 
a Sabbath, and in ſuch a Winter, we have great 
Reaſon to pray, and to pray without ceaſing ; to 
watch alſo, as the Prieſts of the Temple, the 
Watchers in God's Houſe did, not watching for God, 
as Spencer would inſinuate, but watching for his 
<valking and moving in them, that we be not found 
ſleeping, or like the fooliſh Virgins without Oil in 
the Lamps of the new Sanctuary, which our great 
High-Praeft is ready to feed with continual Sup- 
lies, and to enlighten from Evening to Morning. 
This he will do, if we will watch unto Prayer, 
and attend the walking and moving of the Ark of 
the Lord, and the Glory, and live before him, 
with that Fear and Reverence, which the Prieſts 
and Levites ſhewed in their Service of the typical 
Temple, and in the ſacred Courts thereof. Is the 
living Temple, to which Chriſtians are called to be 
Prieſts and Levites, leſs to be watched and guard- 
ed from Sin and Satan, our worſt Enemies? 
Laſtly, I ſhall obſerve, that the Jews 1n their 
ſpiritual Divinity, call * Schemittah, the Year of 
Releaſe, Malchuth the Kingdom, which the ſeven 
Numbers, Emanations out of the Deity illuminate; 
and the Sabbath they denominate the Union or 
Marriage of Malchuth with JES op, the Male. 
Though they have darkened and adulterated the 
primitive Cabala upon the Law and Prophets, 
K 3 intending

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intending perhaps, as their Points at firſt were 
contrived, to conceal what was yet good from the 
Chriſtian Ifael, yet we may ſtill perceive Rays of 
Truth ſtealing or breaking out through tbe thick 
Clouds and Darkneſs of their Writings ; fo little 
can pure Falſehood exiſt without ſome Intermix- 
ture of Truth. 

The Kingdom of God riſes in us by the Reno- 
vation of ſeven divine Spirits, which conſtitute the 
Bride to be united to the Male, who bears the 
ſtronger Glories, as the Female in the Phyſics of 
heavenly Powers is a reflected Image, a ſecondary 
Emanation, and a Veſſel to the firſt, as Fire out 
of Fire, a Light from a Light, Air or Water from 
another: the laſt 1s the Female, Likeneſs and 
Glory of the Firſt, a Veſſel to contain it, always 
adhering to .the Cauſe or its Head, the Huſband 
and Lord; more firmly embracing its Root, than 
two Plates of poliſhed Glals ſtick together, Face to 
Face. This is the Myſtery of the Female, with 
only this Difference, that what is a Veſſel or a 
Subject to a ſuperior Light, may be, and is a 
Male, a Head, an Huſband to an inferior. This 
is ſound Philoſophy of Moſes in the inner Ground 
of Things, from the higheſt to the loweſt Scale 
of the Univerſe. The Kingdom of Heaven our 
Lord diſcovered on Mount Thabor, and ſhewed his 
wonderful Power over Fleſh, to change it into his 
glorious Body. Theſe Emanations ſevenfold purer 
and more Penetrating than our Light or Air, are 
always coming forth out of his Spiritual Nature, 
by the Hcl Spirit; who * takes of his, and com- 
municates the Gifts to his Children: By theſe 
Powers he quickens and re-illumines the periſhed 
Lights, reprelented in the firſt Sanctuary by ſeven 
golden Lamps on one Candleſtick, which were a 
, Figure 

John xvi. 15. 
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Figure of the firf Eve, the * Wife and Siſter of 
Adam, emaning out of the ſame phyſical Powers. 
All theſe Lamps leaned a little towards the middle 
One, out of whoſe Shaft they roſe two by two; 
the middle One bent alſo toward the Holy of Ho- 
hes, where the Male, the Huſband, or Head, was 
concealed in the Law of Shadows ; intimating in 
the Figure, that all the Power, Life, and Nature 
of the Bride, received her Birth, and Strength from 
the Head, as Eve was taken out of Adam, her 
Head, wherein ſhe was before, or ſhe could not 
have ſprung out of his Eſſence, or his Bone, the 
Strength of his Powers. 
This Myſtery of the Goſpel was firſt corrupted 
by the Gnoſtics, who had ſtole the ſpurious Ca- 
bala of the Jews and Platoniſts, as + our Jezebel, 
the Moravian Propheteſs, has done with the ſame 
Materials, abuſing the ſacred Language to the 
moſt carnal and abominable Senſe, as ſome im- 
pious Wits have done by the Song of Songs. This 
Myſtery will however ſoon break forth into full 
Light, when the 4 Bride, who is withdrawn, ſhall 
appear in the firſt Sabbatical Year juſt at Hand: 
When the Temple, the Houſe of Glory, built out 
of the Bone of Jeſus Chriſt near his Heart, that is, 
of his real Nature, in the Glories of the wo holy 
Places, his twofold perfe& Nature, ſhall appear 
dreſſed in the rich Garments of her Lord, the 
covering Head: While the Mockers at theſe My- 
ſteries, (who know the Nature and Works of God 
ſo well, though they have not ſeen them) ſhall be 
aſtoniſhed at the Beauty and Glory of the Lambs 
Wiſe; and they ſhall be burned in their Faß, their 
Shame and Nekedneſs, whoſe Luſts they fulfilled, 
inſtead of crucifying and flaying them by the 
Sword of the Spirit, and gloried like brute Beaſts,

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in their Shame and Filthineſs. The Jews give the 
Name of Cal to one Property of God, and Bath, 
a Daughter, Callah, a Spouſe flowing forth from 
him, as Cudwworth, p. 11. cites Nachmunides: Theſe 
appear what St. John calls the Mord and Holy Spirit 
of the Father. 

Bleſſed are they, who are eating the ſpiritual

: Chriſt, wherein is Life and Atonement : Bleſſed are 
they, who. do through Faith in the Myſtery re- 

ceive the holy Neture of their Mediator into the

| Glory, as the Mouth of the outer Man receives 
| Food, and Light and Wind, for the Body of Fleſh, 
from the earthy Principles. The Altars of Hea- 

\venty Fire are in every Chriſtian, the Temple of 

God and his Glory; and the divine Subſtance of 

/Jeſus Chriſt is feeding thoſe Fires of his own kind- 

Hing, as the Hpical Lamb gave Blood and Fleſh to 
nouriſh the p:ypetual Fire under the Law: For no 

Mediums, but his own glorified Nature in the 
Water and Blood of his wonderful Fœcundity can 
bear the Power of the Fires of Heaven, which burn 
before the Throne in Strength, and Majeſty, and 
which never conſume the Children, who are glori- 
Fying Jemovan in the midſt “ of Fires, thoſe of 
the Holy Place, and Holy of Holies, ( Aurim and 
Faumim) doubled and married one to another for- 
ever in Jeſus Chriſt, the firſtborn of Aleim, the only 
Son Iaac of his Father, the PFirſtling of his Al- 
mighty Strength, God of Cod, to whom be Glory 
and Dominion 1n all Ages, Amen, 


I have now finiſhed the Explanation of the ſe- 
venth Year, and give it to the Catholic Church, 
and to thoſe among them, who have their Un#ton 
to caſt their Light upon this Subject by their Gifts 

i ef 
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of higher Prophecying, a deeper Knowledge in the 
Myſteries of the Kingdom of Heaven. 

The Sum of what has been advanced, may be 
drawn into this triple View: 1ft. That the ſeventh 
Year is a Figure of the new Creation in Jeſus Chriſt, 
in everyOne of his Seed, Houſe and Lineage; through 
whom we are born Spirit of his Holy Spirit by 1n- 
ward Proceſs, and a gradual Generation of moſt 
heavenly Powers, reſembling the firſt Creation of

The 
great Angel of the Covenant and of the Faces of 
God, muſt mingle his ſpiritual Eſſence with our 
periſhed Nature, and carry his own through a Life 
hid with him in God; or we cannot be Children of 
the Kingdom by a Birth from on high, which 1s as 
true a Birth and Life of the Spirit of our Lord in 
an hidden Way, into the Centre or inmoſt Part of 
our Eſſence, as a Birth of a Soul into Union with 
Water and Blood of the fleſhly Body 1s real in the 
outward World, and in that Generation, which is 
the Seed of the adulterous Woman, accurſed and to 
be aboliſhed by Jeſus Chrift, heavenly Adam and 
Eve, who begets Spirit by the Breath of his holy 
Lips, the Way of an angelical Generation out of 
the Mouth of God. 

2dly, This Year ſan#ified, ſet apart to God, ap- 
pears a Meaſure of Time, when the open Mani- 
feſtation of the new Creation, the new Heavens and 
new Earth, coupled or married together, ſhall ap- 
pear : For Jeſus Chriſt muſt bring his Throne and 
Glory in all the Sons and Daughters of his m—_

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fal Generation, into an outward and vifible Exhibi- 
tion in a Time predeſtinated. 
3ah, It appears to have been inſtituted to meaſure 
the Time of all the ſeven Sabbatical Years, before 
the High-Prieft made higher than the Heavens, (who 
bears the fifty Letters of the twelve Tribes ſhewn by 
* Maimonides, on the true Breaſt-plate, near his 
Heart, his Love,) ſhall have brought them to Life 
and Glory. For through ſo many Days and Years in 
the antient myſtic Senſe, muſt the Sun of Righte- 
ouſneſs move in his vaſte Circle of 1000 Jubilees or 
50,000: Years, before all the ſeventy Souls from 
Jacob's Loins ſhall be brought out of the Houſe 
and Land of Bondage, out of great Tribulation, 
and the horrible Wilderneſs of the ſecond Death. Ham 
the Servant of Servants, who 1s Satan or Dan, will 
be puniſhed with a double Servitude, as he is a 
Gentile far off. The 1000 Years of St. John by 


' Centuries make an 100,000 Years, which were ty- 


pified by Noab's Ark one hundred Years in build- 
ing the three Stories, where Ham, the Sen of the 
double Curſe ＋ goes in with his two Brothers, Sem 
and Zapher. 

The Reaſon of expecting the Manifeſtation of 
the Son in the Glory, (whole Throne, according to 
his holy Prophet David, in Pſalm xlv. 6. is to en- 
dure forever) appears well founded both from the 
Law and the Goſpel; and I am firmly perſuaded, 


will be within a few Years, according to my Judg- 


ment between this Time and the Years 1763, or 
1764. Before which Period, as Daniel in xii. 1. 
propheſies, there ſhall be a Time of Trouble, ſuch as 
never was fince there was a Nation, even to that 
Time : and at that Time, thy People ſhall be delivered, 
every one, that ſhall be found written in the Book.

Call bis Name Lo-ammi, for ye are not my Pes- 
ple, and I will not be your God: and again, in Chap. ii. 
23. 1 will ſay to them, which were not my People, thou 
art my People, and they ſhall ſay thou, Thou art my God: 
And by Zechar. it. 15. many Nations ſhall be joined 
unto the Lok p in that Day, and ſhall be my People. 

Daniel ſpeaks as Iſaiah and Ezekied, like a Pro- 
phet of the Goſpel, wherein the Gentiles were to be 
the Peoples, out of whom God would chooſe his 
Segullab. Nor can this Paſſage be applied to the 
Deſtruction of Feru/alem, or any paſt Viſitation, be- 
cauſe the People of God, conſidered either as Few 
or Gentile, are not yet delivered. But let the He- 
brews be aſſured of this, that if they are to be 
called in this firſ# Week or Sabbath of Years, they 
will, as the Prophecies witneſs, be brought low 
and afflicted ; they will be driven through the 
Kingdoms of the Earth, and be in great Miſery 
and Diſtreſs, as in Egypt, before the Time of their 
Reſtoration. They will not lift up their Heads as 
they do now, and flouriſh, grow rich, and live in 
Plenty, Safety and Splendor, as the Subjects of a 
Kingdom do. Their Time of ſevere Tribulation muſt 
be juſt at the Door, when they * will be an Mo- 
niſhment, a By-word and a Reproach among all Nations: 
They will have a trembling Heart, and failing of Eyes, 
and Sorrow of Mind. Their Life ſhall hang in Doubt 
before them; they ſhall fear Day and Night, and ſhall 
have no more Aſſurance of their Lives. 

They are now by their happy Situation among 
many reformed Kingdoms, hardened by their Pr 
perity againſt the Doctrine of a crucified Meſfiab, as 
much as the Chriftians in this Age of Noah, are 
againſt a Life crucified to the World, by which

CLircumciſion, a Mark of their fallen Nature, 
and a Leſſon of mortifying the Members of their 
earthly Birth: If the Remains of the 2c Tribes are 
to make a Part in the Lot of the Lord (who has 
Aerey upon whom he will have Mercy) in this Gnolam, 
or Ape; then their Miſeries will be ſharp as-a Wo- 
man in Travel, as well as the Miſeries of the Na- 
tions will be great: Wars, Famines, Peſtilence and 
Earthquakes, will be the four ſore Judgments of 
God on this adulterous Generation, before the * 
Lord ſball judge among the Nations, and rebutè m 

People: Before they beat their Swords into Plough: 
Shares, and their Spears into Praning-Hooks;, toben 
Nation ſhall not lift up Sword againſt Nation, neither 
fail they learn Wer any more. May God the Fa- 
ther of our Lord Jeſus Chriſt, haſten the Kingdom of
